NO MORE BIG MEMORIAL DAY PARADES. 


Cook County ‘_neetation of the vet. 
erans Talks of Barring Hereafter 
All Civic Organizations, 


The Cook County Memorial Association 
at its meeting last evening considered the 
subject of the observance of Memorial day.

Another store “holdup” was last night 
added to the long list of similar depreda- 
tions previously committed in this city. 

It was bold in its conception and carrying 
out, for it took place on a frequented 
thoroughfare at an early hour in the even- 
ing. The scene of the robbery wasa butcher 
shop at No. 337 West Randolph street kept 
‘by Peter Ackerman. 

‘That he did not lose his life during the 
encounter is owing solely to the readiness 
with which he complied with the demands 
of the robbers when they commanded him, 
at the muzzle of revolvers, to open a money 
drawer on which they could not manipulate 
the combination. 


Score of Shots Fired. 

Fully twenty shots were fired after the rob- 
bers had secured their booty and were mak- 
ing their escape, but so far as known none 
of them was aimed at human targets. 

Ackerman’s money loss was $75 or $80. 

Almost before the last of the band of rob- 
bers had left the shop the neigifboring store- 
keepers, who had not yet cloged their places 
of business, kriew of the brigandage, and at 
least one of them—a grocer named Price— 
was out on the sidewalk firing a revolver to 
attract the attention of the police. The 
shots had the desired effect, for policemen 
quickly responded. Chief Badenoch, who 
lives near by, heard the noise of the shoot- 
ing and was early on the scene. 


Early Evening Work. 

As in the case of the others, the time of 
the robbery was early in the evening. Acker- 
man thinks it was close around 10 o’cigck 
when five plainly dressed, ordinary looking 
men, none of them over 25 or 30 years of 
age, entered his shop by the front door, to 
which his back was turned, he be- 
ing then

the shop open Ackerman, who was in a 
stooping posture, started to assume a stand-

Then, as the five 
robbers finished their work and started for 
the street door, the vigilance of the man 
guarding her was momentarily relaxed. She 
took advantage of the situation and broke 
away, starting to run across the street. As 
she did so the robbers also left the shop, fir- 
ing their revolvers in the air as they filed out 
of the little building. 


Mrs, Ackerman’s Eacape. 


In her hurry and excitement Mrs. Acker- 


man’s foot caught in her dress and she stum- 
bled, falling nearly prostrate in the street. 
This doubtless saved her life, for while in 
this position she heard a bullet whistle over 


her head. 
The shots fired at this time made a fusillade 


which attracted the attention of everybody 


for blocks around. 
’ Policeman Lillis was quickly on the ‘scene. 
A little time was lost in his getting meag¢er 
details of the robbery, but within a minute 
or two he was on the street prepared to give 
_chase. Bystanders told him the five men ran 
west to Curtis street, thence north toward 
the Northwestern car tracks. He followed 
as quickly as possible, but the men had dis- 
‘appeared among the multitude of freight 
_cars in this favorite hiding ground. 


Twelve Suspects Arrested. 
 At1o’clock this morning twelve men were 
under arrest at the Desplaines Street Sta- 
tion, suspected of the robbery. The police 
refused to give their names, saying they 
were picked up in the locality of the robbery 
and were thought to be men capable of com- 
‘mitting a crime of the kind. . 
’ » Orders to arrest all suspicious characters 
were given out, and a still hunt through the 
resorts of thieves was commenced.

Surprised by the Thieves. 
- John Coliins, the butcher who was sorting 
eges with Mr. Ackerman, said: ** My back 
was turned to the door. There were no cus- 
tomers in the store, and both Mr. Ackerman 
and I were stooping over working with the 
eggs. This was, as I recollect, 10 o'clock. 
Two young men walked in, and without 
waiting for us to rise or to speak to them 
ohe of them shoved a pistol in my face and 
the other aimed one at Mr. Ackerman. ‘You 
go back there,’ said the fellow who was 
holding me, pointing to the meat counter, 
T did as he directed me, while Mr. Ackerman 
remained in the front part of thé store. 
Neither: of us offered any resistance, as 
there was ho use. A third man walked 
directly back to the office, and began fum- 
bling with the money drawer. He couldn't 
open it, so he turned toward Mr. Ackerman, 
and said: ‘Here, you, come back here and 
open this till." Mr. Ackerman obeyed, and 
he was followed by his guard. He opened 
the drawer, and the men began gathering in 
the coin. Mr. Ackerman said, in sort of a 
joking way: ‘ Leave us a little change to 
start on.’ 

“While Mr. Ackerman’and the robbers 
were in the back part of the room Mrs. Ack- 
erman came down the stairs, and started into 
the store. She was met by the man who had 
me in charge, and he ordered her to go back 
up-Stairs. She stood him off in great style, 
and succeeded tn opening the door leading 
into the street, and immediately gave the 
alarm. While she was running away the man 
at the door, standing on the sidewalk, hol- 
lowed to the men inside: ‘* Take your time, 
boys; don’t be afraid, just get.the stuff.’ 


Robbers Start on a Run, 


‘The two robbers who first entered con- 
tinued to cover Mr. Ackerman and myself 
and all three walked out of the store and 
started off on a run. I ran into the street 
and met a policeman in front of the store 
next door. Fle was out of breath and asked 
me what was the trouble. I told him the 
way the men ran and he followed them. 

“The man. who held me at bay was 5 feet 
8 or 9 inches tall, weighed 150 pounds, and 
was thin-featured and of light complexion. 
His, face. was clean-shaven and he wore a 
dark guit of clothes and light straw hat 
with narrow rim. The straw was fine 
woven. The man who held up Mr. Aeker- 
man seemed tou me to be about the same 
build. 1 did not. get so good a view of him. 
The third man was short in stature and was 
dressed the same way. Ali presented a good 
appearance,” 

Mr. Ackerman told a similar story. “I 
saw-no use in making resistance,’’ said,he, 
‘‘as the men were wel! armed and hadéthe 
drop on us. I opened the money drawer 
when I was told to and they took every- 
thing there was except the pennies. They 
got $75 or $80@-altogether.”’ 

, Policeman:Mulcahy, was near the Morgan 
& ‘Wright factory on ‘the north side of May 
street, between Randolph and Lake, when 
he heard a number of shots, sixteen, he 
thinks. .“‘I ran toward the corner of May 
and ndolph,” said he, ‘‘ and as I did so 
I saw ‘five men running rapidly into the 
alley on the east side of May street, between 
Randolph and. Lake. I fired two shots and 
followed the men through the alley to Curtis 
street, north on Curtis to Fulton, and east 
on Fulton until they were practically out 
of sight. They had a big lead on me and 
Officer Lelis, who joined in the pursuit 
somewhere on Curtis street.”’ 

Louis Price, who was standing on the 
sidewalk’ in front of his store when Mrs. 
Ackerman gave.the alarm, said he did not 
get a good view of any of the robbers. “I 
had my pistol with me,” he said, “I drew 
it°and fired twice at the retreating forms 
of the thieves. They were five and they all 
ran west to May street. I don’t think the 
robbers fired more than four shots at us as 
they ran away. Still, I was excited, and 
others say more than a dozen shots were 
fired. They seemed to be firing pretty much 
at random, just to mgke room for them- 
selves.”’ 


POLACE OFFICER TELLS HIS STORY. 


Chief Badenoch Thinks No Blame At- 
taches to the Man. 


Policeman Mulcahy, upon whose beat the 
rcbbery occurred, reported from the box 
at Anh and Randolph streets at 9 oclock.

WAR OF THE ELEMENTS. 


STORM DAMAGE DONE YESTERDAY 
TO PERSONS AND PROPERTY. 


Meteorological Disturbance a Re- 
minder of a Predecessor by but a 
Few Days—Apprehenmsion of Great 
Disaster Readily Relieved—Record 
of the Injured—Occupants of a Flat 
Building in Peril—Children Driven 
from a Church School. 

Another violent storm visited Chicago yes- 
terday, in many respects almost a counter- 
part of the one which created discomfort 
and wrought damage on Friday. 

The storm came up suddenly from the 
southwest and was made up of about equal 
parts of wind, rain, thunder, and lightning.

Prior to 3 o'clock, the time at which the 


storm. was most furious, there were few if 
any indications that anything out of the 
ordinary might be expected from the ele- 
ments. The sky was overcast, but as this 
had been its condition ever since the storm 
of Friday, the fact attracted no special at- 
tention. 

The storm came suddenly, and the worst 
of its violence was expended in half an hour, 
During this time nearly half an inch of rain 
fell, which was substantially the same as 
Friday’s precipitation. The downfall was 
not sufficiemt to overcrowd the sewers or 
cause any damage to basements in the down- 
town districts. 

Fears for Craft. 

For a time considerable uneasiness was felt 
for the safety of the yachts which cleared at 
1 o’clock to sail the annual regatta, but ad- 
vices from the most distant crib established 
the fact the wind on the lake was by no 
meatis as high as on.shore, and dispelled 
any fear that the small sailing craft were 
in danger. 

Lightning, however, did all the damage 
the wind failed to do. The fire alarm office 
in the City Hall was a busy place when the 
storm came on. The fire alarm gongs were 
suddenly sounded and when answers were 
made by the men in the office there was no 
response. Then, as flashes of lightning con- 
tinued, the operators were kept busy testing 
the system to find where the damage was 
done. 

It was found the telegraph system was lit- 
tle injured. In some cases trolley wires had 
fallen over the city telegraph wires and 
burned out the fuses. 

For a time, however, it was dangerous to 
go near the telegraph instruments, and 
until after the flashes had stopped the 
lightning had full sway. The full force of 
men on the system immediately reported 
and was sent out torepairthedamage. The 
storm of yesterday following so closely on 
the storm of Friday, however, brought the 
remark that it had been some months since 
the system had been so severely tested as 
this week. 

Record of Casualties. 

The record of casualties caused by the 
ligthning and the warring elements appears 
Hereafter. 

Twenty children were thrown into a panic 
at the St. Rose of Lima Catholic Scho@l at 
Forty-eighth and Dreyer streets by a bolt 
of lightning which struck the building. The 
children were practicing for an entertain- 
ment and when the crash came the little 
folks broke from the platform and gtarted 
down a broad stairway leading from the 
room. The stairway’s breadth was fortu- 
nate, and doubtless saved life. Annie Lane, 
12 years old, was nervously prostrated. Aft- 
er the storm the children, under charge of 
the sisters, renewed their courage sufficient- 
ly to resume the rehearsal. : 

Mrs. Mary A. Sherrard was seriously in- 
jured and: several persons stunned by a bolt 
of lightning which struck the Oxford apart- 
ment building, Nos. 1454 and 1456 Michigan 
avenue. Clark Walrath lives in one of the 
upper flats and: was at home with all the 
members’ of his family when the storm 
broke. Mrs. Sherrard of Newark. O., who 
ts his sister, and Mrs. Walrath were seated 
in the paflor. Mrs. Dubois and Mrs, Salis- 
bury, who live in the opposite apartment, 
were also in the parior of Mrs. Walrath’s 
apartments. The bolt struck the south 
cupola and the current descended, passing 
through the parlor. Mrs. Sherrard was ren- 
dered unconscious and fell. Mrs. Walrath 
fell forward on the floor and was uncon- 
scious for several minutes. Miss Daisy Wal- 
rath was in a bath-tub and was rendered par- 
tialjy unconscious and narrowly escaped 
drowning. The roof of the Oxford was badly 
damaged. 


Veterinary Hospital Suffers.

Another electric car near the same point 
was struck at almost the same time, but no 
serious damage was done. 

Lightning struck the cupola of a three- 
story brick flat building at Elm and Larra- 
bee streets.

GREAT DAMAGE BY WIND AND RAIN. 
Loss of Life Reported Near Republican 
City, Nebraska. 

Republican City, Neb., June 20.—The ter- 
rible wind storm which passed over this 
section last night did much damage and re- 
sulted in some loss of life. All sections 
touched by the storm have not yet been heard 
from, but in one township the residence 
of E. P. Duncan was completely demolished 
and the débris strewn inali directions. Mrs. 
Duncan was killed instantly and Mr. Duncan, 
two sons, and a daughter badly hurt and 
may die. 

Mason City, Ia., Jume 20.~The- heaviest 
rain in eighteen years’fell here last night. 
It fell to a depth of over four inches. in 
the north and west part of the city it was 
accompanied by hail and wind, and’ crops 
for a distance of twenty miles two miles wide 
were destroyed. Corn which was not cut off 
was destroyed. Rye and barley, because 
of their early maturity, suffered most. The 
Gamage will amount to thousands of dol- 
ars. .

DEATH AT THE THROTTLE 


FRIGHTFUL DISCOVERY MADE BY A 
BURLINGTON FIREMAN, 


Passenger Train Dashes Upon a Draw 
Bridge at the Hate of 60 Miles an 
Hour Without Waiting for Cus- 
temary Signalis—Engineer Is Found 
Hanging Outside His Cab Window 
with a Crushed Skull—How the Ac- 

‘ eident Occurred Is Not Known. 

Burlington, Ia., June 20.—[Special.]—Death 
on the white horse found a modern counter- 
part this morning in “* death at the throttle ” 
of the great engine drawing the Burlington 
fast mail from Chicago to Omaha. 

When the train left Chicago at 8 o’clock 
this morning the young engineer in charge 
was V. B. Giddings, lately of Galesburg, II1., 
and recently removed with his family to 
this city. It was Giddings’ steady nerve and 
firm hand that piloted the great mail train 
as far as the Mississippi bottom lands in 
Illinois, but after that, at a point nine or 
ten miles from the river, the demon of 
death sat on the right hand side of the cab 
and urged the train on to almost certain 
destruction. 

Biggsville and Gladstone were left behind 
the ilying train without the customary sig- 
nals having been given. Down the grade to 
the approach to the Burlington bridge, where 
usually a stop is made, the train flew with 
accelerated speed. 

Regulations Are Disregarded. 

Sam Main, fireman, grew restive as regu- 
lation after regulation was disregarded by 
his chief, and the train was about to make 
its meteor plunge on the bridge, going at 
the rate of a mile a minute. The engine 
boiler extended back through the cab s0 
that he could not see the engineer from his 


station at the fire hole, but he felt a certain 


something was amiss. 

He climbed around and found Giddings ly- 
ing apparently asleep with his head on the 
window ledge. He called but could not rouse 
him, and it was only when he got within 
reach of the engineer that he realized his 
condition and the frightful danger confront- 
ing the train. To apply the air brake and 
reverse the engine was his first instinctive 
act, but the momentum the train had de- 
veloped carried it on as if nothing could stop 
it. it shot upon the bridge with its terrific 
speed unabated, and the steel structure 
creaked and rattled and groaned as the 
bounding, lurching train traversed its length. 

Had the draw span been swung for repairs 
or to allow the passage of boats, or had there 
chanced to be an outgoing train or other 
obstruction on the bridge a terrible wreck of 
both bridge and train could not have been 
averted by any human agency. 

Wild Dash Upon a Bridge. 

The bridge superintendent’s force at the 
draw-span engine‘room were terror-stricken 
for the security of thé draw-span. as the wild 
running train came on without its customary 
warning. , 

Fireman Main’s face was as pale as that of 
Engineer Giddings, on whose brows the dews 
of death were gathering. At the Iowa end 
of the bridge there is a sharp curve, the junc- 
tion of another line of road, and a network of 
switches. If the speed of the runaway fast 
mail could not be materially lessened on 
the bride it was certain it would crash into 
the face of the limestone bluff, jump the 
track at the curve, or telescope a train at 
the junction or in the yards. 

Fireman Main stuck to his post, while the 
clerks in the six mail cars sat helpless, with 
blanched faces and wondered what the end 
of the wild ride would be. 

Down by the roundhouse Main brought 
his engine to a stop, and it was quickly sur- 
rounded by trainmen and officials, who had 
been amazed at the fearful race across the 
bridge. , 

Skull of Engineer Crushed. 

The situation was explained when the al- 
most lifeless body of Engineer Giddings was 
lifted from the cab and laid upon the ground. 
As he still breathed, he was taken to St. 
Francis Hospital, where he died before the 
surgeons could complete even a hasty ex- 
amination. The skull upon the left side was 
crushed and, strange to say, there was not 
even a scratch upon the skin. There had, 
however, been a profuse hemorrhage from 
the brain through the nostrils, and the 
clothes of the dead man, as also his cab, 
were covered with blood. 

The natural supposition is that Giddings 
leaned from his cab window to take a back- 
ward look and that as he did so his head 
came in contact with a water-crane, mail- 
sack catcher, or bridge, but Supt. Throop, 
who went over the line on a handcar to make 
a personal examination could discover no 
evidence in support of such a theory. In 
consequence of such a report the wildest 
rumors are afloat. Suggestions which will 
not bear repeating pass current as the matter 
is discussed. 

Giddings was held in high estimation by 
the officials of the road, and a special train 
will carry the body andthe friends of the 
yg engineer to Galesburg Tuesday morn- 
ng. 

How far the train ran with the dead man 
in control may never be known. Had the 
train arrived at the bridge a minute sooner 
it would have gone through the draw into 
the river. The draw had just been closed 
after letting a boat through. 


ONE MILLION FOR LOVE AND AFFECTION. 


Mrs. Nettie Craven Files an Alleged 
Deed to Property of Senator Fair’s 
Estate—Was She His Wife? 


San Francisco, Cal., June 20.—A sensation 
was caused today when a friend of Mrs. Nettie 
Craven filed for record a deed from the late 
Senator Fair conveying to her two valuable 
pieces of San Francisco property. 

The deed is dated Sept. 8, 1894, and was 
acknowledged before Notary Public Cooney 
on Sept. 22 of that year. The entire docu- 
ment, which purports to be in the hand- 
writing of Senator Fair, is in lead pencil and 
the acknowledgment is in ink, 

‘‘For love and affection,” reads the paper, 
the Senator deeded a large lot at Pine and 
Sansome streets and half a block of land in 
Mission street to Mrs. Craven. : 

The property is worth $1,000,000. 

Some time ago it was rumored that Mrs. 
Craven had in her pdssession a document 
showing she had been married to Fair and a 
deed to valuable property. The filing of the 
deed is the first confirmation of the rumors.

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CHICAGO RIVER IS A DEADLY MENACE. 


Lives ef *"Longshoremen and Others 
Who Work Near It Imperiled by 
Nauseating, Poisonous Odors. 


The condition of the water—if it can be 
called water—in the Chicago River is at pres- 
ent the worst in its history. For the last 
two weeks it has been growing worse and 
worse until last night, when it reached such 
a condition the lives of the men who were 
forced to work anywhere in the vicinity of 
it were made miserable. ° 

The accumulated dirt and filth, under the 
influence of the warm weather, sends forth 
an odor that is nauseating and vile. Yester- 
day there were several cases of prostration 
among ‘longshoremen and others on the 
river front. The cause is traced directly to 
the unhealthy condition of the river. 

To the tug men and steamboat men on the 
river the terrible condition of the water is 
a matter of considerable alarm. Since the 
explosion of the boilers on the tug T. T. Mor- 
ford last fall, owing to the dirty water she 
was compelled to use in her boilers, tug men 
have watched the state of the water closely. 

Tugs were working yesterday under a 
small pressure of steam, and were com- 
pelled to take nearly double the usual] time 
on all tows. The doors and windows on tugs 
and steamers in the river were tightly closed 
despite the heat, and the crews ventured 
outside only when compelled to. 

As an evidence of the unhealthy gases that 
arise from the decaying filth in the river, 
vessels arriving in port painted white will in 
a single night turn a dirty brown color, 
which no amount of washing will remove. 
Capt. J. 8S. Dunham a few days ago supplied 
the tug O. B. Green with some new silver 
knives and forks, and yesterday when the 
steward got them out for use he found them 
so badly tarnished they resémbled iron more 
than silver. 

It is said the Stock-Yards chickens and 
other fowls, as well as dogs and cats, walk 
on the water of the river with impunity. 
While this may not be true, it is certain the 
so-called water near the mouth isin sucha 
condition it is a serious menace to health 
and business. 

There is not current sufficient to move the 
water more than a short distance at a time, 
and such as there is is erratic in its move- 
ments. A short time ago a telephone mes- 
sage was received at the Dunham tug office 
from the City Engineer asking which way 
the river was running. 


SEEK STREET DEPARTMENT BERTHS. 


Civil Service Examinations Which It 
Is Thought May Amount to 
Naught. 


Examinations to fill vacancies among fore- 
men in the Street Department were con- 
ducted yesterday at the Chicago Manual 
Training School under the direction of 
Thomas Brenan. The applicants appearing 
for examination numbered seventy-two. 

Two vacancies have been caused by the 
investigations of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion. It was thought these vacancies were 
tn be filled by the successful applicants at 
the examination. 

In the meantime, however, Mayor Swift 
has caused transfers and consolidations to 
be made and the plans of the Civil Service 
Commission are said to be about to come'to 
naught. 

Foreman Bracken of the First District 
was discharged, as was Foremah Baumer of 
the Eighth District. Foreman Klee was 
placed in charge of Baumer’s district, in 
conjunction with his own, the two being con- 
solidated. Foreman Williams of the Fifth 
District was placed in charge of the first dis- 
trict and his former district was consolidat- 
ed with another district. 

This action left no vacancies to be filled 
and Mayor Swift says the transfers will be 
permanent and the Street Department will 
from this time on have only the present 
fifteen districts, instead of seventeen. 

The Civil Service Commission does not see 
the matter in that light and thinks the va- 
ecancies should be filled by the men passing 
their examination. 


ADYERSE RULING FOR STREET RAILWAY 


Milwaukee Company Must Pay Its 
Taxes and Not Lay Tracks on 
Twenty-seventh Street. 


Milwaukee, Wis., June 20.—[Special.}~—The 
Milwaukee Electric Railway and Light com- 
pany received two adverse rulings, one in 
the Superior, the other in the Circuit Court. 
In the latter court Judge Johnson ruled that 
the company must pay taxes that had been 
assessed against its property by the city for 
improvements. The corporation sought to 
evade the payment under the claim that 
a special act of the Legislature, which pro- 
vided that it pay a certain percentage of 
its earnings to the city, relieved it from 
assessments.

coupler buffers deranged, making it neces- 
sary to make up the train anew. The Buf- 
falo men said it made little difference, as it 
was the only setback of any kind they had 
known since their first espousal of the Ohio 
man’s cause. But the roadside demonstra- 
tions paled when the Erie Junction, the first 
stop inside the corporation limits of Cleve- 
land, was reached. 

Here were found Mayor Robert E. Mc- 
Kisson and an advance guard of fifteen of 
the leading men of the city, who boarded 
the train, filled up Mr. Hanna’s drawing- 
room with their physical presence and 
hearty congratulations, and sent a general 
thrill of delight through the weariness, heat, 
and dust which had partially eclipsed the 
spirits of the returning pilgrims from St. 


Louis. 

As the train puffed its way into the union 
station in Cleveland the cheers and yells of 
the awaiting hundreds fairly hushed the 
noise of the locomotive. The fact that the 
crowd had been waiting more than an hour 
did not in the least diminish its enthusiasm. 

Vociferous Greeting to Mr. Hanna. 

When Mark Hanna himself stepped on the 
platform into view the noise was deafening. 
Hats were thrown in the air, lungs were 
given a test for sound producing seldom 
equaled, while all who could danced a 
species of war dance in honor of the con- 
queror come home again, with the honor of 
his State upheld and the Presidential nomi- 
nation fairly and honorably obtained for 
Ohio’s favorite son. When the noise lulled 
Mayor McKisson proposed three cheers for 
Hanna and the three prolonged to thirty, 
ending in the yell the Tippecanoe club gave 
in the convention after the declaration of 
William McKinley’s nomination, thus: 

* Hi-Hi-Hi; 

* O-h-i-o; 

“ Tippecanoe and McKinley too, 

“ Cleveland, Ohio.” 

Now this same set of Tippecanoesters had 
only reached home a few hours befyre, end- 
ing their return journey from St. Louis by a 
voyage on the lake from Toledo to this city. 
The members said they were tired, but there 
was nothing in their demonstration to in- 
dicate they were not in robust health, and 
there were fully 300 of them in evidence. 

When they were partially refreshed Mr. 
Hanna ‘suggested to them that the Buffalo 
delegation deserved some sort of recognition 
for thie services it had performed before and 
during the convention and the crowd let it- 
self loose again with renéwed vigcr. 


Parade Through the Streets. 


By this time O. C. Ringle and W. E. Craig, 
the Committeemen from the Tippecanoe 
club had secured Mr. Hanna and led bim 
to the second carriage in waiting. There 
he unfurled one of the tri-colored sets of 
pampas plumes which were used 80 effective- 
ly when Senator-elect Foraker placed Mc- 
Kinley’s name before the convention. Into 
the first of the vehicles climbed Mayor 
McKisson, J. G. W. Cowles, President Wal- 
cott, and John F. Parkhurst; the second 
contained Mr. Hanna and the three dele- 
gates to the convention from this city, Syl- 
vester T. Everett, Myron T. Herrick, and 
Andrew Squires, while a third landau was 
filled with the others who had occupied Mr. 
Hanna’s special car, Col. W. C. Haskell, 
Frank De Hass Robison, W. J. White, and 
Maj. Charles Dick. 

When the party got outside the station 
there was still another committee on hand, 
made up of prominent business and pro- 
fessional men, some forty in number. Then 
the procession started. It was saluted by 
loud cheering from the great crowd which 
assembled on the brow of the ascent from 
-the railway tracks and there, too, were 
300 street railway employés, armed with 
materials and hearty inclinations for mak- 
ing a noise. A squad of police took the lead. 
Then came the mammoth picture of Mc- 
Kinley, which was run up opposite the 
Chairman’s desk in the convention when the 
demonstration following the presentation 
of McKinley’s name was in progress. | 

The Great Western Band pounded out the 
sort of cheering music characteristic of a 
political parade, and behind them walked 
the undaunted Tippecanoes, clad in white 
suits and full of determination to get all 
the cheering out of themselves they could. 
Then came the distinguished arrivals and 
the committeemen in carriages, two abreast, 
followed by the Marine Band with more as- 
sorted music, and the street railway men. 
They marched up Water street to Superior, 
down Superior to Euclid avenue, and over 
to the club's headquarters, where the pro- 
cession and the crowd, already in posses- 
sion of the hall, packed themselves into the 
seething, sweltering, enthusiastic mass, 
which all the discomforts of a hot June aft- 
ernoon could not wilt nor repeated cheer- 
ing stale its infinite variety of noise making. 


Hanna Makes a Speech, 


Mayor McKisson made a neat little speech 
‘of congratulation and welcome. Mark A. 
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The speaking took place in Lincoln Park, 
and was listened to by fully 5,000 people. 

The principal address of the evening was 
delivered by ex-Congressman J. H. Rowell 
of Bloomington, who is a great personal 
friend and admirer of Maj. McKinley, having 
served eight years in Congress with him. 
He opened his remarks by saying that judg- 
ing by the audience before him, the town 
that was named after the greatest civilian 
who ever lived, Abraham Lincoln, and the 
county named after the greatest volunteer 
soldier, John A. Logan, would do its duty 
to the State and to the nation, in the coming 
election, He predicted the greatest up- 
heaval in politics this year that had ever 
beem known. The people had nominated Mc- 
Kinley, and the people would elect him, 

McKinley’s public and private character 
were eculogized, and the principles of the 
grand old party er.thusiastically set forth. 
The unequivocal, stand of the party on the 
money question was a subject which the 
audience wildly applauded.

Richard J. Oglesby, who is a warm 
frined of the Republican ndminee, and has 
been shouting for McKinley ever since the 
mention of his name for that honor. 

Although the ex-Governor’s health has 
been poor of late he spoke with much of 
his old-time enthusiasm and vigor. He was 
greeted with round after round of applause 
and delivered one of his characteristic ad- 
dresses, in which McKinley, sound money, 
protection, prosperity, and telling little an- 
ecdotes were agreeably intermingled. 

Ex-Judge E. D. Blinn of this city was the 
last speaker, but owing to the lateness of 
the hour he did not talk long, but briefly 
referred to the Republican standard-bearer 
and the patriotic principles he upheld. 

During the evening all references to the 
name of McKinley were greeted by loud 
and continued applause. 

The meeting was presided over by P. E.

**T am tired and sleepy,’ saidhe. ‘‘ I have 
scarcely slept a wink during the last ten 
days, and that is more than human endur- 
ance can stand. 

**I cannot say what effect the bolt of the 
silver States will have on the result of the 
national election. We lose those States, I 
suppose, but that’s all. I do not know how 
Jersey will go. I have been in the State a 
few minutes only, and therefore do not know 
how to estimate it. 

‘*I think the convention was beautiful 
from first to last in the standard of the men 
that attended it and the manner in which it 
was managed. 

“The platform is the best that could have 
been made. 

‘*‘No, I am not particularly elated over 
my nomination. You know sometimes a 
man gets what he does not want. I do not 
know whether I will take the stump or not. 
That depends on what the National com- 
mittee will expect of me. 

“I cannot say the nomination came as a 
matter of surprise tome. We had no head- 
quarters, no brass bands, no boomers, The 
Jersey State convention indorsed me, and 
the delegation determined that the indorse- 
ment should mean something.

PEOPLE'S PARTY REPUDIATES SMITH. 


It Holds a County Convention at Uh- 
lich’s Hall and Makes Nomina- 
tions for Various Offices. 


The Hogan wing of the People’s party 
held a county_ convention last night at 
Uhlich’s Hall. All the wards were repre- 
sented with the exception of the Seventh, 
Eighth, Twenty-second, Twenty-third, and 
Thirty-third. There were about 275 dele- 
gates. 

All belonged to the faction which opposes 
a fusion and advocates the naming of a 
straight-out Populist ticket.

A,4ebate of half an hour, many delegates 
talking at a time, was caused by the report 
of the Committee on Rules. The rules were 
finally referred to the ward clubs. 

The convention distinctly repudiated the 
selection of Eugene Smith as a delegate-at- 
large to the national convention for this 
county. It repudiated him for the reason 
that it had no confidence in him. Resolu- 
tions passed named F. J. Schulte as Smith's 
successor.

CHICAGO CONVENTION, HE SAYS, 
SHALL NOT BE PACKED. 


Democratic Sergeant-at-Arms Has His 
Own Ideas as to How Admission 
Should Be Regulated—His Face Set 
Against Favoritism Toward Either 
Gold Bug or Silver Grub—Men Ex- 
perienced with Handling Crowds 
Selected as His Staff. 

Col. John I. Martin, Sergeant-at-Arms of 
the Democratic National convention, is rap- 
idly becoming a great disappointment to tha 
local politicians. 

They are discovering daily that it will be 
difficult for them to influence him in the 
matter of appointments. He will give Chi- 
cago its quota, but no Chicago man can get 
the position of Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms 
or doorkeeper, especially doorkeeper. He 
draws the line there, and said last night his 
conduct of the convention would be such 
that no person can gain entrance to the hall 
unless he can show a ticket. 

He will have 100 Assistant Sergeants-at- 
Arms. They are all to be specially selected 
and high-class police officers and United 
States Marshals from the large cities. His 
doorKeepers will be men with whom he is 
personally acquainted and picked out be- 
cause of their personal integrity, honesty, 
and manliness. 

In the matter of special officers, ushers, 
and pages Chicago will take the lead. The 
politicians are wanting doorkeepers for the 
reason that they have promised to take care 
of their rabble constituents without having 
to buy tickets for them. 

With the experience of four years ago 
fresh in his memory, Col. Martin is deter- 
mined to prevent a recurrence cf the scenes 
enacted then, and has plainly told every del- 
egation calling upon him with lists that he 
will not appoint a single doorkeeper from 
Chicago. As a result there is an immense 
amount of vigorous kicking going on. 

Both the gold and silver factions have been 
bombarding the Colonel all week, but he has 
turned them down sv coldly, at the same 
time so cleverly, that they are really in a 
quandary for some scheme to encompass 
and defeat his plans. 

His purpose in being so strictly particular 
about the doorkeepers is, of course, to pre- 
vent either faction packing the convention 
hall with its shouters as well as to show that 
a great national convention can be run in @ 
decent, dignified manner. There will be four 
inspectors, two policemen, and a ticket-taker 
on each door, and the moment any one of 
them is detected in a dishonest discharge of 
his duties he will, so the Colonel asserts, be 


relieved. 
“TI propose,” said he, “to run this con- 


vention so that Chicago will be the only 
convention city in this country hereafter. 
I expect to be severely talked about and 
criticised by the ‘push’ both of Chicago 
and St. Louis, but that makes no difference. 
I can stand it. 

** But you can put it down they cannot in- 
fluence me in the least to change the pro- 
gram I have mapped out.” 

S. S. Bass, the Colonel’s business partner 
at St. Louis, is here helping him perform the 
routine work. They have reports from the 
St. Louis convention showing wherein Ser- 
geant-at-Arms Byrnes was strong as well 
ee his good features and his mis<- 

akes.

WANT TO RIDE FASTER WHEELS. 


Chicago Inventors Turn Their Atten- 
tion to New Gearing. 

It is estimated that no less than fifty dif- 
ferent gearing devices have been designed 
and patented by Chicago riders or mechanics 
with the object in view of increasing the 
speed of the riding without increasing the 
work of pedaling. Various forms of com- 
pound gearing and gears which throw the 
point of application of the power in the 
leverage of the crank, otherwise known as 
differential gearing, and devices composed 
of a system of cogs inside of one large 
wheel, whose interior is lined with a system 
of cogs. These devices are practically the 
same in operation as the differential gears. 
It is a peculiar fact that little or no atten- 
tion has been paid to the other parts of the 
Handlebars have preserved nearly 
the same lines for the last four years, the 
adjustable bar being the only pronounced 
innovation. The frame is built on the same 
pattern, the size and internal reinforcement 
of the tubing alone changing. From this it 
is seen that there is likely to be a change in 
gearing before a change in any other 
of the wheel, and the change is likely to be 
such as to increase the speed of riding, al- 
though the law of compensation makes the 
schemes of increasing speed without increas- 
ing the motor power visionary.

BANKER WYCKOFF DIES OF INJURIES. 


Principal in the Double Tragedy at the 
Bank of Amsterdam Thought te 
Have Been Insane. 


New York, June 20.—[{Special.}]—President 
George H. Wyckoff, who was shot by George 
H. Semple in his office in the Bank of New 
Amsterdam on Monday, on his refusal to 
pay him $6,000, died at 11:15 o’clock this 
morning in the New York Hospital. All the 
members of his family remained at the bed- 
side from midnight until he breathed his 
last. Vice-President Tilford, who is Acting 
President of the Bank of New Amsterdam; 
Mrs. Brinckerhoff, Mr. and Mrs, Burt, and 
W. W. Major, brother-in-law of the dying 
bank President, were also present. 

Mr. Wyckoff recognized his family and 
friends until within an hour of his death, 
when he lost consciousness, Up to last even- 
ing hope for recovery was strong. The 
assassin’s bullet had punctured the intestines 
in four places, but Mr. Wyck 
splendidly from the effects of the coteaion 
of laparotomy, which was performed late 
Monday afternoon. 

His wife, who collapsed when sNe heard of 
the shooting, was near him most of the 
time with cheerful face and cheering words. 
Steadily he held his strength and Dr. Weir 
was beginning to hold out the hope that he 
would recover. 

Dr. Weir was disappointed last evening to 
find that he had not gained during the day, 
and late last night Mr. Wyckoff failed to 
mend his strength and began noticeably to

AMERICAN EMBLEM. 


Patriotic Speeches and Singing in the 
Parks in Commemoration of This 
Action of the Continental Congress 
~Rain Imterferes with the Pro- 
rams, but Does Not Dampen the 
Enthusiasm of the Little Ones— 
Those Who Took Part. 


Patriotic exercises were held in the city 
parks yesterday to commemorate the adop- 
tion of a national flag by the Continental 
Congress, June 14, 1777. 

The celebration was under the charge of the 
American Flag Day Association, and thou- 
sands of schoolchildren took part in the exer- 
cises. A feature of the occasion was the 
distribution of 5,000 of the flags containing 


of the kind now in use. The exercises in the 
different parks included patriotic addresses, 
singing, recitations, and drilling by com- 
panies of military cadets. The rain inter- 
fered somewhat with the program, but did 
not damped the patriotism. 


aA Washington Park. 

South Side children assembled in Wash- 
ington Park by the thousand. They went 
to the park early, and before 9 o’clock the 
vast area around the speakers’ platform 
was a mass of humanity, all dressed in the 
national colors, bearing flags and wearing 
the badges of the association. John G. 
Davis, Fifth Vice-President of the Flag 
Day Association, was master of ceremonies. 
The program opened with a song, “ My 
Country,’Tis of Thee,” by fifty little girls, 
the audience joining in the chorus. Follow- 
ing the song Howell G. Trogden, a veteran 
of the battle of Vicksburg, hoisted the flag 
to the top of the great_pole near by amid 
the cheers of the spectators. Then followed 
the invocation by Dr. Henson and literary 
exercises by the schcolchildren. 


Dr. Hirsch Makes the Address. 

Dr. Emil G. Hirsch delivered the oration 
of the day. His subject was: “ Patriotism 
and the Teachings of Our Flag.’"’ He con- 
fined his remarks to the explanation of the 
duties of all to the Stars and Stripes. He 
eulogized the memory of those who fought 
to perpetuate the Union. He was followed 
by John G. Davis in a patriotic address. 

Then the children formed in line and re- 
viewed the equestrian parade, saluting the 
riders with dipping thousands of flags. The 
parade stopped and returned the salute. The 
rain interfered with the plan of having 
luncheon on the grass. 

Lincoln Park. 

Several thousand North Side school chil- 
dren assembled in Lincoln Park. Delega- 
tions of children from nearly every public 
school on the North Side were present, ac- 
companied by their parents or teachers. 
They brought lunch baskets and romped on 
the lawns until the hour for the celebration 
arrived. At 2 o’clock they formed in line, 
and headed by fife and drum corps marched 
around Grant’s monument and then Lin- 
coln’s statue. Each child carried a small 
American flag. 

The exercises at the speaker’s stand began 
by the children singing ** The American Flag 
Day March.” Capt. E. R. Lewis of the John 
A. Logan Post, G. A. R., and Treasurer of 
the American Flag Day Association, deliv- 
ered an address on “ The History of the 
American Flag.”’ He declared citizenship 
in this*country means loyalty to the Stars 
and Stripes. Contempt for the colors was 
the seed from which treason and anarchy 
are grown. 

The children then sang ““The Star Spangled 
Banner,” the audience joining in the chorus, 
Emil Mannhardt, editor of the Illinois Staats- 
Zeitung, was applauded when he said Amer- 
icans had reason to be proud of their flag.

BUGLE CALLS ON A MAN-OF-WAR. 


Inspiring, Rallying Summons of the 
Crew to Quarters or to Man the 
Guns in Times of Danger. 


St. Nicholas: Meanwhile there sounds an- 
other call which means “clean, bright 
work.” Then tarpaulins are spread upon the 
decks around the guns, rags, oil, and brick 
dust are produced, and the crew at once be- 
comes busily engaged in cleaning and polish- 
ing the glittering brasswork of handrails, 
deck-fittings, and gun-mounts until the call 
tells that the time for such work has ex- 
pired and they must clear up the decks for 
quarters and drills. The call to quarters 
usually begins with the drum-beat and ends 
with the bugle notes of “‘ Assembly.” 

This is the most inspiriting, rallying of 
all the bugle-calls. Once, when encamped 
with 100 men in a tropical jungle on the Isth- 
mus of Panama, surrounded by hostile peo- 
ple, we were so suddenly surprised in the 
dead of night that our men sprang up in panic, 
overturning their stacks of arms without 
taking them, and fleeing wildly in all direc- 
tions in spite of the orders and even threats 
of their officers. All seemed lost in a dis- 
graceful rout, when our Captain chanced 
to catch the flying bugler, and, holding him 
fast, ordered him to sound the “ Assembly.” 
Then was seen the magic of that military 
call, reaching the ear of every panic-strick- 
en sailor and marine with its appeal to their 
manhood and duty and its strangety tnspirit- 
ing reassurance. The flight into the jungle 
was instantly staid and turned into a rush 
to arms, and in less than a minute every man 
was at his post of duty, with arms in hand, 
fearless, and heartily ashamed of his folly. 

There is one other call to quarters on board 
ship even more imperative than the assem- 
bly, but its notes are high and rapid like a 
danger cry. ; 

It means: “To the guns! Cast loose and 
provide,” and is sounded without warning 
by day or night. No muster is awaited then: 
every man flies to his station and the guns. 
are cleared away and loaded without waiting 
for an order, for the call means that the 
enemy is at hand. ; 

Short bugle calls then follow in action 
which relate to the handling of the guns, 
such as“ Silence,” ‘‘ Commence Firing,” 
“Cease Firing,” ‘* Secure.”’ 

After the guns are secured and everything 
is made snug and tidy the men stand quietly 
at their stations until they are dismissed by 
the call. 

The call to “ general quarters 7 {s often 
sounded on a man-of-war in the dead of 
night for practice. Then officers and men 
spring from their bunks and hammocks: the 
men rush with their hammocks, half lashed, 
to the nettings, then hasten to their guns, 
cast them loose, load, and fire a blank charge 
(powder only); and all this can usually be 
done in less than ten minutes. 

Another call which must be promptly

‘MUNN STOPS A KIDNAPING 


PINKERTONS ATTEMPT TO SPIRIYQ 
A MAN TO PHILADELPHIA. 


Fred Lester, Wanted in the Quaker 
City, Falls Afoul ef Three De- 
tectives, Who Make a Determined 
Effort to Take Him East—Their 
Work Decided to Be Wholly With-« 
out Warrant of Law and Practical~ 
ly a Kidnaping. 

Fred Lester did not know he was being 
kidnaped until his lawyer told him so. Then 
he bristled up and told three Pinkerton men 
and a Deputy Sheriff from Philadelphia, who 
were on their way to the depot to put him 
on a train for the City of Brotherly Love, 
that he would not go with them. He also 
declared if they tried to take him there he 
would make all kinds of trouble, both then 
and in the immediate future. 

His attorney, R. A. Wade, also made a 
few warlike declarations in which he quoted 
the law on illegal arrest and kidnaping. 

The detectives and the officer from the 
far East were not certain when he got 
through that they were acting within the 
limits of the law. So, accompanied by Law- 
yer Wade, they took their prisoner to the 
office of Col. Dan Munn, attorney for the 
Pinkertons. Col. Munn sat as an examining 
magistrate, examined the legal paper on 
which Lester had been arrested, listened to 
an impassioned oration on liberty by Wade, 
immediately decided that the Pinkerton men 
had put their collective feet in it, and or- 
dered the prisoner restored to freedom. 


Original Cause of the Trouble. 

Lester is an employé of the Hotel Somer- 
set, Twelfth street and Wabash avenue. 
Three years ago, it is said, he became 
possessed of $1,400 in a manner which led 
the former owner of the cash to secure his 
arrest. He gave bail, and, it is said, jum 
his bond. His bondsmen have been looking 
for him ever since, and when Pinkerton de- 
tectives found him at the Hotel Somerset 
this week an officer was sent after him. it 
was supposed a common “ bail piece ” would 
hold him, so no extradition papers were 
asked. 

When placed under arrest yesterday morn- 
ing Leslie wanted to consult with his attor- 
ney. Mr. Wade was telephoned, but he was 
out of his office. The detectives became 
tired of waiting and took ‘the man to the 
Pinkerton agency. There he signed a paper, 
the detectives claim, admitting he was the 
man wanted and saying he was willing to go 
back to Philadelphia. 


Attorney Wade to the Rescue. 

Word reached Attorney Wade that a client 
was in a tight situation, and he called on W. 
A. Pinkerton. He was told the man was not 
at theagency. Going down into Fifth avenue 
he met the Deputy Sheriff and a detective 
conducting Lester to a depot. 

‘“‘T insist upon talking to this man,” said 
the attorney. ‘‘ You have no right to arrest 
him, and I demand that you show your au- 
thority.” | 

The officers paid no attention to the ex- 
cited attorney and continued walking in the 
direction of the depot. 

“I tell you this ts kidnaping,” shouted Mr. 
Wade in anger, “and you cannot do any- 
thing of that sort in Chicago.” 


Munn Called It Kidnaping. 

The detectives simply laughed at him and 
told him to mind his own business. 

‘“* You shall not take this man without sat- 
isfying me you have the right to,” declared 
Wade, “and if you mean to kidnap him 
we shall fight it out on the spot.” 

Lester then plucked up his courage and 
said he guessed the lawyer was right, and 
he would act with him. 

After a wordy war the detectives finally 
agreed to sumbit the matter to Col. Munn. 
He sat as magistrate upon the case, and 
after giving both sides a hearing he con- 
cluded the arrest had been illegal. The 
‘* bail piece ’” upon which the arrest proceed- 
ed was declared by him to be faulty, and 
the Deputy Sheriff was advised to get a new 
one if he wanted, to take Lester back to 
Philadelphia. aad

DEFEATS THE GREAT BENS IN THE 
RICH NATIONAL DERBY. 


Is Ridden in Perfect Style by Perkins 
and Lowers the World’s Record for 
Derbies Made by Spokane in 1889— 
Sims Makes a Desperate Effort on 
Ben Brush, but McClelland’s Colt Is 
a Head in Front at the Finish—An- 
other Record Broken. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 20.—{Special.]—Derby 
day has come and gone and to Prince Lief 
belongs the title of king of the 3-year-olds 
of 1896. The great crowd of people which 
witnessed the race begun to come early. 
First came the vanguard of regulars, those 
whose first trip is always to the blackboard 
whereon are bulletined the scratches, over- 
weights, and corrections. They were in 
goodly numbers and they kept on ina steady 
stream from 1 o’clock to 2, Then the in- 
flowing stream was here and there dotted 
with an unfamiliar face, that of the man 
sab makes a trip to the races a holiday af- 

air, 

Gradually the stream thickened and grew 
in volume, changing in character, first slow- 
ly, then faster and faster, until it became 
a Surging mass of humanity. At a quarter 
past 2 there were 10,000 persons within the 
inclosure of the St. Louis Fair Grounds, and 
the stream of incoming people all intent 
upon seeing the great National Derby was 
at its height. All classes were represente4 
in that vast throng, from mechanic to the 
idols of society, the brawny man of labor 
to the useless nonentity, whose only occu- 
pation is to look pretty. 

Then there was a grand showing of what 
is called “ society ’’.in the restricted sense 
of the world. Eve's fairest daughters were 
in the crowd, but they made their way to 
the exclusive precincts of the club-house. 
They spread themselves over the beautiful 
lawn, making a picture of art?stic idealism 
full of life and motion. 

When the first race was called the grand 
stand was crowded to the limit, while the 
overflow made the quarter stretch and 
betting ring impassable. ‘The event seemed to 
possess but a modicum of interest for the 
throng. There was a ripple of applause 
when Jockey Willie Sims came to the post 
on Algol, and again when Nick clipped a 
quarter of a second off the track record for 
six furlongs in the second race, covering it 
in 1:13%. It showed the track was in perfect 
shape for the great struggie to come. 


Flying Dutchman a Winner. 


Then came Flying Dutchman’s handy dis- | 


posal of Assignee, taking a quarteif of a 
second from the record for a mile and a six- 
teenth, which has stood since Wheeler T. 
racehorse in 1888, 

Then the crowd was ready for the Derby. 
Into the betting ring they plunged one over 
the other, disregarding the intense heat of 
the day, rendered almost overpowering by 
the congested condition of tha ring. Still 
every individual at the track seemed to con- 
sider it a matter of life and death to havea 
bet on this race, for there was a princely 
prize of $20,000 at stake, and the contenders 
were the pick of American thoroughbreds. 
The time for the horses to come to the post 
was set at 4:15. 

At 3:55 President Maffitt appeared in the 
steward’s stand and affixed his name to a 
check for $15,000 first money. Inthe ring the 
crowd still surged and fought to get to one 
of the fourteen bookmakers, who, perspiring 
like plowmen, were taking in the money 
hand over fist. 

The Dwyer pair, Ben Brush and Ben Eder, 
were most in demand and were played by the 
hundreds and by the thousands coupled at 
even money. Then came Prince Lief at 3 
to2.. The Baldwin pair, Ramiro and Argen- 
tina, coupled, found considerable support at 
8 to 1, while the other starters, Don Carillo 
= 20 to 1, and Captive at 25 to 1, were friend- 
ess. 

Promptly at 4:10 the saddling bell rang. 
There was a rush for the paddock, where 
all was bustle and excitement, and five 
minutes later, when the bugie blew, the 
jockeys were all in the saddle. 


Ben Brush Is Out First. 


Without delay the paddock gate was 
swung open and the procession started. 
Ben Brush was in the van and right at his 
heels came Ben Eder. Then came Prince 
Lief, Ramiro, Argentina, Captive, and Don 
Carillo. At 4:22 they reached the post and 
the starting barrier was soon in place. 

A minute later Starter Chinn pulled the 
lever, the barrier flew up, and they were 
off, head and head. Argentina was in the 
lead, and, giving her a free rein, Shields 
sent her to the front. She quickly opened 
a gap of three lengths, but Perkins went 
after her. At the first quarter pole the 
son of King Eric and Elemi was in front 
under a steadying pull down the stretch 
and when the half had been run Prince Lief 
was a length and a half to the fore, with 
Ben Brush second, a length before Ar- 
gentina, A length back came Eder, Don 
Carillo, Ramiro, and Captive, the last 
named already beaten.

Half a mile 
from the finish the son of Bramble had 
made up a length and a half and was stil! 
gaining. Around the stable turn they 
swept and then Sims went to work on 
Ben Brush. Rapidly he picked up, and 
rag ry | into the stretch Ben Brush had 
got his head to Prince Lief’s hindquarters, 
but the latter was still well within himself. 

Gamely and valiantly did Ben Brush an- 
swer every call of Sims, and a fifteenth from 
the finish Prince Lief led the son of Bramble 
by only a short head. Then the crowd rose 
in one wildly cheering mass, and urged the 
struggling horses on. Up to this time, his 
face beaming with confidence, Perkins sat 
upon Prince Lief like a graven image. He 
seemed perfectly possessed with the belief 
that Prince Lief was invincible. When he 
saw the heads of the two bobbing in unison 
he never lost his self-possession for an in- 
stant, but, gently urging the colt with his 
hands and heels, he kept the gallant horse 


going. 
Prince Lief by a Head. 


From the sixteenth home Ben Brus urged 
to the last ounce and ridden with fhe skill 
ef a master, could not gain an inch, but he 
hung on with bulldog tenacity, never falter- 
ing for a moment from the gashing of cruel 
spurs.

This 
cup must be won in two consecutive races 
to become the property of any one yacht.

Triumph of Modern Ideas. 


In the handsome victory of the Vanenna 
what are called modern ideas in yacht-build- 
ing secure a distinct triumph. The winning 
boat was designed closely after Howard 
Gould’s twenty-rater Niagara, whose vic- 
tories over English competitors have aroused 
so much bitterness. The contract for the 
Vanenna was closed March 26 and it made 
its first appearance at Chicago early this 


works on designs furnished by Joseph I. 
Myers for William R. Crawford. The con- 
tract price for the yacht was $7,000. Its 
length over all is 65 feet, on the water line 44 
feet, its sail area 1,800 feet, beam 12 feet, and 
displacement 17 tons. 

The distinctive features of the Vanenna 
are the fin keel and great overhang. For 
racing purposes this type of boat is being 
proved superior the world over to the older 
designs. 

The Siren, the other of the new fin keels, 
was also designed by Mr. Myers, both boats 
departing but slightly from the extreme fin 
keel construction. The Vanenna is three 
feet longer than the Siren on the water line, 
and six and one-half feet longer in the meas- 
urements over all. The decisive victory of 
the Vanenna over its sister boat may be due 
to this difference in size, but doubtless some 
of it is to be credited to better seamanship 
and better luck in getting position to get the 
———e out of the shift in the direction of the 
wind. 

It was the general regret of yachtsmen 
taking post in the regatta that the Vencedor, 
third of the fin-keels, was not out in time to 
take part in the race today, as she will rep- 
resent American yachtsmen on the lakes in 
the great international race off Toledo the 
coming summer.

NOT A MEMBER OF HIS OWN FAMILY. 


Notable Decision in a Case Disposing 
of Vanderbilt Money. 
New York, June 20.—[Special.J—Justice 


Stover, in the New. York Supreme Court,” 


has just rendered a decision depriving 
Harry Allen, a grandson of Commodore 
Vanderbilt,“ of a trust fund created by his 
mother, Mrs. Ethelinda V. Allens for the 
benefit of his familyand himself . 

In 1877 Mrs. Allen created two trusts of 
$35,000 each for her sons, Harry and Van- 
derbilt Allen, and their families. At that 
time Harry Allen was the husband of Annie 
Odell Allen. The income of the trust was to 
be paid to Mrs, Allen until her death for 
the support of herself, her husband, and 
children. 

In 1872 the Allens separated, the children 
remaining with the mother. Mr. Allen for 
a long time used most of the income of the 
trust for his own personal use. In 1894 
Mrs. Allen obtained a divorce from him, and 
under the decree she was declared entitled to 
the income from the trust fund to the éx- 
clusion of her husband. The wife has since 
refused to pay any portion of the income 
to her husband. He recently brought suit 
to have the court determine that he was 
— to share in the income of the trust 

und. 

His former wife claimed that she was en- 
titled’ to the entire income for herself and 
children, «as by decree of the divorce he 
had ceased to be a member of his own fam- 


i y. ‘ 

Justice Stover has decided against Mr. 
Allen. He holds that Allen cannot attack 
the divorce decree and its provisions now. 
The fund was set apart for himself and 
family upon the supposition that the family 
relations were to continue and no authority 
was given to the husband to dispense the 
income. 

The Justice. says that Allen, “ by his mis- 
conduct has placed himself beyond the pale 
of the family. Further than that, as con- 
sequence of his own misconduct, he has 
placed himself where the defendant person, 
his wife, has the right to ask the court to 
interfere and suitably provide for her main- 
tenance. This being done, he has, by his 
own act, renounced and waived any right 
that he may have had to a share in the pro- 
ceeds of the trust fund by appearing and 
tacitly assenting to an adjudication that 
oh entitled to receive the avails of that 
und.”’ 

Vanderbilt Allen’s wife, Edith, also ob- 
tained a divorce from him in 1887. She also 
had trouble with him over the trust fund. 
By the decree of divorce he was ordered to 
pay his wife $1,000 a year. He allowed the 
arrears to accumulate until they reached 
$5,000. He married again, and his former 
wife sued him to cempel him to pay the 
back alimony m the income of the fund 
which he had been constantly receiving. 
Judge Truax decided that suit in favor of 
Mrs. Allen. 


GENERAL NEWS FROM NEW YORK. 


Sergt. Hogan, U. § .A., Falls Heir to 
a Fortune of $200,000. 

New York, June 20.—After fourteen years 
of faithful work as an enlisted man in the 
United States army, Sergt. John E.-Hogan 
of Battery C, First Artiliery, has ome into 
‘a fortune of $200,000, and now thinks of 
leaving the service. Sergt. Hogan is sta- 
tioned in Fort Wadsworth. 

A personal in a paper here asked for infor- 
mation as to the whereabouts of ‘“‘ John E. 
Hogan, formerly of Dallas, Tex.’’ He re- 
sponded in person and at a hotel found a 
lawyer from the West who informed him 
that land in Texas to the value of about 
$400,000 was waiting to be divided between 
him and a sister. 

Hogan remembered that years ago his 
father had some land near Dallas, which had 
been squatted upon and the title to which 
was in litigation. His father died, and he had 
not heard from his family in years. It seems 
that the title to the land, after suits leading 
up to the Supreme Court, had been decided 
in favor of the Hogans.

NEWS FROM. WASHINGTON 


NEW CIVIL SERVICE ORDER ISSUED 
BY SECRETARY CARLISLE. 


Rearrangement of the Classified Serv- 
fee of the Treasury in Accordance 
with President Cleveland’s Recent 
Extenston of Its Law—Same Method 
to Be Adopted by All the Other Ex- 
ecutive Departments—Other News 
from the Capital. 

Washington, D. C:, June 20.—[Special.]— 
Secretary Carlisle has completed a rear- 
rangement of the classified service of the 
Treasury Department in. accordance with 
the President’s recent order extending the 
provisions of the civil service law. 

This method of reclassification is signifi- 
cant, inasmuch as it will be undoubtedly 
adopted by all the other executive depart- 
ments. The Treasury order,is as follows: 

“ Officers and employés in or under this 
department included within the provisions 
of the civil service law and rules are hereby 
arranged in the following classes: 

‘Class A—All persons receiving an annual 
salary of less than $720, or compensation at 
the rate of less than $720 per annum. 

‘* Class B—Receiving $720, or compensation 
at the rate of $720 or more, but less than 
$840 per annum. 

“Class C—Receiving $840, or compensa- 
tion at the rate of $840 or more, but less than 
$900 per annum. 

“Class D—Receiving $900, or compensa- 
tion at the rate of $900 or more, but less than 
$1,000 per annum, 

“Class E—Receiving $1,000 or compensa- 
tion at the rate of $1,000 or more, but less 
than $1,200 per annum. 

“Class 1—Receiving $1,200 or compensa- 
tion at the rate of $1,200 or more, but less 
than $1,400 per annum. 

“Class 2—Receiving $1,400 or compensa- 
tion at the rate of $1,400 or more, but less 
than $1,600 per annum. 

**Class 3—Receiving $1,600, or compensa- 
tion at the rate of $1,6000r more, but less than 
$1,800 per annum. 

“ Class 4—Receiving $1,800, or compensa- 
tion at the rate of $1,800 or more, but less 
than $2,000 per annum, 

* Class 5—Receiving $2,000, or compensa- 
tion at the rate of $2,000 or more, but less 
than .$2,500 per annum, 

‘Class 6—Receiving $2,500, or compensa- 
tion at the rate of $2,500 or more per annum. 

“This classification shall not include per- 
sons appointed to an office by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, nor per- 
sons employed as mere laborers or work- 
men; but all positions whose occupants are 
designated as laborers or workmen, and who 
were, prior to May 6, 1896, and are now, reg- 
ularly assigned to work of the same grade as 
that performed by classified employés, shall 
be included within this classification. Here- 
after no person who is appointed 
as a laborer or workman without 
examination under the civil service rules 
shall be assigned to work performed by 
classified employés. No person shall be ad- 
mitted into any place not excepted from 
examination by the civil service rules in any 
of the classes above designated, until he 
shall have passed an appropriate examina- 
tion, prepared by the United States Civil 
Service Commission, and his eligibility has 
been certified to by this commission.” 

TO INSPECT ILLINOIS NAVAL MILITIA 
Secretary McAdoo Will 
Come to Chicago. 

Washington, D. C., June 20.—Assistant 
Secretary McAdoo will leave Washington 
next week for an extensive tour of inspec- 
tion of the naval militia, embarking on the 
dispatch boat Dolphin from the Washington 
navy yard. After visiting the navy yards 
in the East he will leave for Detroit, Mich., 
arriving there in time to inspect and witness 
the departure of the Michigan Naval Militia 
on board of the United States steamship 
Michigan, going from Detroit to Chicago to 
inspect the naval militia of Illinois.

The plaintiff was the 
attorney of the Home National Bank and 
the gas company from 1885 to 1893, and 
sought to recover extra compensation for 
services rendered for Mr. Billings person- 
ally and for money alleged to be owing him 
for certain bank stock sold by him to the 
defendant. 

It was the contention of the plaintiff that 
the contract by which he became attorney 
for the bank and the gas company made no 
provision for legal services performed for 
Mr. Billings, for which he insisted he should 
be paid what they were reasonably worth. 
The plaintiff himself testified that during the 
whole term of his employment he made no 
entry, charge, or memorandum of any serv- 
ices performed by .him for the defendant 
for which he sought to recover compensa- 
tion, nor did he make any demand on the 
defendant for compensation for his serv- 
ices. 

In 1890 the plaintiff, being desirous of pur- 
chasing a piece of real property, borrowed 
for that purpose from the defendant the 
sum of $12,000, and gave the defendant his 
promissory notes for the sum, with interest, 
and also a trust deed of the property pur- 
chased, to secure payment of the notes. 

‘“ This transaction,”’ the court says, ‘* oc- 
curred nearly six years after the plaintiff 
commenced to perform services for the de- 
fendant, and when a large proportion of the 
services sued for had been rendered, yet 
nothing was said by either of the parties 
about any indebtedness of the defendant to 
the plaintiff.” 

On Feb. 13, 1892, the plaintiff wrote to the 
defendant a letter referring to this loan. 
In speaking of this the court says: 

‘* According to the plaintiff's testimony at 
the time when this letter was written neafly 
all of the services for which he now claims 
compensation had been rendered, and near- 
ly all the compensation which he now claims 
—namely: $24,000—had been earned; yet the 
letter makes no mention of these services, 
nor does it contain the least intimation of 
any indebtedness tc him of the defendant. 
On the contrary, it is wholly inconsistent 
with the hypothesis that the defendant then 
owed him anything.” 

In 1890 . Smith bought fifty-two shares 
of the Homé National Bank stock for $7,800, 
giving his check therefor, borrowing the 
amount from the bank. In 1891 the stock 
was transferred to the defendant, who can- 
celed Mr. Smith’s check for $7,800, which 
had been given to the Chicago National 
Bank, the owner of the stock. The plaintiff 
asserted that he sold the stock to Mr. Bill- 
ings, not as an agent in the transaction, but 
as a principal, and that its value at the time 
was $10,400. He sought to recover the dif- 
ference, $2,500. Mr. Billings, however, con- 
tended that Mr. Smith acted only as his 
agent in the transaction. 

Concerning this Judge Adams says: 

* The evidence tends strongly to prove that 
the plaintiff acted merely as the agent of the 
defendant in purchasing the stock. It does 
not appear from the evidence that any per- 
son except Mr. Billings had purchased or 
was purchasing any of the stock; it paid no 
dividends, was not quoted in the market, 
and therefore had no market value properly 
so-called. The plaintiff did not act in rela- 
tion to the lodn of the purchase money of 
this stock by the Home Savings Bank as 
one would naturally be expected to act in 
relation to his own business. The bank held 
the plaintiff’s note for $7,800, and it was the 
custom of the bank to collect interest semi- 
annually, yet he never was asked for or paid 
any interest on the note, although the bank 
held it about thirteen months. 

‘*T will therefore enter a finding on the 
issue for the defendant.” 


MINE REORGANIZATION AT HOUGHTON 


Further Attempts to Be Made to De- 
velop the Centennial. 

Houghton, Mich., June 20.—[{Special.]— 
Fred D. Phillips of New York today bid in 
the Centennial copper mine for $30,000 at 
chancery sale and will turn the same over 
to a special stockholders’ committee, who 
will reorganize the company and arrange 
for the resumption of mining. The Cen- 
tennial adjoins the Calumet and Hecla mine, 
and $1,500,000 has been sunk in attempting 
to develop a paying mine in the last twenty 
years.

WIZARD’S BOND SCHEME TO BE PRE- 
SENTED TO GRAND JURY. 


Case Is Laid Before State’s-Attorney 
Kern by the Civic Federation with 
Damaging Evidence of Guilt—Sev- 
eral of the Plotter’s Dupes Will Be 
Called Upon to Testify — Evidence 
of Old Certificates Being Reis- 


sued. : 

Instead of another round in the United 
States Court George M. MacDonald, Presi- 
dent of * guarantee investment ” companies 
galore, will have a chance to try hia hand 
outwitting the Criminal Court of Cook 
County. 

State’s-Attorney Kern became interested 
in his case yesterday. An agent of the Civie 
Federation presented evidence of MacDon- 
ald’s doings. After short inquiry Mr. Kern 
said he thought there was no doubt the 
sehemer was guilty of criminal conduct. 

It was arranged to have some of the vic- 
tims of the reorganized Guarantee Invest- 
ment company of Iowa call upon the State’s- 
Attorney on Monday, and as soon as the 
case is prepared they will go before the 
— jury. 

A speedy indictment is expected on the 
charge of swindling. 

Dupes of MacDonald propose to show that, 
aside from any question about the integrity 
of his system—which the United States 
Courts have condemned—the wizard is actu- 
ally guilty of criminal management. It is 
charged he violates the stipulations of his 
charter by reissuing bonds which have 
lapsed for default of monthly installments, 

Old Bonds Reissued, 

In its pamphiets the concern says “ the 
reserve which shall accrue from ail bonds 
which may lapse’’ shall consti(ute a fund 
to guarantee the payment of bonds after 
running ten years.

Through his manipulations, it ts claimed, 
Wizard MacDonald always has a full house 
of low-numbered bonds, which can be had 
It is shown, too, the map has 
a marveléus faculty of getting back the 
bonds of early issue just before their 
coupons mature. So MacDonald, it is said, 
manages through the credulity of his dupes 
to reap a good share of the rewards which 


Perhaps the patrons of. the concern will 
ask that a receiver be appointed to show 
what money goes into the reserve fund. 
MacDonald advertises to keep his  ac- 
counts open for inspection of bondholders, 
but no one has ever been able to get inside 
knowledge.

In closing a most exhaustive discussion of 
the facta in the case Judge Phillips says: 

‘¢ If that designation of its original pur pose 
be correct and this corporation had its ori gin 
in conspiracy, then in truth its subsequent 
career furnishes evidence of heredity. 

“ The defendant ns was organized in 
1867 and, it was claimed by the complain- 
ants, with the purpose of defrauding the pub- 
lic. The capital stock was fixed at $3,000,- 
000. All of the stock was subscribed for by 
Selah Reeve and his associates, and an in- 
genious set of by-laws were arranged by which 
the control of the company was forever vested 
in Reeve and his friends in the company. 

‘*‘ This state of affairs went on for some years, 
until Jeremiah Terwilliger began a suit 
against the company and Reeve, to set aside 
the contracts made by the latter on the ground 
of fraud. The case went to the Supreme 
Court, which directed that a decree be entered 
in the lower court setting aside the construc- 
tion contracts with Reeve, 

‘* After this decision of the Supreme Court, 
anew body of officers and directors was se- 
lected for the company. But Reeve entered 
into litigation with it,andin 1874 Oliver H. 
Horton was appointed receiver. ne the 
existence of this receivership the lines of the 
company were leased to the Western Union 
Telegraph company. 

“Then in 1879, according to the record, 
Thomas J. Sutherland, the attorney for Selah 
Reéve, and Goowgs F, Harding, the attorney 
fur the Great Western telegraph company, 
harmonized their differences and Sutherland 
obtained a claim in his favor against the com- 
pany for $154,000. They then obtained an 
order for the sale of the company’s lines to a 
trustee for their benefit. An assessment on 
the stockholders was then obtained to pay the 
claims allowed. The present suit was brought 
to set aside these assessments and to hold 
Sutherland and others liable for the money 
collected from the sale of the company’s lines. 

“* The lower court is directed to enter a de- 
cree setting aside the assessment and holding 
Harding and Sutherland liable for the pro- 
ceeds of the sales of the lines, with the exce 
tion of a small amount which they received, 
amounting to $50,000.” 


SCORES THE FREE SILYER BOLTERS. 


Ex-Senator Saunders of Montana Says 
Their Talk of a New Party Only 
Makes Them Ridiculous. 


Ex-Senator W. F. Saunders of Montana 
was registered at the Auditorium yesterday, 
He is an ardent sound money man, and does 
not hesitate to condemn the course of the 
free silver bolters at St. Louis. 

‘*I am delighted with the financial plank,” 
he said. ‘‘ Despite the talk about the Repub- 
licans being certain to lose all the Western 
States, I believe they will carry the larger 
portion of them. I feel sanguine regarding 
Montana, for there are hosts of people—and 
the best kind of people, too—who take no 
stock in the heresy. 

‘All this talk of Teller, Dubois, Mantle, 
et al., organizing a silver party with Teller 
at the head is the sheerestrot. It will simply 
result in making them ridiculous. The 
howl for free silver is inspired by the silver 
mine owners, and while they may be able to 
use some people for the purpose of pulling 
their chestnuts out of the fire, they won't 
be able to fool all of them. 

“When this silver agitation first began 
Tom Carter was in the House, and he and I 
talked the matter over. We both agreed 
that free silver was utterly impracticable. 
Carter is one of these bolters. He is not 
howling loud, however, and I look to see him 
back in the fold. 

‘Pettigrew is a sneak and fraud of the 
first water. He is the tool, the paid agent, of 
the big mining interests. Lee Mantle is 
the paid attorney of Jim Hill and his corpora- 
tions, and is trying to earn hissalary. They 
are talking about Democrats indorsing 
Teller, but there is no possible chance of 
such a thing being done.” 

There are several other prominent Western 
statesmen at the different hotels. Senator 
F. E. Warren of Wyoming was registered 
at the Auditorium Annex, Gov. J. H. Mc- 
Graw of Washington at the Auditorium, 
and Senator George L. Shoup of Idaho at 
the Leland. Asa rule they were disposed to 
think a more liberal financial plank would 
have made it easier for the Republicans to 
carry their respective States, but they 
thought they might still be safely counted 
in the Republican column. 

Gov. Hastings of Pennsylvania was also 
in the city. He came in on his private car, 
accompanied by a party of friends, and 
left in the afternoon. He was thoroughly 
satisfied with the ticket and platform, and 
said it was certain to be an easy winner.

War with the Canadian Pacific and its 
Soo line has been temporarily averted by 
the Transcontinental Association roads. 
The Soo-Pacific line has suspended its no- 
tice of withdrawal from the association until 
the meeting, which will be held in July, has 
taken action in regard to the demand of that 
road for a differential rate on passenger 
business from the East to Pacific coast 
points via St. Paul and Minneapolis. 

All the roads in the Transcontinental As- 
sociation were unalterably opposed to grant- 
ing a differential rate to the Soo-Pacific, 
which latter is a combination of the Soo 
line and Canadian Pacific between St. Paul 
and the Pacific coast. Nearly all of the 
roads consider differential rates on trans- 
continental business impracticable. 

Some of the roads are in favor of peremp- 
tory declining to grant further concessions 
to the Canadian Pacific, though a rate war 
may result. Others, however, are anxious 
to avert another rate war on transconti- 
nental passenger business and think an ar- 
rangement can be made whereby the Soo- 
Pacific and other roads via St. Paul to the 
Pacific coast can be guaranteed a fair pro- 
portion of the business. Such an agreement 
will be considered at the meeting in July. 


WOOL DIVERSION STILL CONTINUES. 


Joint Traffic Managers Refuse to Grant 
the Desired Relief. 

Representatives of the Chicago east-bound 

roads intended to adopt a recommendation 


at their meeting last Friday that the Board 
of Managers of the joint traffic trust grant 


the Chicago east-bound roads authority to 
join the Western roads in making through 
rates on wool from the West and Northwest 
via Chicago to meet the competition of the 
Soo line and Canadian Pacific via St. Paul 
and Duluth. 


For some reason no action was taken. It 


is the opinion of the officials that the repre- 
sentatives of the east-bound roads from 
Chicago were given a hint by Commission- 
er Blanchard of the joint traffic trust not to 
meddle with the matter. 

The Grand Trunk’s subserviency to the 
Eastern magnates is noticeable in this case. 


That road is a direct competitor of the Cana- 
dian Pacific, but it has thus far made no 
effort to be placed on a parity with its prin- 
cipal competitor.

No Young Men Are Found. 


“It was just a week from the day of my 
arrival when I reached the office of one of 
the men I most wanted to see. Opening the 
door of the place I found myself in an in- 
closed space about eight feet square, flanked 
on one side by a door marked ‘ private,’ and 
on the other by a partition containing w 
semicircular opening closed:,by a sliding 
panel. Over this was a signi ‘ Inquiries— 
Please to ring the bell.’ I rang and in about 
two minutes the pane! slid back and a white- 
haired man in uniform was revealed. It 
struck me then that the average age of the 
employés in London establishments was not 
far from 90. Apparently a man is not capa- 
ble of filling a position above that of office 
boy until he has passed the half century 
mark. Then he is referred to as a ‘rising 
young chap.’ The old party on the other 
side of the partition eyed mea minute. 

“* "Oo do you wish to see?’ 

“*]T wish you would give my card to Mr. 
Grantlyn and ask if he will see me,’ I said. 

** * Did you write for an appointment, sir?’ 

*** No, but I’m sure he will see me if you 
will take in my card. 

** Sorry, sir, but you'll ’ave to write for 
an appointment.. Mr, Grantlyn never sees 
nobody, sir, without an appointment in 
writin’.’ 

“Tt argued with that old duffer for ten 
minutes but he wouldn’t take in the.card. 
So I went back to the hotel and wrote. in 
two days I got a letter—a printed form ac- 
knowledging the receipt of my letter and 
stating that Mr. Grantlyn would see me at 
11:30 on the following Thursday. It was on 
Monday when I got the note, so there were 
four days to wait. I tried another gentle- 
man in the same line of business whom I 
had been edvised to see, and had a repetition 
of my experience at the first place except 
that my pleading was carried on over an 
elaborate counter in a private banking in- 
stitution. ; 

* As I have explained to you I had expect- 
ed to get through in London in ten days, 
and ten days had more than gone before 
I secured my first personal interview with 
the people I had gone over to see. I was 
treated with some suspicion at first, but 
the old boy I was talking to eventually 
thawed out a little, and after I had given 
him a careful presentation of the whole case 
he asked me to leave the papers with him 
and said he would go into it with his part- 
ner and would let me hear from him. At 
the end of four days having heard nothing 
I called, but he was ‘ engyged.’ and couldn't 
gee me. Then I wrote inquiring how things 
were getting along, and the second day after 
that received a reply saying that he regretted 
that he had not been able to take the matter 
up with his partner, and couldn’t say just 
when he would reach it. I sent down a 
messenger witn an order for the papers 
and got them. 

Directors Would Consider It. 


“Then I tried my other man with a letter 
first and got an appointment. I went over 
the scheme with him and he wanted to sub- 
mit it to his Board of Directors. Would I 
come the day after tomorrow and confer with 
them? I went. Seven directors sat about 
the table of the room when I kept my date 
with them. Their combined ages represent- 
ed an aggregate of more than five centuries. 
They listened in silence to the introductory 
remarks of their Secretary and also to my 
presentation of my proposition. Then they 
said they would consider it and let me hear 
from them later. I was getting used to that 
by that time. 

“I did a little sightseeing between times, 
but most of my hours were spent in curs- 
ing the routine prescribed for the transac- 
tion of businessin London. Three days after 
my appearance before the board I was asked 
‘by note to call again. I called. There was 
a matter of detail they had not inquired 
about. I.gave them the information they 
wanted wae again advised that I should 
hear from them later. They apparently for- 
got me, and I wrote. In reply I received 
a line from the Secretary stating that one 
of the directors had been called to Edinburg 
by the death of his mother at the advanced 
‘age of 102, and it was not certain when he 
‘would return. In the meantime he was sorry 
that nothi could be done, 

“Four we 
and I was getting good and tired ofit. I had 
been kept hanging around their musty ald 
town for a month and was apparently no 
nearer attaining my object than the day I 
landed. I waited another three days and 
then ventured to inquire how matters stood. 
An answer to this ae pl informed me that 
the director was still absent. Then I got 
mad and hustled a man over to the.place 
with a note apologizing for having taken so 
much of their time, and asking if they would 
be good enough to return the various docu- 
ments I had left with them. The papers 
were sent back without comment, and that 
night I took the Irish mail for Queenstown 
and the next morning sailed for home. 

“TY was sore and we had been out for five 
days before I could trust myself to talk much 
with my fellow-passengers. One day in the 
smoking-room the conversation drifted to 

.English business methods, and I contributed 
a few bright remarks. A man next to me 
made some casual inquiries after the talk 
had ceased to be general, and without par- 
ticularizing too much I let him have some 
of the details of my scheme and its outcome. 
The day we landed he came to me to say 
good-by. 

American Methods More Rapid. 

‘* © By the way,’ said he, ‘ you might drop 
in on Tom Ritchie while you are in New 
York. He is in the Mills Building, and may 
be able to do something for you.’ I had

MEET IN SILENT, PLAY. 


AMERICAN WHIST PLAYERS WILL 
CONVENE IN BROOKLYN TUESDAY. 


Elections and Routine Business to Be 
Hurriedly Transacted Before the 
Struggle for the Hamilton Trophy 
~Chicagoe Will Be Represented by 
Teams of Expert Players from the 
Chicage and the Hyde Park Clubs— 

_“ Cavendish” Will Be Present. 

New York, June 20.—[Special.}—Final! ar- 
rangements for the great gathering of whist- 
players in Brooklyn next week are now ac- 
tively in progress. 

it has always been the custom to advance 
the Vice-President of one term to the Presi- 
dency itself whenever that office becomes 
vacant. This precedent will not be departed 
from by the Sixth Congress, though a state- 
ment was published recently to the effect 
that George H. Fish of New York would 
probably be elected as the next President. 
He is an old and honored member of the 
league, representing the Continental club of 
this city, but denies in toto the story that 
he has any ambition as a leader, and will 
join with the large majority of his fellow- 
delegates in supporting Walter H. Barney 
of Providence for the position. The rest of 
the ticket will doubtless be virtually agreed 
upon..by the Executive committee, which 
holds its first meeting here today. 

Although the twenty men who are the 
officers and directors of the league must 
tome together this week to transact routine 
business the congress itself will not be con- 
vened until Tuesday morning.‘ One of the 
spacious rooms in the Oriental Hotel at Man- 
hattan Beach will be used for the sessions 
that are to occupy the forenoons. The re- 
maining five days will be taken up with the 
tournament, which is by far the most inter- 
ésting feature of the week. All the visitors, 
delgates, and many of those who reside in 
the metropolitan district have engaged quar- 
ters at the big hotel overlooking: the At- 
lantic. 

Clabs Well Represented. 

Robert H. Weems, President of the Brook- 
lyn Whist cluband Corresponding Secretary 
of the league, is also Chairman of the Tour- 
nament committee, and has already received 
notification from thirty-five clubs that will 
be represented. The local contingent will 
naturally be a large one, the Hamilton club 
of Brooklyn alone sending fifty-four of its 
members as regulars and alternate dele- 
gates. Providence wii also have a strong 


representation with sixteen delegates from’ 


the Narragansett Whist club and seven 
from the Providence Athletic club. Philadel- 
phia, Boston, and Baltimore, along with sev- 
eral of the smaller cities in the Atlantic sec- 
tion, will take advantage of the convenient 
location of the present congress, so that the 
full playing strength of the Eastern and 
Middle States is likely to compete for the 
various honors obtainable during the week. 

Of the Western cities Chicago promises to 
lead,’ as it has two of the largest whist clubs 
in the country. Theodore Schwarz, Presi- 
dent of the league, is the head and front of 
the Chicago Whist club, and the Hyde Park 
Whist club, which has always been promi- 
nent in former tournaments, will send five 
of its crack players. Four of these, J. F. 
Mitchell, R. L. Parsons, W. J. Waiker, and 
R.-M. Rogers, made up.the team that won 
the Hamilton trophy gt Minneapolis last 
year. There will be smaller delegations 
from St. Paul, Milwaukee, Indianapolis, St. 
Louis, and other Western points, while the 
Pacific coast also contributes its ‘quota. 
The Trist Duplicate Whist club of San Fran- 
cisco sends P. J. Tormey, who is a director 
of the league, and with him will come at 
least. two delegates from clubs at Tacoma 
and Seattle. 

“ Cavendish ” Arrives. 

The arrival in this country of Henry Jones 
(Cavendish), who is the recognized author- 
ity on whist the world over, has made quite 
a stir among-the votaries of the game even 
before the famous Englishman has had an 
opportunity to meet officially the members 
of the league. He has already the re- 
cipient of courtesies from many of the so- 
cial clubs in this city and Brooklyn. “ Cav- 
endish * landed here last Saturday, and a 
few days after, in ng of his. former 
experience in the nited States and the 
object of this, his second visit, said? 

“ When I came to America for the first 
time in 1893 it was with a double purpose. 
One was to attend the third congress of 
the American Whist League at Chicago and 
the other was to see the World’s Fair. 
Prior to:that time my personal acquaintance 
with the leading whist men of this country 
was confined to Cassius M. Paine of Mil- 
waukee and Fisher Ames of Boston, both 
of whom had called on me in London. I 

layed frequently with Mr. Paine, and we 

came fast friends, but I did not have an 
opportunity of entertaining Mr. Ames, much

* Before meeting these two gentlemen at 
home I had corresponded quite extensively 
with Nicholas B. Trist of New Orleans. 
This began thirteen years ago, when Mr. 
Trist sent a whist hand to the London 
Field, which came to me as editor of that 
department. My reply, thanking him for 
the contribution, led to an interchange of 
ideas regarding modern play, which cul- 
minated in our agreeing’ on the system 
known as American leads. The first pub- 


of this was in the Field early in 
1885, and soon after I delivered a lecture 
on the subject before the United. Whist club | 
of London. 
Net Favored in England. 

“ These leads are now widely, if not unt- 
versally, adopted in the United States, but 
they have not found much favor in England 
except among a few players of the highest 
grade. The ordinary British whist i 
aGheres to the game of his ancestors, the one

some of the English authorities, such as 
_* Mogul’ and ‘ Pembridge.”’ Mr. Trist;"who ° 
kept in touch with the controversy, wrote 
to me the wise remark, that if a scheme was 
good enough to be opposed it was good 
enough to be supported, and he had. no 
doubt the early opposition was the precursor 
of a final adoption. How true his words 
were may be seen today in every whist club 
of America. 

“My acquaintance with the American 
Whist League came through the official not!- 
fication that the first congress held in 1891 
had made me an honorary member. I have 
foHowe@ its progress with the greatest in- 
terest, especially since it was my privilege 
to be t at the third congress, and to 
travel over a large portion of your republic 
playing whist nearly every day. When I 
first arrived and visited the clubs of New 
York, Brooklyn, Philadelphia, and Washing- 
ton, before going to Chicago, it was my im- 
pression that all the crack players were be- 
ing selected for my benefit. I afterwards 
found that these men represented the gen-: 
eral average skill of this country, which is 
far above that of Great Britain. The reason 
for this is that Americans are etudents of 
the game, while the average Englishman 
prides himself on never having read:a book 
on whist. During the Chicago congress I 
took part in some of the matches, and be- 
came more than ever convinced that the 
<> ot play on. this side of the water is ' 

igh. ; 

Interest Increasing Steadily. 

*“ There is no doubt that the establishment 
of the league has greatly aided the progress 
®f the game in the United States. I find 
that the interest is still spreading, and on 
my return this time soon discovered that the 
average play, good as it was three years 
ago, is even better now. There is only one 
respect in which I think the development of 
‘whist has been in any way checked, and 
that is by the introduction of a number of 
‘fads,’ which on close examination are 
found to be trick losers. I am informed, 
but have not been able to investigate for my- 
self, that these are gradually dying out as 
they are bound to do.”’ 

The opening game of the tournament will 
take place on Monday evening to decide the 
possession of the Brooklyn trophy. This 
prize goes to the auxiliary associations, 
which are composed of ten or more clubs, 
three of which must belong to the league. 
Entries for this competition closed last Mon-' 
day and it will be confined to a match be- 
tween the associations of New England and, 
New Jersey.

Salisbury’s Poor Record. 

The collapse of the government over its 
education bill exemplifies anew Disraelli's 
dictum that the unexpected always happens 
in politics. No government of modern times 
entered upon a session with every condition 
so favorable as did Lord Salisbury’s. An 
immense majority, all the moral force of a 
sweeping victory at the polls, and a dis- 
heartened, discredited opposition gave it 
an unexpected opportunity for distinguish- 
ing itself. But all these advantages have 
been dissipated in a few months. The Union- 
ist party is in a far worse state of disor- 
ganization at the present moment than was 
the home rule party before the disastrous 
general election. 

This result is due largely to Arthur Bal- 
four’s careless, resourceless leadership. 
Time has been squandered on useless or 
damaging legislative projects, and now, 
when the session has almost run its course, 
the ministry is obliged to make the whole- 
sale sacrifice of the most important meas- 
ure, the education bill, in order to save from 
destruction two less important measures, 
so as to avoid an utterly barren session. 
The government finds itself compelled to 
grasp at the olive branch contemptuously 
extended by Sir William Harcourt. 

Balfour is expected to make on Monday a 
staiement as to the government's plans for 
the remainder of the session, which promises 
to be the most humiliating confession of fail- 
ure any,party could make. The Liberal op- 
position, from being crushed and despised, 
has become almost the arbiter of the par- 
liamentary situation. . 


Lecky a Sad Parliamentarian. 
Lecky, the great historian, already has had 
a lamentable experience in parliamentary 
life, from which it was thought. he would 
reap fresh laurels. A leading Liberal mem- 
ber asked him last evening what he thinks 
of the House of Commons and how he likes 
being there. Lecky replied mournfully: 
“It was the greatest mistake of my life 
ever to have entered Parliament. I am lost 
here; I have no weight with the House. In 
fact, the only useful function I appear to 
serve is to afford constant material for the 
pencils of the caricaturists.

Wreck of the Drummond Castle. 

The official investigation of the loss of 
the Drummond Castle will not be an arduous 
affair, since only three survivors remain to 
tell the little they know about the deplorable 
calamity. The charts indicate clearly that 
the vessel was out of her course and running 
directly toward the rocks. The Castle line 
has been fortunate previously, this being the 
first loss of life for which it is responsible. 
Probably the effect of the disaster will be to 
alter the sailing courses in returning from 
the Cape. Vessels have been accustomed to 
run close to Ushant in order to be reported 
in ‘time to enable the officials at Plymouth 
to prepare for their arrival.. As the coast 
around Brest, while well provided with light- 
houses, is dangerous in misty weather, the 
Castle company will be likely to caution its 
Captains to give ita wider berth hereafter. 

The Yale crew is in comfortable quarters 
at’ Henley, and in the best of health and 
spirits. They are out on the river twice 
daily, but are not overworked. Experts 
criticised sharply their form when they first 
appeared on the Thames, and described their 
stroke as similar to that of Cornell's; that is, 
short and rapid, without much reach.

RIPE FOR REVOLUTION IN ITALY. 


Peasants Are Starving and Disease 
Decimates Their Ranks. 

London, June 20.+[(Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the Associated Press.)}—A letter from an 
Englishman who has long been a resident in 
Italy is published in Truth and gives a 
serious picture of thesituation of affairs in 
that country. He says a revolution is only a 
question of time; that.the taxes are 60 per 
cent on all incomes, and that the starving 
state of the peasantry and the lower classes 
generally equals that of the French before 
the revolution. In Sardinia, he adds, mothers 
are feeding their children on grass and 
weeds by the roadside and-in all parts 
there are deaths from starvation. 

The woman straw-workers of Tuscany, it 
appears, are in open revolt, and everywhere 
the men and women are reduced to skeletons, 
and are to be seen carrying their last rags 
to be sold for taxes. 

In Lombardy and other northern districts, 
where the people live on insufficient Indian 
corn, the writer says that horrible dis- 
ease, pellagra, is increasing and more than 
100,000 persons are affected, of which about 
3,000 die yearly. Many of the victims die 
insane. a 


COOLE WILL EDIT BURTON’S WORKS. 


National Vigilance Association Sec- 
retary to Act as Censor. 

London, June 20.—{Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the Associated Press.]—By the curious irony 
of fate, Secretary Coole of the National 
Vigilance Association has been, it is now 
disclosed by the terms of the will of the late 
Lady Burton, widow of the famous traveler 
and writer, appointed editor of her husband's 
works. 

During his life Sir Richard Burton re- 
garded the National Vigilance Association 
as his chief ehemy. When he published his 
famous translation of “The Arabian 
Nights ” he declared he would fight the asso- 
ciation in the courts with the Bible under one 
arm and Shakspeare under the other. 

Lady Burton was anxious that nothing 
should appear which would detract from her 
husband's repute, and it was by Coole’s ad- 
vice she burned the manuscript of ‘* The 
Scented Garden,” for which she had been 
offered $30,000, and also another manuscript 
valued at $8,000.

Majority in the Bundesrath Against 
Her—Other Evidences of Deep Feel- 
ing Over the Moscow Affair—Simul- 
taneous Presence of Li Hung Chang 
and Yamagata Embarrassing. 
Berlin, June 20.—[{Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the Asseciated Press.]—A sensational oc- 
currence in the Bundesrath, growing direct- 
ly.aut. of the anti-Pruseian feeling engen- 
dered by the Moscow incident, has just leaked 
out. The German press was either ignorant 
of it or preferred to be silent regarding it. 
The question of prolonging the Wurtem- 
berg Notenbank charter for using its own 
paper money was up for discussion on Tues- 
day. Prussia, in conformity with the set- 
tled Prussian finance precedents, moved to 
reject the request. Prussia, however, was 
defeated by a vote of 35 to 22, only the 
Waldeck, Lippe, and Hansa towns support- 
ing the motion. The bank’s charter, there- 
fore, was prolonged until 1910. 
This is the first time in a quarter of a 
century that Prussia has found the Bundes- 
rath in almost united coalition against her, 


and the fact is all the more noteworthy be- ‘ 


cause there was no attempt to answer the 
argument of Prussia’s delegates, and it is 
now believed that similar banking institu- 
tions in Bavaria, Saxony, Baden, and Hesse 
will insist upon an extension of their char- 
ters.

In speaking of his wheel Mr. Green says: 

“We do not claim to get any more power 
out of this machine than we put into it; we. 
simply claim to adapt the application of 
power to the construction of the machine, 
and especially to the construction of the man 
who rides it, in such a manner as to secure 
maximum results. A civilized man can ex- 
ert pressure on a bicycle pedal only on the 
down stroke. If the man coul@ grasp 
the pedals with his toes and push down and 
pull up we would lose the vantage on the 
up stroke which we gain on,the down stroke. 
Because the rider is able to exert power 
during a portion only of the circuit which 
his foot travels, we give him an increased 
leverage at*that time in the following man- 
ner: Our sprocket wheel is not attached to 
the shaft, but revolves on the large ball bear- 
ing. The crank on the left side of the wheel 
is keyed to the shaft, and to the other end of 
the shaft is attached one of the steel links. 
The other crank works loose on the end of 
the shaft, but is attached to the other stee) 
link. Each crank with its accompanying 
link forms a bell crank, exerting pressure 
on a pair of roller studs attached to the 
sprocket wheel. The center around which 
the crank turns is set up and forward of the 
sprocket wheel center, so that as the sprock- 
et wheel revolves it brings first one stud and 
then the other close to the crank shaft. The 
crank shaft is the fulcrum, and the roller 
stud represents the weight. By moving the 
weight close to the fulcrum during the power 
arc of the circuit it is readily seen that a 
large increase of leverage is secured. By 
this method of construction also the dead 
centers are entirely done away with, as only 
one crank at a time can be centered.”

The remedies are: soft the front fire, 
raising handlebars, riding wer and less, 
and taking hold of the handles properly. 
This oy is the best solution of the difficulty, 
since if the weight comes upon the padded 
portion of the hands there will be little dan- 
plaint occurring.

Work of an Early “ Journalist.” 


The Mascoutin Indians left behind at the 
mouth of the Ohfo got into wars with the 
neighboring tribes and soon went back to 
their more northern and healthy hunting 
grounds. Later, “early in January, 1711,” 
a convoy of “traders from Kaskaskia ar- 
rived at Mobile [some twenty miles above the 
present city of that name] with peltries and 
merchandise.’’ They also had letters from 
Father Gabriel Marest of the Kaskaskia 
{Illinois} Mission’ to Gov. Bienville and 
Diron d’Artaynette, Commissary General, 
begging them to send an officer with troops 
to restrain the Canadiafis [wood rangers] 
from their scandalous crimes with the wives 
and daughters of the Illinois [savages] and 
thus preventing them from conversion to the 
faith, In response ‘‘ twelve men, in charge 
of a Sergeant, were sent to the good Father's 
relief. Among them Was a man of letters, 
and his manuscript journal, recently un- 
earthed, is a valuable compendium of the 
events it records. The force, leaving old Mo- 
bile, came with two canoes up the Mississippi 
“and walked from its banks two leagues 
{across the American bottom] to where the 
inhabitants of the Iilinots-Kaskaskias were” 
—then as n hese were the first soldiers 
to step on the’ soll in military array, and 
such was the reason for their coming. 

On Father Marest’s advice the Sergeant 
tried ‘to surprise the Canadian libertines 
In their beds,” near which the soldiers ar- 
rived two hours before break of day. But 
some one had told the culprits of their dan- 
ger, and they had left the night before. The 
officer * was instructed to stay some time at 
the Tilinois to catch them, and because the

The soldier of 1711, already quoted, thought 
that part of “ the Illinois ceuntry one of the 
most beautiful in all Louisiana. ‘very kind 
of grain and vegetables are raised here in 
greatest tbundance, They have horses there 
gotten from the Cad-e-dognioux (Cad-does, 
whose remnant is now merged with the 
Wichitas,) for goods and pasture lots here.

TRY TO AVOID THE JAR OF RIDING. 


Trend of Recent Developments in Bi- 
eycle Appliances. 

The trend of the most recent developments 
toward mechanical improvement of the bi- 
cycle appears to bé in the direction of de- 
vices for lessening the jar of the roads. In- 
ventors all over the country who are work- 

g on wheels seem to have picked this line 

the most necessary and profitable in im- 
proving the present form of the bicycle. 

As the result of their labors there are at 
least @ dozen devices of this kind recently 
patented, and probably a hundred at present 
in the Patent Office or being experimented 
upon. Of those already in use air cushions 
and springs are the principal means em- 
ployed to make it easier for the riders. 
There aré séveral Varieties of the so-called 
cushion-frame machines, in which springs 
or pneumatic cylinders také up the vibration 
in the frame of the bicycle. This type ap- 
pears to work fairly well, but its opponents 
claim that the insertion of the cushions 
weakens the structure of the wheel. The 
samé objection is found with the pneumatic 
hub bicyole, but, as in the other types, ease 
of riding is greatly enhanced. 

Besides these varieties there are a number 
of devices which have the merit of being 
easily applicable to the ordinary wheel as at 
present constructed; without the necessity 
of a change in the framework. They con- 
sist of the pneumatic saddles, the new spring 
saddles, the spring seat-posts, and the pneu- 
matic handle-barsy ‘All of these appear to 
be improvements in the right direction.

The buildings 
where the oil is refined have strange and 
unfamiliar-shapes. Some of them look like

instead a coil of pipe hissing forth steam, 
from which it is well to recoil in haste. 
Others are of circular form made of iron 
sheets welded together and of vast pro- 
portions. These are “ nirety-foots,” as they 
are familiarly called, anu hold oil ready for 
shipment, while the Egyptian pyramids turn 
out to be “ stills,"’ where the crude oil is 
literally distilled like whisky. There are 
crude stills, steam stills, sweetening stills, 
and tar stills.

Each still carries its 
The “ condénser 
box” is an immense coil of iron pipes in 


‘running water, in which the'vapor from the 


boiling oil is cooled off and becomes fluid 
again before passing into the receiving- 
house. ‘These crude stills are of generous 
proportions and hold from 600 to 900 barrels, 
enough to make the heart of a Tennessee 
moonshiner ache with envy. There are ten 
of these stills in a row, and each row is 
called a * battery.”’’ Each refiner, or “ still- 
man,’ as he is termed, has charge of two 
batteries. Who would imagine that that 
dark, sluggish-looking fluid, something like 
dirty molasses, could be turned into any-. 
thing useful? ; 
The still man is an important fellow, who 
knows his business, and gives his orders 
sharply. He weighs the “crude” carefully 
before starting a “run,’’ as it often varies 
in gravity, and his orders from the main office 
may be for a cheaper grade of oi] than 
formed hislast “run.” His assistants make 
fires under every still, and the work is under 
way. The stillman has a fireman for every 
three stiils. ‘There is a “* receiving-house ” 
in every battery. He goes from receiving- 
Rouse. to receiving-house, where the oil is 
dripping into small compartments for test- 
‘ing, each still having its own pipe. He is- 
sues his orders by telephone to his assist- 
ants, who slacken or raise the fires accord- 
ing to direction.. In fact, any one who has 
seen the distilling of whisky may confound 
one with the other.’ At gravity 79 the still 
is generally run off, or is “ vapored”’ off, 
as it is termed, each still passing offin vapor 
into its own condenser, and thance through 
the receiving~house to the storage tank to 
await'\the next process. The light oils run 
off -naphtha, benzine, gasoline. These 
are run off into their own special storage 
tanks*to await one more process in the 
naphtha agitators, and are then ready for 
market. At gravity 62 the heavier, or illu- 
minating oil, generally commences to run. 
It is condensed in the same way, and passes 
off in its own storage tanks. The residue is 
pumped into the tar stills on the paraffine 
side of the works, where it becomes wax.

Though there is no fear of an oil famine 
in Whiting; {t was hoped that the oil from 
the Kansas field could be used here. As yet 
the treatment accorded to the Ohio and 
other oils has no effect on this, and so far the 
fiid is useless. A fortune awaits the happy 
man who can invent another *‘ compound ” 
that will make its refining possible. 


Perfect Fire Protection. 

Considering the quantity of oil daily stored 
in Whiting it is a wonder to many persons 
that fires are not morecommon. Disastrous 
fires are more the exception than the rule, 
a fact which is owing to uninflammable ma- 
terials of which the buildings of the refinery 
are constructed and the admirable fire de- 
partment of the company. In fact, there 
are four fire departments, each having its 
own part of the works to attend to, and each 
fully. equipped for immediate service. 
Though fires are burning undes the “ stills,’’ 
they are kept closely. covered, and nothing 
hut electricity is used for ligthing. .Watch- 
men patrol the works, keeping close guard 
against workmen entering with pipes or. 


cigars, The refiners, or “ stillmen,” are gen- 


erally. old, reliable hands, who have worked 
for the company many years—some of them 
as maany as twenty-five—and are cautious 
about the handling of oil. In all these things 
recurity lies. Occasionally fires occur, but 
though ft is. generally necessary to allow 
the tank to burn out, still the fire is kept un-.

RKED WIPH -DICKENS. 


DETECTIVE ” FOR THE NOVELIST. 


He Is Now in Milwaukee and Has Many 
Interesting Reminiscences of the 
English Master i of Fiction—How He 
Furnished “Types "—His Discovery 
of the Wéliers axd Little Nell’s 
Grandfather—He Could Tell Much 

‘That He Will Not Reveal. 

Milwaukee, Wis., June 4.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.J—" Joseph Lowman, watchman, 
h. 260 Nineteenth street,’’ is the entry in the 
Milwaukee city directory which gives the 
name, occupation, and residence of a man 
who, sometimes talks interestingly of an 
acquaintance forty years ago with Charles 
Dickens, and who might if he would tell the 
world much that ft does not know about the 
famous novelist. Through most of the’50s 
Mr. Lowman sustained to Dickens the rela- 
tion of private watchman and bodyguard. 
He paced the street in front of Dickens’ resi- 
dence at night, except when his services 
were required to attend his employer in his 
numerous tours among the lowly and the 
vicious of London. Incidentally Mr. Low- 
man was an assistant in the literary ef- 
forts of his patron in searching out odd and 
peculiar characters, many of whom have 
attained. immortal fame through the genius 
of the novelist. 

When Conan Doyle first introduced Sher- 
lock Holmes to the public there were those 
who had this to assert concerning theclever 
little detective’s methods: That it is much 
easier to play at. deduction when the out- 
come is known about than it is to go to work 
and deduct.in the dark. As a character de- 
tective “Joe"’ Lowman has earned the 
gratitude of all thé’ world by much the same 
methods that Holmes employed. The motto 
of the old.man was always, “ Put yourself 
in his place,” and by this he has in his time 
made a list of valuable discoveries, but hav- 
ing had/no friend’ and idolizer, such as Wat- 
son, he has been heretofore prevented from 
posing bef6re an applauding public. 

Far from seeking notoriety, Mr. Lowman 
courts the obscurity incident to the position 
of night watchman in one of William Plank- 
inton’s big office buildings. He is a: white- 
haired and white-bearded old man with 
keen, twinkling gray éyes, with all the pride 
and independencé.oef, spirit of the average 
English workingman. He is a genial old 
man when one can make occasion to talk 
with him, though It is only by riding upand 
down in the elevator at hours when passen- 
gers are few and far between that the privi- 
lege may’ be gained. | 

Fifty years ago there was a street brawl in 
London one day. ‘Joe’ Lowman watched 
it for a time, and at last gave his aid to the 
one who seemed the weaker, thus winning 
the gratitude and ultimately the friendship 
of a man who was engaged in the private de- 
tective service, and through whom he en- 
tered it also.

Then one day the thought came to Joe 
Lowman that he could turn his detective 
penchant to. more practical account, and he 
cast about for the best way to do it. The 
old means were unpleasant enough, but not 
characterized notably by remuneration. For 
Scotland Yard he had the hostility that most 
English private detectives entertain, and 
so, when he found that others in the secret 
service were lending their talents, albeit 
indirectly, to the world of letters and even 
politics, he decided to do so too. So when 
Mr. Lowman, with his knowledge of every 
thief’s den in London, presented himself be- 
fore Dickens one day with his miscellaneous 
services ready the novelist engaged him on 
the spotj and sent him out to look for types. 

For awhile the little detective drew upon 
his own. visiting list and used characters 
with whom, he was somewhat acquainted; 
but he was never once false to the men 
whom he was using, and his exercise of 
diplomacy was great. He would go to Dick- 
ens, for‘instance, and make an appointment 
for some hour in the evening, and after dark 
the novelist would let himself out from his 
roomy carefully disguised and join.,him, and 
together they would make their way to the 
tap-room of the Green Dragon or some other 
now immortal hostelry\and therd come upon 
their man lolling at the bar, gossiping with 
the rest, and waiting for the supper which 
he had been asked with an easy air of gaod- 
fellowship to share. They would have the 
parjor then—Dickens and his guide and the 
man, who might be one of London’s most 
notorious thievés or only an abnormal ex- 
ponent of humanity, and here, over a round 
of beef or a chép and a bottle of ale and 
afterwards a pipe, they would lead their 
guest on to talk and disclose himself with 
no thought that the quiet man across the 
table whose hands were suspiciously well-

Things Which He Will Not Tell. 


Watle Mr. LoWman was as conscientious 
in his service as watchman and detective for 
Dickens as Re is now in his capacity as ele- 
vator man, his recollections of the novelist 
are none thé less not of the most favorable 
character. In fact, bis relations and conse- 
quent familiarity with him have bred a con- 
tempt which js still active. While acknowl- 
edging the genius of his erstwhile patron, he 
hints at a knowledge of facts in Dickens’ 
life that would shock his present-day admir- 
ers inexpressibly te know. 

His genius impressed Mr. Lowman as a 
sort of insanity. When Dickens went out 
for.an evening stroll he usually took the 
watchman along as a bodyguard. He was 
also frequently accompanied by a stenogra- 
pher. As they reached the banks of the 
Thames sometimes Dickens would be seized 
with a perfect frenzy of ideas, which would 
pour out as he paced hurriedly back and 
forth, the stenographer understanding his 
duty and following to take notes as best he 
could from this rather violent dictation. 

There were. times, too,if Mr. Lowman’s 
very cautious assertions may be relied on, 
when a guard or two would not have been 
out of the way at all in maintaining peace in 
the Dickens family.'’ Dickens’ unfortunate 
home life has been gossiped about for many 
years, and Mr. Lowman, whe was in a posi- 
tion to know, if any one was, intimates a 
belief that Dickens’ acts were such as to 
make him largely responsible for the family 
differences. There are, according to his 
statement, facts “in ‘the Mfe of the novelist 
known only to him and a.mysterious friend 
in Boston, who was also in such private de- 
tective service, and for a while with Dickens;

HOW CHICAGO'S STRAY CHILDREN 
ARE RETURNED HOME, 


Nearly Four Thousand Are Cared For 
Every Year at the Police Stations 
of the City—They Come fr All 
Classes of Society, but Are Mostly 
et Foreign Parentage—Pathetic 
Scenes When the Fathers ang Moth- 
ers Find Their Lost Babies, 

According to Capt. Campbell of the Cen- 
tral Station the number of children lost on 
the streets of Chicago the last year reaches 
nearly 4,000. The greater part of this number 
are boys, with now and then a negro lad 
among them. The gitls do not get 
lest because they seem to be less ven- 
turesome. About three times the number 
are lost in the fall as compared with the 
number lost in the winter time, and. twice 
as many in early spring as in the fall. Con- 
sequently the number in the spring swells 
prodigiously. Of the total number lost dur- 
ing a year only a very small percentage is 
left unclaimed, scarcely twenty-five in all. 

This does not include the foundlings who are 

immediately turned over by the matron to

to protect by scolding that which could have 
been saved by silence. The kingbird is fre- 
quently called the tyrant flycatcher. It is he 
whom one sees frequently chasing hawks 
and crows across the sky. As a rule, with 
his mate, he will flutter about the head of 
one who tries to climb to his nest. His wife 
won't sit still nor stand still and allow her 
picture to be taken, and so we were contented 
with a picture of the perfect little house 
with its Carden of cream-colored, ehocolate- 
spotted eggs. The dangers attending a 
photographic feat from aloft were not slight, 
and that ene of us who attempted its per- 
formance admitted afterward that he more 
than once wished himself back into the em- 
braces of the.thorn bush. A kingbird is a 
bundle of contradictions. He will scold, and 
swear, and be beside himeelf with spiteful 
rege one minute and the next he will be 
sitting placidly on a limb wholly given over 
to the calm snapping up of unconsidered 
trifies in the way of passing insects. 

Some beeketpers make war on kingbirds 
because of their alleged fondness for bees. 
Some Eastern admirer of the bird’s pug- 
nacity and pluck, wishing to save him from 
the wrath of the bee man, wrote an article 
in which he tried to prove, apparently se- 
riously, that the kingbird ate nothing in 
the bee line but drones. 

Build in the Swamp. 


The marsh which stretches away for acres 
from the foot of the meadow which borders 
the orchard is a fruitful field for the study 
of bird life. As the old-fashioned gate at 
the lane’s end swings open can be seen @ 
glistening patch of clear water far off beyond 
the rushes’ tops. Dark forms of birds are 
wheeling about above its surface and to the 
ear comes their cry. They are dark, al- 
most black, but there is a gloss to their 
feathers which the sun’s rays let us see 
from time to time as the birds keep up their 
changeful flight. They are black terns, who 
have left the open waters of the larger lakes 
to come to this place of sedges to rear their 
young.

No one took the trouble 
to climb to the big bunch of sticks which 
showed threugh the leaves of the oak, for 
it was known where within easy camera 
striking distance there was a crow’s nest 
of the most perfect kind. The birds who 
built it placed it, contrary to usual custom, 
far out on a branch. It was built with the 
greatest nicety and care, so that the ab- 
sence of the usual tree trunk support on 
one side could not be felt. An adventurous 
lad had climbed the tree, sawed through the 
limb, and brought the builder’s masterpfece 
umbroken to the ground. With a  back- 
ground of leaves and the addition of a 
healthy young crow from another nest there 
was subject matter enough to be worthy of 
asnap shot. A crow’s nest from the ground 
looks like nothing but a mass of twigs and 
sticks piled indiscriminately. A close exam- 
ination of the nest, however, tells another 
story: The sticks are placed with the great- 
est care, while the twigs are intertwined to 
hold the structure together. The lining is of 
the softest material which the woods will 
supply. 

On the way back to the Worth depot a vio- 
lent screaming from a tree told that some- 
thing was amiss with a bluejay, and at the 
ingtant there darted across the path another 
jay, going to see what was the matter with 
its mate. Then from the tree from which 
the voice proceeded there half fiew, half fell, 
a bluejay and a scariet tanager, clawing, 
pecking, scratching, and screaming.

‘ Everything bat Bluebird. 


Something has been said of the black- 
throated bunting—dickcissel many people 
call it. It is a cheerful little fellow and de- 
serves to be better known than it is. It is 
common in the suburban fields, but people 
who do not take the trouble to look closely 
pass it and its song contemptuously by, say- 
ing, “ O,-it is only some little brown bird!” 
A closer inspection would show that it is 
not lacking in good looks, even though the 
yellow shirt front with the black stvid in the 
center seems a trifie odd. The group of 
which @ picture was taken was collected by 
Elliott : welder of Morgan Park. A few 
hours’ search by an interested one will dis- 
close a dozen as perfect, and one has the sat- 
isfaction of knowing that the birds are not 
dead, and that the life in the eggs is not 
stilled. 

On this trip afield went Frank Woodruff 
of the Academy of Sciences to state beyond 
doubt just what the birds encountered were, 
and with him went Photographers Staley 
and Forstall.

Miss Murphy, the matron at the Maxwell 
Street Station, said: 

“I guess we have more than any other sta- 
tion in the city. They rarely cause us any 
trouble, thoygh. The officers who bring 
them in have always won their hearts by 
gifts of candy and pennies and their parents 
are forgotten. It’s only the big man with 
* buttons’ that want. And the big 
man with ‘ buttons’ generally has to resort 
to considerable stratagem to steal away 
from his charge without calling forth heart- 
rending yells. 

“There is one peculiar thing about the 
women in my district,”” Miss Murphy con- 
tinued, “that shows their confidence, at 
least, in the police system. In the early 
morning when they are compelled to go off 
to wash or scrub they simply turn their 
children loose in the streets, confident that 
a policeman will take them In oheree. And 
then at night the woman calls, and her 
ily is here, ready to be led home. It’s & pe- 
culiar phase of life. If we have any ebildren 
not called fer we turn them over te the 
matron of the Harrison Street Annex. 

Numbers Lost im Lincola Park. 

East Chicago Avenue Station, on account 
of its proximity to Lincoln Park, is gener- 
ally well filled with lost children on Sunday 
night. All day long thé family has en- 
joyed a coun outing in this big breath- 
ing place, tasting a bit of Arcadian life, 
heediess of surroundings. And it is not 
stange that the little ones running ioase 
among the picnic pe get separated and 
lost from the careless parent. 

The Central Detail on Michigan avenues 
does a good business on busy shopping days, 
particularly Monday. Capt. Dutten of the 
detail said: | 

“‘ Most of our lest ones are boys, and they 
range in all ages, from 2% to 14 years. The 
younger ones have become separated from 
the mothers while shopping and are always 
restored. The older ones are runaways, or 
strangers in the city looking for friends. We 
afe giad to gather them all in, and somehow 
find bearings for them.”’ | 

The mBst interesting coterie of lost lambs 
is always to be found at. the Harrison 
Street Annex. Mrs. Heelan, the matron, 
is especially adapted to care for them on ac- 
count of her knowledge of chfid nature and 
her kindly, sympathetic heart. 

“Ah,” she says, “ you would think that 
some of these had been abandoned, poor 
dears,’’ as she points to a row of dirty, tired, 
and frightened Mttle faces. ‘‘ Just wait and 
watch the parents when they come in ind 
find them. When you see the touching meet- 
ing you will know then that ne’er a child 
had been abando . It's the Jews and 
Italians that show the great feeling.” 

The matron was right. It is truly a pa- 
thetic, often a dramatic scene, which is en- 
acted every night, when a father or mother 
whose heart has been sickened with fear, 
comes and finds the lost child. Recently a 
handsome Italian mother came in tearfully 
looking for her lost boy. She gazed about 
dejectedly, scarcely hoping to find him 
there, when suddenly she stopped as if 
stunned. There! Could she believe her eyes! 
Surely, it could not her Michael, sleeping 
peacefully, and wandering still, but in the 
land of dreams. She knelt before him, 
touched him gently, then clasped him to her 
bosom with a low cry of joy, and carried 
him off without one word to anyone. But 
the smile of titude that lit up her face 
bespoke her thanks. 

In the spring months especially, from 6 
o'clock in the evening until midnight, a con- 
stant stream of humanity passes in and out 
of this place. Anxious men, untidy, di- 
sheveled women of all nationalities and de- 
grees of intelligence wend their er ee 
the station-house and wait patiently the ar- 
rival of their little ones. It is a scene of in- 
tense human happening, full of joy, of sor- 
row, and of pain. Here all meet on a com- 
mon ground. The human heart has been 
wrenched, and this one touch of nature 
makes all the world kin. 

Much of the success of these dramatic but 
happy-ending romances of lost children is 
due to the officer, whose kindliness, gener- 
osity, and tender care of his protegé make 
him a god in the eyes of the children. He 
has a heart that beats with human sym- 
pathy under that blue coat, and a lost child 
restored to its parents is a source of in- 
tense satisfaction to him. He not only has 
done his duty, but he has rendered a turn of 
kindness for a fellow-man that is ennobling.

The first process.in the manufacture of 
the gas is its generation, and this is perhaps 
the most interesting of all the operations 
which the gas undergoes, for all others are 
no more than the cleansing and purifying of 
the output from the generators. The part 
of the building in which it fakes place is 
the main structure of the plant and the 
work is distributed over two floors, for the 
great furnaces in which the gas is generated 
reach from the basement through the floor 
of the second story. In the lower room, a 
big, low place with a cement floor, are the 
boilers which supply the steam. There are 
four of them—some 3850 horse-power—set 
back from the furnaces, which occupy the 
middle of the space. The furnaces are im- 
mense cylinders of iron plates with a door 
near the bottom, through the chinks of 


makes a corresponding and undesirable in- 
crease in the amount of tar. Ata carefully 
computed rate the oil is sprayed into the 
carburetor and unites with the hydrogen, the 
heat breaking up the oil into minute par- 
ticles, which are mingled with every part of 
the gas, The oil gas thus obtained is of 
high candle power, and furnishes the il- 
luminating principle of the mixture. In the 
heat of the superheater the union of the oil 
and hydrogen is completed, making of the 
combination a fixed gas. 

The steam in the generator and the oil in 
the carburetor are admitted automatically, 
and are left turned on until the heat of the 
generator has fallen dangerously near the 
point where steam will no longer be decom- 
posed, when they are shut off. and the ope- 
ration of heating and making producer gas 
is again gone through with. 

From the superheater the gas passes into 
the condenser, or cooler, where the tempera-

which, during the purification, gas can 
always be drawn off, and by testing the 
product with lead acetate it is emerge” 

y 
this means the presence of sulphur is at 
once detected and there is no danger of an 
impure box being képt at work. 

It is in the purifying rovm that the great- 
est of the many labor-saving devices which 
recent years have seen introduced are to be 
found. It is calculated that with the pres- 
ent arrangements one man does the work 
that would require seven if the old methods 
were used. Each of the big boxes holds 
1,500 bushels of oxide, and were it necessary 
to empty and fill them by hand the labor 
would be great. The boxes are on the sec- 
ond story, and the room below is floored 
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which one can catch glimpses of the fire 
glowing within. The place is filled with the 
roar of the air blast which furnishes the 
draught. In the room above the tops of 
the furnaces reach just to the floor level, 
and in the center of each there is a round 
opening with a cover, through which the 
generator is charged with coke. One cor- 
ner of the room is piled high with that fuel, 
and scattered fragments grit under one’s 
feet. 


Few Men Required. 


What strikes one immediately is the fact 
that for the care of the furnaces and the 
carrying on of the whole operation of gen- 
erating gas very ‘few men are required. 
There are four sets, each consisting of a 
generator, a carburetor, and a superheater; 
each of the sets is capable of producing 1,- 
000,000 feet of gas in every twenty-four 
hours; and there are but two men in sight 
to look after the process. If one is fortunate 
he may catch them charging a generator 
with coke. The coke is fed into the furnace 
through the round hole at the top, from a 
combination vehicle partaking of the naturé 
of a wagon and a chute. One can see the 
seething mass of flame in the furnace below, 
and hear more plainly the roaring of the air 
blast, while the faces of the men show red in 
the heat and the dust from the coke dances 
up and down in the ruddy light. 

The arrangement of the generating ap- 
paratus is as follows: The furnace, or gen- 
erator proper, is connected by a brick-lined 
pipe with the carburetor, and the carburetor 
in turn is connected in the same way to a 
superheater. Both Garburetor and super- 
heater are filled with a checker work of fire 
brick to hold the heat. In the manufacture 
of gas a fire is first built on the grate bars at 
the bottom of the generator, and the gen- 
erator is charged with coke. As soon as the 
fire gains sufficient headway the air blast is 
‘turned on at the bottomrof the furnace. Ris- 
ing through the coke, the air brings it to an 
intense heat, and at the same time generates 
what is known as “‘ producer gas,’’ The pro- 
ducer gas is carried through the brick pipes 
into the carburetor and superheater, into 
both of which air has been admitted. The 
producer gas is a carbon gas, which upon 
contact with the air takes fire, exciting a 
great heat, which is stored in the checker 
work of fire brick in the carburetor and 
superheater. It.is then passed off through 
an opening at the top of the superheater. 
When the temperature of the generator 
reaches a point above 1850° Fahrenheit, the 
apparatus is ready.to decompose steam. In 
practice, however, the temperature is usually 
run up to about 2200° before the steam is 
admitted. hm gee

ture is reduced by passing through cold 
tubes, and the tar and other by-products are 
removed. Thence it goes to the relief holder, 
a tank outside the building similar to the 
great storage holders, though not so large 
as they are. The relief holder is nothing 
more or less than a storage chamber, and the 
gas undergoes no change in it. The neces- 
sity for the relief holder is indicated by its 
name, and arises from the fact that while in 
operation the generators can produce gas 
much faster than the rest of the works can 
take care of it. In the relief holder it is saved 
up and supplied only at the rate that the puri- 
fiers can cleanse it. 

The processes through which the gas has 
gone have all taken place in the central part 
of the works, and all the apparatus con- 
nected with them is within the middle group 
of buildings. Next to the generators, and 
under the same roof, is the ‘** blow room.,’’ 
It is a small place, filled with a network of 
moving belts and a seeming confusion of 
whirling wheels. Here are the blowers 
which furnish the blast for the generators 
and an oil pump for pumping the petroleum. 
Fehind it are the separators and oil tanks, 
the first for the removal of the tar and oil 
from the water carrying them, and thé lat- 
ter for the storage of oil. Near to the boilers 
in the generating room are the bins for coke, 
close beside which run the railroad tracks, 
so that the cars may be unloaded directly 
into them. The water for the manufacture 
of the gas is obtained from artesian wells 
within the works. 

From the relief holder the gas is sent to 
the scrubbers, where as large an amount of 
gas as possible comes in contact with the 
smallest possible amount of water, in order 
to dissolve the soluble gases held in the 
mixture without affecting the hydrogen, 
which is also soluble. The gas then goes.to 
the purifiers for its final treatment. The 
most common manner of purification is by 
the use of lime. By this method the gas is 
admitted at the bottom of a large rectangu- 
lar box containing layers of lime, through 
which as it rises the gas rust pass. The 
lime combines with the sulphur and am- 
monia waters held in the gas and removes 
them. The gas then passes through an in- 
terior pocket to the exit pipe. 


improved Means of Purification, 
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with cement and used as a store house for 
the purifying material. In the floor of the 
lower room there is a runway containing a 
conveyor, an endless chain of little boxes, 
which runs to the story above and along the 
ceiling above the purifying boxes. One man 
can keep the carrier filled. In the bottom 
of each purifying box there is an opening, 
closed with a cap, large enough to allow 
the ready emptying of the box through it. 
By the use of these two methods one man 
can empty and fill the box in a day. The 
heavy iron covers’ of the boxes are raised 
and lowered by hydraulic pressure. 

Next to the purifying rooms and in the 
same buildings are the two station meters, 
which register’ the amount of gas made, 
after it has been finally purified. They are 
the means by which the company keeps 
track of the amount of loss from leakage 
in the pipes and other causes. Every month 
a record of the gas passing from the works 
into the big storage holders—commonly 
called. gasometers, probably because they 
measure nothing—is made out. The state- 
ment of the consumer’s meters is compared 
with this, and the difference is the loss by 
leakage. The loss in this manner generally 
aproaches 7 per cent, and a greater one 
shows need of repair in the pipe lines. 

From the station meter the gas goes te the 
holders, from which it is supplied to the con- 
sumers. At the Mutual Fuel Gas works 
there are three of these great tanks, with 
a combined capacity of 1,440,000 feet, and 
at Forty-first street there is another, sup- 
plied from the same plant, which holds 
1,150,000 cubic feet. The largest of these 
tanks is 150 feet high and 112% feet in diam- 
eter. There are, however, larger holders in 
the city, some of which approach the 2,000,- 
000 mark, an amount of gas which would 
weigh some seventy-three tons. In the pres- 
ent.manner of building the holders there is 
a great improvement over the former con- 
struction. By the old method, a method of 
a number of years ago, there was an under- 
ground tank constructed, with a high cover, 
so that fully half of the holder was below the

Cer- 
tainly, the profits of gas companies are 
spoken of in the same manner as one speaks 
of Fortunatus and Russell Sage. The cost 
of manufacture has for many years steadily 
decreased with the improvement of methods, 
and though the companies have reduced the 
price somewhat it is doubtful whether a 
greater reduction is not well within their 
power. Twenty years ago gas in Chicago 
cost the consumer between’ $3’ and $4 a 
thousand feet. Now it averages a little over 
a dollar. But the difference in manufacture 
would account for a larger drop. in 1891 
the gas trust was selling its product at $1.25 
per thousand feet, and at that time the sev- 
eral companies made an agreement with the 
City of Chicago to furnish gas on the fol- 
lowing basis: The city was to receive 3% 
per cent of the gross receipts, or at least 
$150,000 per year, and was to receive its gas 
at $1 a thousand; other consumers were to 
pay $1.25 until 1893, after which there was 
to be a reduction of 5 cents for each year 
until $1 was reached. 

Since 1891, when the agreement was made, 
there have been considerable changes in the 
items of manufacture. By the introduc- 
tion of new machinery the labor expenses of 
at least one company have been reduced 
from 12 cents a thousand feet to 2% cents, 
though perhaps the cost of machinery has 
in part made up the difference. There are, 
moreover, new procesges being brought for- 
ward by which the cost of manufacture will 
in all probability be still further reduced. 
The Ogden Gas company when it obtained 
its franchise promised to furnish gas at 90 
cents per thousand feet, which is perhaps 
in the neighborhood of a perfectly fair price. 

But though definite information regard- 
ing the cost of gas manufacture in Chicago 
is lacking, there are instances in other 
cities to draw inferences from. The City of 
London furnishes perhaps the most notable 
one. By act of Parliament the price of gas 
in London is limited to 90 cents in Ameri- 
can money per thousand feet, on condition 
that the companies pay a dividend of 4 per 
cent. For every increase of a stated 


amount—about 4 of 1 per cent—which they ~ 


make in the dividend they are obliged to 
decrease the price two cents, and for every 
decrease of the same they are allowed to add 
two. As a result, Londoners pay about 76 
cents a thousand feet for their gas. 

The Mutual Fuel Gas company has recent- 
ly introduced a new method of gasmaking 
into its works, which, though still in an 
experimental form, gives promise of making 
another reduction in the cost of manu- 
facture. It is a process called the Acme, 
and the value of it depends on the fact that 
there are no pauses in the work of generat- 
ing hydrogen, as in the case of the common 
form of generator. There is also an ar- 
rangement by which the oil supply is auto- 
matically controlled, preventing an over- 


production of tar. The steam by this process , 


is decomposed in retorts, an arrangement 
which allows a perfect control of the heat. 
From present indications it seems likely 
that this Acme generator now in use, which 
has a capacity of 145700,000 feet a day, will 
make gas cheaper than it has ever been 
made yet. 


CELEBRATE A SEMI-CENTENNIAL, 


Methodists Have a Gala Day at Light 
House, Ill. 

Methodists of Light House, IIL, today close 
their celebration of the semi-centennial an- 
niversary of the building of their church, 
This church, one of the oldest in Northern 
Illinois, was at one time perhaps the most 
prominent in the Rock River Valley. 

Light House is in the southern part of Ogle 
County, five miles south of Qregon, the 
county seat. The church society was 
formed there in 1838, though it wag not till 
eight years later that the stone ce was 
erected which for years was a landmark in 
that part of the State. Although the com- 
munity is a rural one, there are not many 
places in the United States that can equal 
its record in the pen hee of great men, 
From within a mile and a half of the church, 
which was during their boyhood days their 
religious home, there have come a member 
of the United States Senate and several 
merchant princes, millionaires, college Presi- 
dents and professors, and army officers. 
There was also one Judge, one Consul to 
Italy, besides many ministers, physicians, 
and lawyers. This small farming com- 
munity has also turned out an exceptionally 
large number of college graduates. During 
the war its young men responded nobly to 
their country’s call, and several of them 
Si gg up their lives on Southern battle- 

elds. 

Services this morning will be conducted by 
the Rev. H. L. Martin of Rockford, who was 
pastor of the church in 1855 and 1856.

Two 
men may be placed in a mile if particularly 
fast time is wanted, starting both together 
and allowing the first pacemaker to drop 
at about the third, the second to carry the 
field along until the men jump past him into 
those sprints which are today becoming fa- 
mous, 

A new set of time marks has been created 
for these single paced contests, the “ single 
paced race records,”’ and great interest is 
being taken by the men in hammering these 
down in their contests. The unfairness of 
asking men to lower the official competitive 
marks made with quadruplet, triplet, and 
tandem pacing when allowed only single 
pacing by the rules in force now is manifest 
to men and public alike. Every man shoots 
better with a well-defined mark to aim at, 
and the so-called records in single paced con- 
tests but form the bull’s-eye for the racing 
men of America to aim at under the new con- 
ditions of things. 


Nine Men Win Per Cents. 


But nine men figured .in the percentage 
table with five starts or more and twenty- 
seven men have won $3,095 in Uncle Sam’s 
gold put up as prizes at the twelve meets on 
the National Circuit. 

The rider to enter the percentage table 
must have at least five starts, all others en- 
tering into another table, which will be is- 
sued later in the season and will be known 
as the kindergarten table. 

But nine men have started five times in 
final scratch races on the circuit. Of these 
nine men Arthur Gardiner of Chicago stands 
today an unbeaten man, having competed 
five times in final races and come off victor 
in each instance. Last year Cabanne start- 
ed the table with the same percentage, but 
the early meeting with Bald and others and 
ill luck in accidents on the track soon placed 
him below the leader. It is not expected that 
Gardiner will hold 1,000 as his percentage 
for long, but that he will go right along 
through the season at or near the top seems 
a certainty should he keep up his present 
gait. Gardiner is not in good form at pres- 
ent, his side still being sore from the fall 
which he met with at Louisville.

Summary of Races. 


Thirty-one professional races have been 
run, thirty-nine umateur and sixty-three 
heats in the professional class, and sixty- 
seven inthe amateur having been necessary 
to decide the entries for the final events. 

There has been a total of 598 entries in the 
professional, 770 in the amateur class, and 
of this number 370 have started in the pro- 
fessional and 580 in the amateur. ’ 

Since starting the circuit at Oakland the 
circuit followers have traveled 3,159 milés, 
have spent 180 warm hours on the cars, and 
fiye warmer nights. The total number in 
the parties from place to place has been 
026. Of the days in competition the men 
have spent one on the mile track, one ona 
half mile track, three on a third mile, five 
on a quarter mile, and two on a six lap 
track. Four half mile open races have been 
run, one-half mile 1:05 class, four two-third 
mile open, six one-mile open, one one-mile in- 
vitation, and one one-mile unpaced. One two- 
mile race has been run, two five-mile open 
contests, eight one-mile handicaps, and 
three two-mile handicaps. 

The men have been evenly matched, as 
will be seen easily from the following tables. 
In the percentage table each man is given 
credit for defeating each other to the tape 
and is given. credit for starts in finals of 
scratch open events only. The percentage 
is drawn from the winning and losing’ col- 
umn. In the points and prize winning table 
a man is given credit for every start, wheth- 
er in open, scratch, or handicap, or class 
events, his points being figured three for 


‘first, two for second, and one for third.

Our English word boorish 
is derived from the Dutch and is synonymous 
with country bumpkin. As the peasant 
population of any country is the best part, 
morally, the Boers. are in South Africa 
strictly religious, just as their ancestors 
were generations ago, in the mother country. 
The Dutch faith in God is something sublime 
—a fact that Motley has failed to emphasize 
in his historical work. It was the very secret 
of Holland’s conquest over Spain and the 
sea. The early guilds of rhetoric in Holland 
included the agricultural and artisan classes. 
They were a sort of jubilee that drew the 
people together, although the poetry and 
essays read on those occasions savored of 
the plow, the hammer, or the yard stick, yet 
the occasions showed that this was a peo- 
ple not entirely swallowed up by money- 
getting, nor sunk into a sty of illiteracy. 
This would be far from a Bostonian’s idea 
of “culture” In one sense a boer was a 
gentleman in those days, although a gentle- 
man cannot always be a good farmer. I 
myself have visited a boer, or farmer. in 
Gnelduland, whose wife and daughters wore 
the conventional purple print from week to 
week, and entertained callers in the cows’ 
parlor, as it seemed, opening just out of the 
stables. Yet this same boer had a cabinet of 
rare china that no amount of American 
money could purchase and from which cabi- 
net I learned that all delft isn’t blue. Some 
of the splendid eighteenth century examples 
have gay colors like red and gold. Jan 
Steen, the painter of the grotesque, did him- 
self on a delft plaque. Steen was alto-

Holland discovered us nearly 300 years 
ago; it is high time that some of us went to 
see our Dutch cousins. Time can be spent 
with profit and delight in the Netherlands. 
It is a revelation to tourists, although it is 
sad to note the modern ways that things are 
taking on. A visit twenty years ago and one 
today shows what the iconoclast progress 
can do to change that which was once beau- 
tiful. Amsterdam and The Hague have be- 
come very Parisian—to pass a day in one and 
a night in the other is not seeing Holland.

HOW MAPLE SUGAR WAS DISCOVERED. 


Accidental, Unless the Stery of a No- 
ble Red Man Is Not True—A 
Woman in the Tale. 


It does not appear that any record was 
made of aboriginal methods of tapping the 
maple and converting its sap into sugar, nor 
is the oldest maple old enough to tell us, 
though it had the gift of speech or sign- 
making intelligible to us. We can only 
guess that the primitive Algonquin labor- 
iously inflicted a barbarous wound with his 
stone hatchet, and with a stone gouge cut a 
place for a spout, so far setting the fashion, 
which was long followed by white men, with 
only the difference that better tools made 
possible. Or we may guess that the Indian, 
taking a hint from his little red brother, 
Niquasese, the squirrel, who taps the 
smooth-barked branches, broke these off 
and caught the sap in suspended vessels of 
birch bark, than which no cleaner and 
sweeter receptacle could be imagined. Doubt- 
less the boiling was done in the earthen 
kokhs, or pots, some of which had a capac- 
ity of several galions. According to Indian 
myths, it was taught by a heaven-sent in- 
structor. 

The true story, of the discovery of maple 
sugar making is in the legend of Woksis, the 
mighty hunter. Going forth one morning to 
the chase, he bade Moqua, the squaw of his 
bosom, to have a choice cut of moose meat 
boiled for him when he should return, and, 
that she might be reminded of the time, he 
stuck a stake in the snow and made a 
straight mark out from it in the place where 
its shadow would then fall. She promised 
strict compliance, and as he departed she 
hewed off the desired tidbit with her, sharp- 
est stone’ knife and, filling her best kokh 
with clean snow for melting, hung it over 
the fire. Then she sat down on a bearskin 
and began embroidering a pair of mocca- 
sins with variously dyed porcupine quills. 

This was a labor of love, for the moccasins, 
of the finest deerskin, were for her lord. 
She became so absorbed in the work that the 
kokh was forgotten till the bark cord that 
suspended it was burned off and it spilled its 
contents on the fire with a startling, quench- 
ing, scattering explosion that filled the wig- 
wam with steam and smoke. She lifted the 
overturned vessel from the embers and 
ashes by a stick thrust into its four-cornered 
mouth, and when it was cool enough to 
handle she repaired it with a new bail of 
bark and the kokh was ready for service 
again. But the shadow of the stake had 
swung so far toward the mark that she knew 
there was not time to melt snow to boil the 
dinner. 

Happily, she bethought her of the great 
maple behind the wigwam, tapped merely for 
the provision of a pleasant drink, but .the 
sweet water might serve better purpose now. 
So she filled the kokh with sap and hung it 
over the mended fire. In spite of impatient 
watching it presently began to boil, where- 
upon she popped the ample ration of moose 
meat into it and set a cake of pounded corn 
to bake on the tilted slab before the fire. 
Then she resumed her embroidery, in which 
the sharp point of each thread supplied its 
own needle. 

The work grew more and more interesting. 
The central figure, her husband’s totem of 
the bear, was becoming so lifelike that it 
could. easily be» distinguished from the 
wolves, eagles, and turtles of the other 
tribal clans. In imagination she already be- 
held the moccasins on the feet of her noble 
Woksis, now stealing in awful silence along 
the warpath, now on the neck of the fallen 
foe, now teturning jubilant with triumph or 
fleeing homeward from defeat, to ease the 
shame of failure by kicking her, in which 
case she felt herself bearing; as ever, her 
useful part. So she dreamed and worked, 
stitch by stitch, while the hours passed un- 
heeded, the shadow crept past the mark, the 
kokh boiled low, and the cake gave forth the 
smell of burning. Alas! the cake was a 
blackened crisp, and lo! the once juicy piece 
of meat was a shriveled morsel in the midst 
of a gummy, dark-brown substance. 

She snatched Kokh and cake from the fire, 
and then, hearing her husband coming, she 
ran and hid herself in the nearest thickes of 
evergreens, for she knew that when he found 


not wherewith to appease the rage of hunger’ 


he would be seized with a more terrible one 
against her. Listening a while with a quak- 
ing heart, and catching no alarming sound, 
but aware instead of an unaccountable si- 
lence, she ventured forth and peeped into 
the wigwam. 

_ Woksis sat by the fire eating with his fin- 
gers from the kokh, while his face shone 
with an expression of supreme content and 
enjoyment. With wonder she watched him 
devour the last morsel, but her wonder was 
‘greater when she saw him dpliberately 
break the earthen pot and lick the last ves- 
tige of spoiled cookery from the shards, 
She could not restrain a-surprised cry, and, 
discovering her, he addressed_her: 

“O, woman of women! Didst thou con- 
ceive this marvel of cookery, or has Klose- 
kur-Beh been. thy instructor?’ 

Being a woman, she had the wit to with- 
hold thé exact truth, but permitted him to 
believe whatever he would. 

“Let me embrace. thee,” he-cried, and 
upon his lips she tasted the first maple 


sugar. 

The ‘covery was made public, and kokhs 
of sap were presently boiling in every wig- 
wam. All were. so anxious to get every 
atom of the precious sweet that they broke 
the kokhs and scraped the pieces, just as 
Woksis, the first sugar eater, done. 
And that is why there are so many frag- 
ments of broken pottery and so few whole 
vessels to be found.

SPRING FEVER MAKES CHANGES IN 
NEWBERRY LIBRARY PICTURES. 


nb Arrangement Is Made “ Just for a 
Change "—Makers of the Library 
Taken from the Publicity of the 
Reading Room and Shut in Privacy 
of Trustee’s Room—Other Familiar 
Faces Which Are Placed in New 
Positions. — 


The May-moving spirit that annually 
drives a mass of Chicagoans up an down 
nvenues, elevators, stairways, and general 
scales of living has this year turned aside 
and entered the Newberry Library, there to 
surprise and overpower a helpless line of 
victims—distinguished and quiet citizens 
who had every reason to think themselves 
established till the judgment day. 

To be torn from familiar books—after 
model behavior, too—seems an unjust fate. 
Bul, naturally, the portraits say nothing, 
though they look things unutterable, 

Yet yo deep wrong, let it be premised, has 
been done, unless to the visitor who had just 
fairly learned the gallery arrangement. The 
portraits will soon get accustomed to new 
“ sides,"” just as “ walking shadows ’’ do; 
and they will continue to find ertertainment 
in the daily procession. 

It is noticeable that the Newberry changes 
reveal to thoughtful observers as little show 
of real gain as do many of the spring trans- 
portations which meet their eyes elsewhere. 
And if, in view of their new frames‘and faces, 
one cries, after the vivacious manner of 
Cicero, “‘ Wherefore?” the guardians of the 
various rooms, reasoning in a cirele, reply. 
**O, I suppose it’s just for a change!’’ 

The founder of the library, Mr. Newberry, 
and Mr. Bradley, the first. trustee, and Dr. 
Poole, the first librarian, have been carried 
down-stairs from the publicity of the read- 
ing-room and shut up in the privacy of the 
trustees’ room.. Is this “* just for a change,”’ 
or is it a case of honorable retirement, or is 
it to keep the founders—financial and ex- 
ecutive—intimately acquainted with the 
needs and the development of the work? 

Are Replaced by Statesmen. 

In the nooks vacated by Messrs. New- 
berry, Bradley, and Poole now reign James 
G. Blaine, Chester A. Arthur, and White- 
law Reid. Mr. Blaine moved in from the 
** Periodical Room,”’ the other two came 
from more retired lodgings. In Mr. Poole’s 
eommanding corner now sits Whitelaw 
Reid. The basis of this change seems to be 
size of frame. It may be a tribute to “* Pe- 
riodical Literature.’’ In the room where 
religion and philosophy abound, at least 
upon shelves, the only picture that has re- 
ceived let alone consideration is that of the 
Armenian Bishops. This treatment is in apt 
accord with the present policy of all civilized 
nations with regard to things Armenian. 

Lord Lyons and M. Thiers complete the 
reading-room’s rearranged adornments. 

Five portraits have in some way reached 
the Science Room on the third floor. These 
five present Henry M. Stanley, W. W. Cor- 
coran, Joel Hart, Col. Charles Fox, and Col. 
Thorn. Rejecting the ‘ just-for-a-change ”’ 
theory as inadequate to account for all that 
meets the eye one instinctively tries to ham- 
mer out a reason for this collocation. Mr. 
Stanley, late of the History Room, is prop- 
erly here as a contributor to geographical 
science, both in finding Livingstone, who 
wished to be found, and Emin Bey, Who did 
not; Messrs. Corcoran and Hart are here 
possibly because Art is the sister of Science, 
in short, as a piece of amiable nepotism :'and 
Col. Fox and Col. Thorn, skilled in the wiles 
and sharp practices of diplomacy, the one 
as Ambassador to St. Petersburg, the other 
to Paris, may well rank among scientists. 


John Walter in Room F. 


In Room F, literature’s realm, De Lesseps 
still guards the entrance; but a new face is 
beside him, that of John Walter, grandson 
of the founder of the London Times, and the 
present editor of that journal. He surveys 
the room with a superior smile—as if meditat- 
ing a leader upon some such timely theme as 
“The Affiliation of Literature and Pork- 
Packing.’" Next in line are John Lothrop 
Motley, with a sky-bilue necktie, and Lord 
Lytton with a red sash. Carmen Sylva has 
been moved down the eastern aisle to make 
way for a tablet of Robbia marbles, and her 
husband, King Charles of Roumania, has 
quite disappeared. The reason for this royal 
separation remains a secret with the New- 


| berry management. 


The observer must not hope to get ac- 
quainted with all the faces. Some of the at- 


,tendants themselves are not able to intro- 


duce, and some are hung so high, as Bishops 
and belles in the museum, that introduction 
would be a wasted ceremony. It may here 
be remarked that in passing through the 
main hall one may be shocked by having 
Lincoln, Grant, and Sherman formally pre- 
sented to him as strangers, with whom it 
would be well for him to become acquainted. 

Of one more room, the haunt of history, 
something must be said. Here “ the delicate- 
footed May ”’ has been active in taking down 
and setting up principalities and powers. 
In a retired corner, at the end of an aisle 
devoted to the pursuit of ancestors, a new 
canvas appears. It represents the Queen of 
Roumania in her German infancy. As the 
mother appears in this picture, though in 
an eclipsed way, it was deemed a happy 
throught to hang the “ two generations ”’ 
where they could give a distinct sanction 
to genealogical investigations. The main 
value of this portrait is the frame, a won- 
derful work in wood-carving, which the King 
of Roumania gave to Mr. Healy as a testi- 
monial of personal regard. 

Prince Bismarck holds his old place in this 
room, as does Admiral Porter; but every- 
where else change is rampant. Where we 
used to see Motley, the historian, we now 
see Sheridan, the soldier. The one seemed 
to be listening to something far away, as 
the massacre chimes of Antwerp, or the 
surge of the sea through Holland’s dykes; 
the other seems to be listening to something 
near, as the guns of Winchester, or the roar 
across the prairies of Chicago’s fire. Jules 
Simon still benignantly guards the doorway. 

“I pronounce his name plain Simon, just 
as if he were one of the twelve apostles,”’ 
declares the cheerful and efficient young 
woman in charge of the room, “ for if I at- 
tempt to say anything else I am supposed 
not to know how to pronounce it.”’ 


Gambetta Changed for Webster. 


Gambetta has been supplanted by Webster. 
No one will object to this substitution. Chi- 
cago takes pleasure in doing honor to Dan- 
jel Webster. He came to visit her in the days 
of her humility, braving shipwreck in so 
doing and possible scalping by lingering 
Pottawatomies. He made speeches in her 
maritime interests. One elegant outburst 
carried a bill for her help, or for Wauke- 
gan’s, which was the same, straight through 
Congress. What matter if President Polk 
did veto it? Col. Benton said it was “ the 
greatest speech upon a small matter ”’ that 
he had ever heard. Yes, we are quite will- 


-ing, both for personal and artistic reasons, 


to look at Webster rather than a Gambetta. 
In the niche made vacant by Mr. Stanley’s 
expedition to the Science Room there now 
hangs the portrait of Gustave T. Beaure- 
gard, the man who first opened fire upon 
our flag in the civil war. In the back- 
ground Fort Sumter is seen—painted, it is 
said, from a sketch made but two weeks be- 
fore the bombardment.

| PLAMMARION WEIGHING THE EARTH. 


Tells How ‘to Calculate the Density 
and Attraction of Gigantic Bodies 
~—Conditions of the Hemisphere. 


Youth's Companion: If we were able to 
pierce the earth by @ pit going through it 
diametrically from side to side, a curious 
person leaning a bit too far over the edge 
of this pft and tumbling in would reach the 
center of the globe in nineteen minutes and 
ten seconds, with a speed of 9,546 meters a 
second—enough to make him ascend 
to the opposite surface. From there he 
would ‘fall again once more to the center, 
which he would again pass in virtue of this 
acquired speed; but after a series of oscilla- 
tions he would end by stopping there. If 
we suppose that he stopped with his middle 
exactly at the center of the earth, he would 
remain “ with both feet and his head point- 
ing upward.” At the center of the earth all 


weights annul each other. 

We must come to modern times to be_pres- 
enf at satisfactory experiments for the deter- 
mination of the weight of the earth. At the 
ehd of the seventeenth century Newton 
demonstrated the law of gravitation, and 
from that time it was known that if the 
sun made the earth revolve about itself, it 
was because its mass, or the quantity of its 
matter, is greater than that of our globe; 
and that if, similarly, the moon obeyed the 
earth by revolving about it, the reason is be- 
cause it is lighter than our globe. In es- 
tablishing the law that the attraction is 
exerted in direct proportion to the size and 
inversely to the square of the distance, New- 
ton determined also the proportions of these 
masses. 

This principle of the equivalence of the 
attraction with the weight led naturally to 
the thought that any knob-like object on the 
surface of the earth, such as a mountain, 
for example, ought to affect the weight of 
a amall body. But the earth is so immense 
relatively even to the greatest mountains, 
that the experiment is extremely delicate. 
It was tried for the first time in 1738 by two 
.French scolars, Bouguer and La Condamine, 
in Peru, near Chimborazo, a mountain 6,250 
meters, or 20,506 feet, high. The observers, 
indeed, proved a deviation in the plumb 
line, but it was very slight, and, in addition, 
the imperfection of the instruments, the 
rigor of the climate, and the violence of 
the wind made success difficult. 

The principle of the method is easily un- 
derstood. Let us suppose that we have 
measured the deviation of the plumb line 
in the neighborhood of an isolated mountain, 
the volume and weight of which it is pos- 
sible to estimate with some precision. The 
degree of the deviation would permit us to 
calculate the ratio which the mass of the 
mountain has to the mass of the earth, and 
the volume of the two masses being known, 
we should be able to determine the ratio of 
their densities. 

A similar calculation can be made when 
we have counted the oscillations of a pendu- 
lum at the top and at the foot of a high moun- 
tain. In carrying the pendulum to the top 
we take it further from the center of the 
earth, and we ought to lose a certain number 
of oscillations a day, but the attraction of 
the mountain makes up in part for the 
lessening of the weight which results from 
the altitude, and thus we can compare its 
mass with that of the earth. 

In 1774 the method of Bouguer was util- 
ized with full success by the English astron- 
omer Maskelyne. He chose Mount 
Schiehallion in Scotland for his experiments. 
It is a wholly isolated mountain, of which 
the geological formation is known and of 
which the form is fairly regular—a fact 
which simplified the calculations. By his ob- 
servations of the stars which passed near 
the.zenith, Maskelyne first determined the 
latitude of two stations, one at the south, 
the other on thé north of the mountain, 
between which the horizontal distance meas- 
ured by triangulation was 1,830 meters. The 
difference between the two astronomical 
latitudes was found equal to 43 seconds in- 
stead of 54 6-10 seconds, which was obtained 
by measuring the distance. The excess of 
11 6-10 seconds represented the sum of the 
deviation effected by Mount Schiehallion 
upon its two opposed faces. 

It remained to determine the exact height 
of the mountain, to estimate its volume, 
density, total weight, and with the aid of 
these data to calculate the theoretical force 
of the attraction that itgought to exercise 
upon the plumb-line at the two stations. 
It was Hutton, the geologist, who undertook 
this work; it took thfee years. The result 
of these calculations was that the observed 
deviation became explicable by assuming 
that the average density of the mountain 
was to the average density of the earth 
as five is to nine, which would indicate that 
the density of the whole earth was very 
nearly five times the density of water. 

In 1798 the problem was taken up again 
in another way by Cavendish. This scholar, 
a grandson of the second Duke of Devon- 
shire, had little taste for a life of worldly 
commonplace, and did have a little aptitude 
for the sciences. His family neglected 
him, but made him a sufficient allowance. 
Hard work enabled him to become one of 
the first chemists of his time, and when he 
became celebrated one of his uncles adopted 
him and left him a large inheritance. Cavy- 
endish became thus the richest of all schol- 
ars, and probably the most learned of rich 
men. 

This is the principle of the experiment of 
Cavendish: A large very heavy ball of lead 
ought to exert an influence upon a small, 
very light ball. At the ends of the horizon- 
tal lever of a sort of balance Cavendish sus- 
pended two little balls of lead, and at the 
extremities of the lever of another balance, 
cormnected with the first and having the 
same center, two enormous balls of lead, 
each cf which weighed 158 kilogranis. The 
whole was inclosed in a sort of cage, out of 
the reach of any current of air. 

By a mechanism worked from the outside 
he was able at will to move the great balls 
of lead away from the little ones or bring 
them close together, and with the aid ofa 
small telescope to watch the least move- 
ments of the small balls and of the lever 
to which they were suspended. 

What happened was that each time the 
big balls were brought near the small ones 
the little balls were attracted“by the big 
ones, and taused the metallic thread to 
which the lever was attached toturn. The 
degree of torsion of the thread indicated 
the influence of the great balls at a fraction 
of the force of gravity. This attraction of 
the great halls for the little ones having 
been thus determined, the comparison of 
it with that which the earth exercises upon 
the little ones—or, that is to say, with the 
weight of the little ones—gives the ratio 
between the mass of the great balls.and the 
mass of the earth. Cavendish found by 
computation the figure 5.48 as representing 
the density of the earth, if the density of 
water were taken as the unit. 

The experiment of Cavendish was repeat- 
ed in 1873 and 1878 by Messrs. Cornu and 
Baille in a cellar of the Polytechnic School 
at Paris. The small balls were made of cop- 


tracting mass was formed by twelve kilo- 
grams of mercury contained in two spheres, 
cast hollow; the lever of the torsion balance 
was a light tube of aluminum, and its least 
movements were registered by electricity. 
This new experiment gave 5.53 for the densi- 
ty of the earth. 

These are the principal experiments. They 
were made likewise by other investigators. 
All agree in establising that the average 
density of the globe upon which we live is 
about 5.50 

From that figure, to determine the weight 
in kilograms is a very easy step totake. As 
the volume of the earth is approximately 
1,083,260 millions of cubic kilometers, ovr 
planét would weigh, if it were a ball of 
water, 1,083,260 quintillions of kilograms. 
Since it is five and a half times as dense as 
water, it weighs 5,958 sextillions of kilo- 
grams—thus: 5,958,000,000,000,000,000,000. 

Such is the weight of the earth: at least 
that is what we should find it to be if we were 
able to weigh it by bits in gigantic scales, on 
the surface of a globe where the intensity 
of the gravitation would be the same as 
here, or by the aid of a dynamometer, the 
spring of which would show the weight in 
kilograms. It is from a terrestrial point of 
view that we speak. | 

In the heavens, in pure space, the earth 
weighs nothing unless attracted by some 
other celestial body, and in respect to this 
star the weight varies according to the dis- 
tance. If the earth existed alone in infinite 


space, it would remain fixed eternally in 
one spot, would tend toward no point, would 
have no weight.

THE INFLUENCE OF ILLINOIS IN THE 
CONVENTION. 

This year the influence exerted by Illinois 
in the selection of the Republican Presiden- 
tial candidate and the framing of that por- 
tion of the platform which deals with the 
all-important money question now before 
the people was great and decisive. 

The declaration of the State convention in 
favor of Maj. McKinley for President 
turned the scale and settled the contest in 
his favor, Though it was known there were 
great numbers of Illinoisans who favored 
some other candidate, yet the instructions of 
the big State convention left no doubt as to 
whom most Illinoisans wanted placed at 
the head of the ticket. From that day on 
there was no question but what McKinley 
would secure the nomination, The friends 
of all the other candidates lost hope and put 
forth no more earnest efforts. 

The action of the Illinois delegation at St. 
Louis was potent in settling the controversy 
over the money question. It was known 
that some of the delegates were inclined to 
straddle that question and dodge the gold 
standard issue. But when the delegation 
held its meeting last Monday it did not take 
long to show the straddlers’ weakness in 
numbers, 

The following resolution was presented: 

Resolved, That the representative of Illinois on 
the Committee on Resolutions is requested to ad- 
vocate a resolution which shal! explicitly declare 
in favor of the existing gold standard and the use 
of silver to the extent only that its parity with 
gold can be maintained. 

We favor a declaration for the further coinage of 
silver whenever an agreement for its use by the 
leading commercial nations of the world can be 
arrived at, but we are unalterably opposed to the 
free coinage of silver under the present conditions. 

A motion was made to amend it by strik- 
ing out the word “gold.” That was de- 
feated by a vote of yeas 13, nays 35, or 
three to one almost. 

Then it was adopted, yeas 42, nays 6— 
only one of Chicago’s sixteen delegates vot- 
ing against it. 

This resolution was printed in circular 
form, and was distributed widely at once 
among all the delegates to the convention, 
It had great effect among delegates from all 
the Central Western and Northwestern 
States whose attitude had been doubtful. 
Michigan and lowa had been’ shaky 
and wabbling and Kansas and Ne- 
braska were regarded as weak, Ohio’s po- 
sition was perplexing. The bold stand 
taken by Illinois, speedily indorsed and 
backed up by Indiana, Wisconsin, and Min- 
nesota, brought the dubious States into 
line. Great credit is due Mr, Fairbanks 
and Gen. Wallace of Indiana, ex-Gov, Mer- 
riam of Minnesota, Mr, Payne of Wiscon- 
sin, and Gov. Alger of Michigan for their 
labors. 

The Chicago press exerted much influence 
on the convention, but the nearly solid, bold 
action of the great Illinois delegation had 
the heavy weight. It infused courage into 
all the Western delegations for the advo- 
cacy of sound money. The howling of the

TO PRESIDE OVER HIS OWN FUNERAL.

Mr. McKinney’s purpose, moreover, to 
rectify as far as possible what he looks upon 
as a manifest neglect of Providence is 
abetted by a desire to take advantage of his 
unique opportunity to be the master of 
ceremonies of his own obsequies. He looks 
upon a funeral sermon as a great factor 
for good in the world, and reasons therefore 
that its scope would be just so much in- 
creased if the subject of the sermon could 
be included in the audience. The common 
practicé of having the funeral sermon come 
at the end of life as a sort of epilogue of the 
subject’s finished career is not seriously 
broken, in Mr. McKinney’s estimation, for 
he says his life is practically over, and the 
events of any subsequent years can be con- 
densed into a postscript. It is evident also 
that Mr. McKinney proposes to have his 
theoretiéal taking-off freed from the usual 
gloom that pervades such events. With- 
out showing any disrespect to the occasion 
or the subject of it he has made plans for 
an elaborate basket picnic fo follow the 
ante-mortem obituary exercises, and when 
the minister has paid his last honors to the 
memory of the non-departed, that person- 
age will lead the procession to a neighbor- 
ing grove, where the banquet al fresco will 
be served. The arrangements for the event 
are on so lavish a scale that anticipation 
runs high, and the villagers are already 
expressing the wish that Mr. McKinney 
make his funeral an annual event and live 
to enjoy many of them. 


SIGNIFICANT INDORSEMENT OF M’KIN- 
LEY IN DIXIE. 

A dispatch from Birmingham, Ala., 
which appeared in Tae .TRIBuNeE yester- 
day morning, contains one of the most sig- 
nificant indorsements of the nomination of 
McKinley which have yet appeared. It 
must be remembered in this connection 
that Birmingham is the center of a great 
iron and steel industry corresponding to 
Pittsburg in the East, and that it is one of 
the most important and influential cities 
in a State which heretofore has gone wild 
over Populist crazy theories, on the slump- 
ing of the currency and on knocking the 
gold standard on the head, The nomina- 
tion of McKinley has infused the Repub- 
licans with fresh zeal and enthusiasm, and 
is already beginning to make serious in- 
roads in the old Bourbon Democratic ranks.

There can be no question that in these 
times the wife of a curate, especially one 
who is addicted to church work, as the ad- 
vertiser presumably is, should have a bicy- 
clé if she wants one, and it is equally neces- 
sary that it should be a cushion-tired lady’s 
bicycle. It is a fair presumption that she 
made her first appeal to the curate and that 
he returned an emphatic refusal, It id not 
to be supposed that she would reveal his 
harshness to the parishioners among whom 
she hoped to ride the wheel on missionary 
and social errands, and her only recourse, 


therefore, was to trust to some church work- 
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possessors of the coveted article, and that 
she would no more think of questioning 
the solidity of their minds than she would 
question the stability of her own undeniably 
picturesque purpose. 


THERE will be found elsewhere in today’s 
paper an article from McClure’s Magazine 
about a lawsuit in which Abraham Lincoln 
was one of the counsel, which excited great 
interest in the Mississippi Valley thirty yeare 
ago. A river steamer, the Effie Afton, had 
run into the Rock Island railroad bridge, the 
first built across the river, and had been 
wrecked. The owners sued the railroad com- 


pany for damages, claiming that the acci- 
dent was due to the obstruction of the 


stream by the bridge, and that «no such 
structure could be allowed in the river with 
safety to navigation. All the vesselmen, 
a powerful interest then, were backing the 
owners of the Effie Afton. Mr. Lincoln ap- 
peared for the railroad and made a long 
argument in the United States Court in this 
city in 1857. The nub of thet argument was

that “one man had as good a right to go. 


across the river as another had to sail up 
or down.” The jury disagreed, but the 
courts have acted ever since on Mr. Lincoln's 
doctrine. But when Mr. Lincoln took to 
prophesying he was not as successful. His 
statement that a tunnel could not be built 
under a river like the Mississippi or a bridge 
be built high enougff for vessels to pass under 
it did not stand the test of time. 


Tue Civic Federation is inclined to ask 
the next General Assembly for legislation 
‘making the primary election law not op- 
tional as it now is, but compulsory.” It is 
not an easy matter to regulate effectively 
the way in which a voluntary organization 
like a political party does its business. But 
the Legislature might declare that the names 
of the nominees of a eonvention whose del- 
egates were not elected at primaries held in 
accordance with law should not havea place 
on the official ballot. That would probably 
force parties to hold primaries under the 
law. But it is much better that political or- 
ganizations should adopt the primary elec- 
tions law voluntarily. If they do not do so, 
because less cheating can be done than under 
the free and easy system, they will do as 
much cheating as they can if compelled to 
hold primaries under the law. No experi- 
enced person denies that a great deal of 
cheating can be done.

FISHING MATCH AT LAKE DELAVAN. 


Delavan, Wis., June 20.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.]—The annual fishing match 
ef the members of the Sunfish club 
of Freeport, ‘who have just finished their, 
yearly encampment of a fortnight at Cedar 
Point, took place last Friday and was un- 
usually close and exciting. In accordance 
with the custom of the club H. J. Porter and 
Cc. L. Shaffer as Captains chose alternately 
the members of the rival teams. KE. A. Read 
and R. H. Wiles were chosen by Capt. Por- 
ter, which left William Hall and C. D. 
Knowlton to Capt. Shaffer. 

Capt. Porter won choice of oarsmen for 
the boats of the. competing crews and se- 
lected Nels Nelson, while ‘‘ Jim’’ Gardner 
pulled for the Schaffer team. Both these men 
are expert oarsmen and fishermen, and en- 
tered into the contest with enthusiasm. An 
important preliminary of the match was an 
arrangement of a scale of values for various 
kinds of fish, the respective ratings being 
fixed as follows: Black bass, 5 points; wall- 
eyed pike, 4 points; pickerel, 3 points; rock 
bass and perch, 2 points; and all other fish 
1 point.

In the fore- 
noon the Shaffer team gained a lead of 17 
points, but in the afternoon this advantage 
was almost wiped out by the Porter team, 
which made a desperate struggle, but was 
beaten by 5 points on the entire day’s work.

IS A RESORT FOR THE POLITICIANS. 


Duluth, Minn,, June 20.—[{Special.J—The 
Brule River is the rendezvous every summer 
of many men conspicuous in business, lit- 
erature, art, and politics. Already this sea- 
sonithas been visited by William F. Harrity, 
Chairman of the Democratic National com- 
mittee,. and ex-Gov. Francis of Missouri. 
In the recent past Cabinet officers and prom- 
inent government Officials have angled for 
brook trout in its pools. Winneboujou 8ta- 
tion, where Senator Vilas has his fishing 
hut, is on the Duluth, South Shore and At- 
lantic road, about sixty miles east of Duluth. 
The Senator is a member of the Wisconsin 
Fishing club, which together with similar 
organizations of St. Louis and Twin City 
men own all the property on both sides of 
the Brule River which would be of service 
to the angler. They have made of the 

tream practically a private trout preserve 
or nearly five miles of its length, or from 
what is known as Brule Station almost to 
St. Louis Falls, from which point the river 
degenerates as a trouting stream. Winne- 
boujou is at the extreme west from the falls. 
Each of the clubs named own club-houses, 
the St. Louis house being finished in mahog- 
any, and all of them finely furnished. 

Senaror. Vilas and Col. Knight of Ashland 
are. among those who have private lodges 
near the club-house. The scenery on the 
Brule is picturesque. The stream runs be- 
tween lofty banks, over which the thick foll- 
age of the trees meets and joins, forming a 
perfect bower of leaves and primeval forest 
for the angler who follows the stream. The 
stream alternately forms deep pools, or cuts 
. through deep gorges and rushes along over 
shallow places like a cataract let loose. It 
is considered the finest brook trouting 
stream in the world. 


PLAGUE OF COILING RATTLESNAKES. 


Farmers of South Bristol Township, 
Qntario County, N. Y., Having End- 
less Trouble with the Reptiles. 


Rochester Democrat and Chronicle: Re- 
ports from the remote parts of South Bris- 
tol, a Western Ontario County township, 
state that the rattlesnake plague is the latest 
problem that the farmers have to deal with. 
Around through 8Stid Hill and Stony Lone- 
some and other wayback hamlets in the 
town, those who dwell] on the hillsides say 
they vannot keep young chickens more than 
a day or so at most after they are hatched, 
and in many cases the snakes rob the nests 
of the eggs as soon as the hens are through 
laying. 

Henry Smith, one of the farmers, was thun- 
derstruck the other evening on going to the 
hen-yard to find a vigorous fight going on 
between a rattler and a big hen whose brood 
had been attacked by the audacious reptile. 
Smith soon dispatched the snake, which 
measured over two feet. Numerous snake 
hunts have been conducted by the young 
mén and boys-on different Sundays of late, 
but although they kill large quantitiés each 
time there are yet remaining a vast number 
of the poisonous snakes that dwell in se- 
cluded parts of the mountains in this, the 
only mountainous part of the county. It 
has been known that rattlers were numerous 
in this section, but it-is a matter of great 
surprise to even those cognizant of the fact 
that there*should be such an unusual num- 
ber there this spring. 


In -years gone by the veteran ** Doctor ”’ 


Chase of Canandaigua, who dealt largely in 
rattlesnake oil, shipping it to all parts of the 
country, has made regular. visits to this sec- 
tion in search of fat.rattlers from which to 
secure his commodity, but forthe last two 
years Chase has not beéfrto the Bristol Hills, 
partly because’ he has had ether business 
and partly because he has-been able to find 
what he considers a better variety of snakes 
near Naples, in the Italy Hills, which are an 
extension of the Blue Ridge range. _ 

The wife of Conrad Scheuler, a German 
farmer, went out to milk the other night 
and found her favorite cow standing in 
tremulous terror in a fence corner; on in- 
vestigating she found a young rattler about 
ten inches long, and with two wee buttons 
on hig tail, complacently clinging to the 
bovine’s udder and extracting therefrom 
lots of satisfaction and considerable lacteal 
fluid. Mrs. Scheuler was made of sturdy 
stock, and promptly attacked Mr. Snake, 
with results fatal to him. 

Now a/petition is being circulated in that 
neighborhood to Mr, Chase to come up there 
on the hills and exterminate the pestiferous 
snakes, and if necessary to bring with him 
to aid him in the work the famous “ Rattle- 
snake Pete’’ of Rochester; who; it is 
thought, could make a valuable addition to 
his already complete collection. 


+ FEEDING LONDON’S 200 INHABITANTS. 


 Variéty and Quantity of Provisions 


Required by Its Denizens Annyal- 
ly~The Death Rate of Animals. 


“The London Zoo is, perhaps, the most 
popular scientific institution in Europe; and 
its expenses are heavy. A recent report 
says the death rate of its denizens is high, 
about 379-per 1,000, and e@bout 1,200 animals 
are added every year; of which one-sixth are 
purchased. The provision bill comes to 
over £4,000 a year, which means that it costs 
only a little more than a penny a day per 
capita to feed 2,500 animals. 

The flesh-eating animals are not supplied 
with prime joints of beef atthisrate, Their 
fare ts fiorsefiesh and goatflesh. Hay, clover, 
bran, oats, maize, wheat, and barley for 
grass and grain eaters form a large item, 
and 244 bushels of canary, hemp, and 
millet seed are demanded by the birds. 
The fish-eaters consume seventeen tons of 
fish annually. There are some odd items 
in the commissariat. One can understand 
the fifteen tons of biscuits, the four tons of 
rice, and the three tons of potatoes, but the 
3,400 bunches of water cress, the 1,200 quarts 
of shrimp, the 7,500 fowls’ heads, are among 
the unexpected. Carrots and greens are 
popular. The latter include 500 dozen of 
cabbages. And there are epicures who de- 
mand 24,000 eggs. The nuts dispensed by 
visitors. are far from supplying the needs 
of the animals, 420 hundredweight of mon- 
key nuts figure in the annual consumption. 
Dates, grapes, and raisins have a place in the 
menu. Ofanges are eaten to the tune of 
17,000, to say nothing of 14,000 bananas. 
The childrén’s buns are cloying, but they are 
supplemented officially by 5,500 quartern 
loaves and 5,100 quarts of milk. here is 
‘also the hideous item of the living food of 
the snakes, who are not held by ancient 
wisdom to be symbols of evil for nothing.

“Paris, London, atid Berlin—For- 
eigners Regard the Market of a 
City the Best Criterion of its Pub- 
lic Spirit and Desirability for Res- 
idence Purposes—How it Is Man- 
aged Abroad. 

In Europe it:is regarded almost as a self- 
evident proposition that the*best criterion 
of a city’s public spirit and general desir- 
ability for residence purposes is the public 
markets. One of the first things a Berliner 
does omarriving at’Paris is to'take an early 
morning stroll through the “ Halles Cen- 
trales,” and in London he loses no time in 
seeing the great Smithfield wholesale mar- 
kets, the Billingsgate fish markets, and 
picturesque Covent Garden. 

The recent experiences of a wealthy Ger- 
man visitor to Chicago prove this criterion 
is a poor one in the United States. 

Friends showed him eyery attention, and 
exerted themselves to impress him with 
the greatness and superlative excellence of 
everything Chicagoesque. He wags driven

city of 50,000 inhabitants, and butchers’ and 
grocers’ shops have completely supplanted 
the retail market stalls. 

If any considerable class of producers, 

or the public are dissatisfied with 
the present system of distributing these 
a iehable fo6d products, the fact is known 
only to themsélves.

° a revolt and. decided they would 
no longer allow railway milk agents to find 
milkmen and to haul out their milk to any 
ene that chose to drive up to a milk sta- 
tion and take possession of as many cans 
as he could seize upon.

Nevertheless 
the city markets are a profitable investment, 
Their first cost was about 100,000,000 francs, 
Counting 5,000,000 francs interest on the cap- 
ital invested there has been for many years 
a~net profit of over 5,000,000 francs a year. 

In addition to the octrol, or city tariff, on

In return everything possible is done to 
cheapen the cost of transportation, to pro- 
tect sellers from deadbeats and buyers from 
extortion and adulteration. 

The market system embraces the central 
markets, wholesale and retail, and some 
forty public retail markets scattered over 
the city and twenty retail markets man- 
aged by chartered companies,

Madame was lucky if she got off without 
having the skate plastered over her nose, 
London Markets. 


The London markets at Smithfield resem- 
ble those in Paris only in the magnitude of 
the transactions. Once the home of count- 
less herds of cattle, approached by narrow 
and tortuous lanes, this historic spot has 
become the site of the most solid market- 
houses in the world. They are built of iron 
and glass, with brick facing, in ornate style. 
Beneath the ground are a vast cobweb of 
raliroads and cellars. Beef and mutton 
from every quarter of the globe, from Scot- 
land, Chicago, and Ireland, as well as the 
English shires, are unloaded by great hoilst- 
ing machines which deposft their burdens 
on the hooks in the salesroom above. The 
meat markets alone cost £2,000,000. The 
transactions on Saturdays. especially 
amount to hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

‘he halls: are laid out regularly into 
passages ‘for butchers’ wagons and large 
stands for the meats. : 

The Smithfield market buildings cover a 
space of 75 by 400 meters. Each of the sev- 
eral quadrangular structures has forty-two 
stands, 11x4% meters in size, each equipped 
with its own store-room, stair to the cellars, 
and toilet-rooms. 

The use of stands in a wholesale market 
is a peculiarity of England, and is not gen- 
erally recommended. 

The corner pavilions or towers contain 
offices, restaurants, and toilet-rooms. The 
whole structure was designed with a view 
to coolness, light being admitted through 
mansard windows. 

The fruit and vegetable market is a com- 
bination structure for wholesale and retail 
trade alike. The retail stands are disposed 
in a double row around the outer walls. The 
interior is divided by differently colored 
pavements into wagon stands, passages, 
and places for wholesale purchasers to col- 
lect their goods. | 

The Billingsgate fish market, on the 
Thames, covers a surface of 3,600 square 
meters. It ig supplied with hydraulic ele- 
vators from the cellar, unique cooking ar- 
rangements, restaurants, and every facil- 
ity for receiving and preserving fish, oys- 
ters, and the like in good condition. 

There are upwards of forty large retail 
markets in London, foremost of which is 
that in Covent Garden. There anything 
from a bull pup, a parrot, or @ magpie to 
red popcorn, flowers, or cabbage find ready 
sale. None exceed the beautiful creation of 
the architect Darbishire, built by the philan- 
thropic Baroness Burdett Coutts, in beauty 
or perfection of arrangements. It rises 
from its dreary surroundings in Shoreditch 
likeadream. Thearchitecture is fourteenth 
century cloister gothic. Salesrdoms, stores, 
dwellings, and restaurants are symmet- 
rically arranged around a bedutiful open 
court, with arcade walks, a fountain, and 
stone benches for the weary hucksters and 
countrymen. The Baroness was moved to 
build this market by a decree which sought 
to do away with the costermonger on the 
curb. She felt sympathy for the unfort- 
unate people who would be deprived of their 
only means of livelihood, 

Before the building was completed the 
brave costermongers were again given the 
privileges of the curbstone, and they re- 
fused to move into the fine quarters opened 
for them in 1869. It was closed for a while, 
and reopened in 1870 as a wholesale market. 
The city accepted the market, which had 
cost £300,000; as a gift, on the condition, 
however, that the donor should spend £60,- 
000. more in providing a railroad connection. 

Supervision in England extends only to 
weight, measure, cleanliness, and health- 
fulness, and fees and rentals are moderate. 

Arrangements in Berlin. 


The great wholesale and retail market at 
the Aléxander Place Station of the Berlin 
“ ring-bahn,” which connects with every 
railroad into the city, is the feeder for all 
the retail markets of the German capital, 
of which eight have been built during 
the last ten or fifteen years. * The “ ring- 
bahn” is: solidly built on brick arches. 
Goods for the market are sidetracked ona 
level with the second story of the market 
and are lowered to the salesroom by steam 
elevators, The retail market at this point 
replaces the old open markets on New Mar- 
ket square and Alexander place. The struc- 
ture is 117x990 meters, having a surface of 
11,600 square meters and additional retail 
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been held in the neighborhood of the Church 
of St. Eustache, where the central market 
halls are now located. Halls with covered 
gallerics were erected in the sixteenth cen- 
tury and the present structure in the latter 
half of the nineteenth. The market-place, 
including streets, is 87,800 square meters in 
extent of which over one-half is roofed 
over. 

Nine-tenths of all Paris eats passes 

the “ halles centrales.” Fifty-four 
licensed brokers, known as facteurs, have 
exclusive control of all deals between whole- 
salers and retailers. They alone are author- 
ized to dispose of a consignment by auction. 
The shipper is relieved of all anxiety from 
the time he places his goods in the freight 
depot until he gets his money. A syndicate 
of porters attend to its unloading, transpor- 
tation-to the markets, and arrange it for 
selling. All questions regarding weight, 
quality, deterioration, and adulteration are 
referred to another class of officers. The 
octroi and all fees are deducted from the 
proceeds. 

All the railroads are compelled to car 
market stuff on passenger trains. Hithert» 
the eeyeramant has been unable to carry 
out its intention to give the central markets 
pee Png railway connection by means of a 
Phe grounds are 315x124 meters in size, in- 
cluding streets, most of which are roofed 
over.

Thick 
wails, with side light roof, complete cellars 
equipped, and perfect drainage are among 
the features of all the newer Berlin mar- 
kets. The walls are usually Hned with ce- 
ment to a height of eight or ten feet and are 
without angular connection with the cement 
floors, so that when they are daily sprayed 
with a hose and flooded, nothing remains to 
decay. The stands are light and movable, 


except when built of stone or iron, securing.

The cost of the central market, including 
the land, was only a little over 5,000,000 
marks. The cost of this and the eight retail 
markets was only 16,600,000 marks, or about 
$4,000,000. Preparations are making for the 
oo of seven more on a similar 
scale. 

These examples are typical.not only of 
I’rance, England, and Germany, but in part 
of Belgium, Holland, Scandinavia, and 
Austria as well. Even Italy and Spain haye 
more or less modernized forms of the old 
Roman forum, with its monuments, pillars, 
fountains, and surrounding shops. 


What Chicago Needs. 


For the needs of Chicago it is believed 
the London model would be the best adapt- 
ed. The first requisite would be a central 
location easily accessible by fail and river. 
The connection by rail should be direct. 
Perhaps one or more blocks south of and 
near the Union Depot could be adapted to 
the purpose. By raising Canal street a few 
feet cars could be run under it and into the 
various buildings. The adjacent etreets 
would require widening to give ample ap- 
proaches for the long wagon trains to and 
from the markets. J 

Being desfgned for useful pyrposes archi- 
tectural effects are, as a rule, not specially 
aimed at in market-house c ruction. The 
‘essential requisites are a roof, thick walls 
to insure protection from the sun, plenty of 
northern light, ventilation, rgominess, and 
easy accessibility. These should be com- 
bined with waterproof floors, cement cellars, 
and such approved interior veniences as 
the Berlin and Paris markets have—above 
all, ample cold storage rooms with artificial 
nes.

HOUSTON OF OKLAHOMA WILL BE AT 
THE CHICAGO CONVENTION, 


He Has a Habit of Rising Up and Whis- 
pering “Gentlemen, Don’t!” and 
Immediately There Is Peace—Son 
of Sam Houston Is a Bacth, a Ches- 
terfield, and a Crockett in One— 
Unique Personality of a Western 
Genius Who Uses a “ Gun.” 

Wichita, Kas., June 17.—{Special Corre- 
spondence.}]—Beyond any doubt the most 
picturesque character in the National Demo- 
cratic convention at Chicago will go there 
from Oklahoma. His name is Temple Hous- 
ton and he hes a history. One week last 
mouth he was on trial for murder. The next 
week he was elected delegate to Chicago, 
received a higher vote than any other candi- 
date, and was unanimously selected to lead 
the delegation. 

The genius of art and literature was long 
ago exhausted in trying to paint or portray 
the ideal Democratic convention. The Dem- 
ocratic conventions of Oklahoma are unique, 
They are love feasts one moment and riots 
the next. The last Democratic. convention 
was almost a perpetual riot. Even the pow-

Houston had Ed Jennings dead he was 
charged by John ee gr with being a 
coward. This touched the poore and 
characteristic nature of the “‘ Senator,” and 
throwing, down his Colt’s revolver he tore 
his shirt open and put his bare breast to 
the muzzle of John Jennings’ revolver. 

“If you think I am a coward, nerve your 
arm and shoot me through the heart in the 
presence of the brother that fell by my 
hand,” said the Senator.

Senator Houston —everybody calls him 
‘Senator ’’—is the oldest son of Gen. Sam 
Houston, first President of the*’Republic of 
Texas. His father was one of the most 
unique and romantic characters of his time, 
and the son has a great many of his peculiar 
traits. He is as. gentle as a school girl and 
as brave as a lion. 

Scene Beyond Shakspeare. 

He was tried for murder with Jack Love, 
a noted frontier character. Nobody wauted 
to try him, but he demanded it for the sake 
of being vindicated. He killed Ed Jennings, 
a fellow-lawyer, and one of a family noted 
for ability to use a gun. They were ina law- 
suit at Woodward, Ok., and some hot words 
passed between them during the trial of the 
case. At night Temple Houston and his 
friend, Jack Love. who was then Sheriff 
of the county, went into the Cabinet saloon, 
The Jennings brothers; Ed and John, fol- 
lowed them and renewed the quarrel at 
the court-room. Pistols were drawn and at 
the, first fire Ed Jennings fell dead, for 
Houston was an unerring shot. Jack Love 
was taking care of John Jennings all this 
time and they had a duel back in a corner 
of the saloon all by themselves. When

His courtesy to the fair sex 
is proverbial, and he has a passionate fond- 
ness for all that is beautiful—especially 
children. He has some of his own, ‘and 
romps with them like the smaller brother. 
He is a rare child of nature, He will live 
nowhere but on the frontier of civilization, 
and would rather live in a cottage on the 
bleak prairie within sight of the Indian’s 
‘tepee than abide in the Alhambra and en- 
joy the society of the proud sons and ladies 
of Spain. 

In the practice of law he is also eccentric. 
He never prosecutes, but always defends. 
And a fee is the last thing he thinks of. 
It. does not make any difference whether 
a man in trouble has money or not he can 
always get Temple Houston to defend him. 

He was chosen to deliver the oration at 
the dedication of the new Capitol of Texas, 
and was also chosen to deliver an oration at 
the Tennessee centennial. His father was 
one of the early Governors of thas State. 

Although a rémarkably fine looking man, 
he is so free from vanity that he has never 
had a photograph of himself taken, and 
probably never will—voluntarily. His pres- 
ence in Chicago will doubtless stimulate the 
kodak “ fiends,” and it will afford them a 
fine opportunity to practice their art.

PEOPLE LIVE BETTER THAN FOR- 
MERLY AND SO LIVE LONGER.

Physicians Say That the Average Life 
Has Been Increased Three or Four 
Years in the Last Century Largely 
Through Saving the Lives of Chii- 
dren in Tenements—Interesting 
Talks with New York Doctors—Re- 
duction in Infant Mortality. 

New York Sun, May 31: Some people say 
that the medical profession has lengthened 
the average of human life. Others claim 
that new conditions have brought gn new 
diseases. It is hard to get at statistics 
for or against these opinions, and if one 
could find figures to support either position 
the average reader would probably call 
to mind the saying that “there are 
three kinds of lies in the world—plain lies, 
damn lies, and statistics.’’ One thing is 
certain, however. Men live longer today 
than they did in the days of the Revolution- 
ary war. Prominent men at that time were 
considered old at 50 years. Today when a 
man reaches the half century goal he is in 
his prime. 

When asked his opinion as to whether the 
average of human life had lengthened with 
tne progress of medical science, Dr. George 
F. Shrady replied: 

*“ Undoubtedly it has—and we have no new 
Cipeases. It is a gospel truth that there is 
nothing new under the sun, True enough, 
emergencies arise, but we are prepared to 
meet them one by One; not by new discover- 
ies, however, but my merely evolving new 
methods out of the old laws. Every branch 
of medicine has done much to save life, and 
that, of course, britigs up theaverage. Take, 
for example, the operation of ovariotomy. 
It has saved the lives of hundreds of women 
withing the last twenty years. The disease 
is not new; medical men have learned to 
The same is true of anti-toxin and 
diphtheria, and so it goes. There is 4a 
Monitor to meet, every Merrimac. Appen- 
dicitis is not a new disease. People read in 
the papers about this and that operation 
for appendicitis. They scratch their heads 
and say: * That’sa new disease. We didn’t 
hear of that when we were young. What 
will the doctors be finding next?’ People 
have been having appendicitis since the days 
of Adam and Eve, but it is only of late years 
that surgeons have learned how to treat it. 
The physical body has always been the 
Same, so there can be ho new diseases. 


People Like Watches. 


‘* People are very much like watches, after 
all. Some of them are made with good 
works and others have weak springs and 
need mending often. Mortality has been 
greatly reduced, it is true; but this is for the 
most part among children. Nothing has 
ever been found yet that would preserve the 
body after death, and it is pretty hard work 
keeping a person alive over his allotted 
years.”’ 

“Every branch of medical science has 
done much to lengthen the average of hu- 
man life,” said Dr. Landon Carter Grey, the 
neurologist. ‘‘ Infact, the medical profes- 
sion is the only one that is laboring for the 
good of the hyman race.: Even the most 
selfish physician is an altruist to a certain 
extent because he knows that it pays him 
in the long run, ff for no higher reason. If 
aman makes some great discovery, such 
as vaccination, he gives it to the profession, 
for he knows that the glory to be gained by 
doing so will be infinitely greater than any 
success that he might attain from keeping 
his discovery to himself for his own ex- 
clusive use; and then there is the ostracism 
of his fellows that would follow to contend 
with in case he kept his knowledge from the 
world. 

**Koch gave his lymph to the world and 
for a while it created a great sensation. 
Then many medical men pronounced it a 
failuré. Dr. Koch set to work again, and it 
is said that he is making discoveries of great 
importance. Probably he is building up 
success on that failure, and will give us a 
sure cure.

“ We have all better houses, food, clothing, 
and sanitation, and who are the men who 
have made a study of these things and called 
the improvements to the attention of the 
people? The doctors, mever asking or re- 
ceiving one penny forit. They havea better 
knowledge of diseases and the application 
of medicines, and of course that saves many 
people. 

“A great many cry that the tendency is 
toward the cities without ever stopping to 
think that citifieation is civilization. Cer- 
tainly people tend to live together, for 
wherever they do they live better in every 
way. The great mortality of this big city 
is among the children of the tenements. 


‘Other children are healthier than those liv- 


ing in the country, notwithstanding that the 
latter have the advantage of purerair. The 
reasons for this are obvious. 4 


City Children Better Protected. 


“ First of all, city houses are warm and 
the city child ig better protected from the 
cold. If you drive through a street before 
it has been cléaned after a snow-storm 
there is a disagreeable chill in thé air. Let 
the dirtand snow be removed and go through 
the next day. You will féel as if you were 
in another climate. City children are kept 
indoors until the streets are cleaned. Then 
they have fresh vegetables and fruit that 
it is impossible to get in the country; they 
are clothed according to the weather, and 
the sanitary conditions are far superior to 
those in the country. 

“Some claim that there are more nervous 
diseases today|than ever before. True 
enough, people are strung up to a high nerv- 
ous pitch, but there aren’t any new diseases: 
they know themselves better and recognize 
the disease, and that branch of the profes- 
sion which treats. nervous diseases under- 
stands better how to treat them. So it is in 
every branch of medicine. New discoveries 
are being made And surgery has made great 
strides. This, ¢oupled with the fact that 
people know how to take better care of 
themselves than ever before, certainly is 
increasing the average length of man’s 
years.”’ 

Another prominent physician said: 

~ The advancement of medical science has 
slightly increased the average of man’s life, 
particularly by reducing infant mortality, 
and that’s the place where the science of 
medicine has told most. The tissues of an 
infant are not only most susceptible te un- 
wholesome external conditions, but also to 
unwholesome foods. Again, the average 
duration of a ease of consumption is much 
lenger than it used to be. Formerly the life 
of a consumptive was two years; now it is 
eight. These’ are merely two instances 
showing what medical science has done in 
this direction. 

“ New ailments do arise, but -they are 
minor troubles that do not increase mortal- 
ity. For instance, there is the telephone 
ear, and one or two diseases developed by 
excessive use of the bicycle. On the other 
hand, new devices are constantly lightening 
labor, particularly child labor. The little 
cash girl lives in an atmosphere that stunts 
her physical and mental development and 
favors infection, particularly with tuber- 
culous diseases. New devices help to pre- 
vent this. And so it is in the. factories, 
where labor-saving machines are replacing 
child labor. I)see a good deal to make one 
optimistic. Everything that man engages 
in brings harm to some one, and some are 
sacrificed. So it is with the sport of wheel- 
ing. A great many are killed and injured, 
but they are nothing in the aggregate com- 
ee with the masses who are benefited. 

hen we have a good thing we abuse it in

Average of Life Lengthened. 

“The actuaries say that the average of 
human life has been lengthened fully three 
years within the last century,” said one of 
the medical directors of the New York Life 
Insurance company. “ This is due toa great 
many t pally to better living. 
tter houses, be 


tter food, and 


had been increased by medical men and also 
by the people at large. I can’t say that the 
treatment of ordinary diseases has been 
much improved or changed within my know]l- 
edge, but new discoveries, such as vaccina- 
tion and anti-toxin, and the advance that 
surgery has made have worked wonders. 
And .the people of new countries, such as 
this and Australia, are learning how to live. 
They now have comfortable homes and are 
beginning not to eat toomuch. They regard 
the laws of health and take proper care of 
themselves. Take the matter of heating. 
When I was a boy such a thing as a furnace 
was unknown. We had open fires and our 
backs had cold chills running up and down 
them while our faces were blistered. One 
had to be always turning one’s self around, 
like a piecé of meat on a hook, to get an 
equality of heat on all sides. The tempera- 
ture in one part of the room was about 80° 
and in another 40°. Perhaps people nowa- 
days live in too much heat. There is a tend- 
ency to carry this too far, but even that is 
better than the conditions that prevailed in 
my boyhood. Why, actually the beds were 
so cold that they had. to be warmed with bed 
stoves before the younsters could crawl in. 
This helped us out some. Undoubtedly, 
though, the average of human life has in- 
creased from three to four years in the last 


hundred.”’ 


BICYCLES ARE GREAT FUNMAKERS. 


Hundreds of Amusing and Ridiculous 
Situations Developed by the 
Fad of the Day. 


One would have to be many-handed to 
chronicle all the situations humorous and 
ridiculous that are developed by the bicycle 
in a very small area.

Apropos of men learning to ride, and not 
all of them master the machine 4 priori, 
a certain officer, or General, if I mistake not, 
was asked by a familiar friend how things 
went with him on a wheel. ‘* Well enough,”’ 
said the General, “‘I have been at it three 
months and I can nowspit. Ina yearlI hope 
to be able to raise my hat when I meet my 
friends.”’ 

The following story is vouched for, the 
hero being one of the jeunesse dorée: The 
youth in question was a beginner, possessing 
more confidence than anything else. He 
could get on his “ bike,’’ make it go and 
tumble off when he wishedtostop.

All went merry asa marriage 
bell until into the well-filled avenue just 
ahead of our knight jogged a well-filled 
watering cart from a side street dispensing 
the usual’ stream, all water and three yards 
wide. The youth on his steel steed would 
fain have halted, but all his wheel-craft 
deserted him and he slowly began the game 
of running a watering cart down from the 
rear. Fully hypnotized he rolled along, with 
the spray playing full on him, until a final 
jolt and the sudden‘stoppage of the cart 
precipitated him and his hobby-horse under 
the waterfall, where they were both washed 
white as wool. 

A well-known resident of Michigan ave- 
nue went out to drive the other night. As 
his prancing cobs were carrying him south 
he said to, his young son, who was mount- 
ing a wheel to go north:

IT IS A YEAR OF BOWS. 


RIBBONS ARE WORN BY ALL WOMEN 
AND DECORATE BVERYTHING,. 


Babies Are Smothered {n Them—The 
Bride Looks Like a Cluster of But- 
terflles—Coffins Bear Them and 
Crape Bows Appear on the Doors of 
Houses—They Are Used for Deco- 
rative Purposes Everywhere—Their 
Evolution. 


Time was, and it wasn’t so very long ago, 
either, when there were only a few varieties 
of the bow proper; now there are countless 
ways of tying ribbons, numberless shapes 
and forms of the genus bow. Heretofore 
every one, with the exception of the very 
rich, made their own bows; only the milli- 
ners, dressmakers, or decorative artists 
made bows for their patrons. All the rest 
of humanity manufactured their own knots 
and streamers. Now all this is changed. 
Bows are made free of charge at all the rib- 
bon counters in town. Ladies’ maids find it 
necessary to specially study the art of bow- 
making, and there is even a woman in Chi- 
cago who makes a living by tying and ar- 
ranging bows. Her livelihood is a little pre- 
carious, it is true, dependent, to a great ex- 
tent, upon the weather, and with the passing 
of the fad for bows it will disappear entire- 
ly, but for the present it is fairly good and 
the fad is still strong and hearty. The man 
or woman who could invent a new and at- 
tractive kind of bow would reap a harvest 
just now, and every woman is on the qui 
vive to find something fresh and unhack- 
neyed in the way of ribbon bows. 

Bows are used everywhere—on collars, on 
belts ang girdles, on sleeves, on chairs, on 
cushions, on curtains, on coffins, on bicycles. 
Everybody wears bows, everybody places 
them anywhere and everywhere where 
space and opportunity for them occurs. The 
tiny baby has bows at his throat and wrists, 
bows all down the front of his christening 
robe, and bows on his cradle, his basket, his 
hammock. The bride wears bows on every- 
thing from her wedding dress and bouquet 
to her bridal garters; the bridegroom has 
tiny ribbon bows sewed to his suspenders if 
he is properly up-to-date and worthy of the 
bow-adornéd and beribboned girl he is to 
make hisown. The house they are to inhabit 
is all bows—not all of them rainbows, by any 
means. The carriage in which they set 
forth on the wedding journey is trimmed 
with small, neat, perky bows if itisa private 
conveyance. If it comes from a livery the 
bows will be more soiled and not quite so 
stylish, but they will be there none the less. 
The railway Carriage in which the happy 
pair continue their trip will be adorned with 
bows on the inside, and there are ten chances 
to one that the outside will be decorated 
with painted bows and streamers. 


The Popular Fancy. 


So strong is the popular fancy for bows 
that they appear at every social function, 
Simple or elaborate, and they are used to 
beautify everything needed or used by man- 
kind. The newest things in coffins have 
bows upon:the corners: shrouds and palls 
are trimmed with bows. In one instance 
noted lately, the dead hand rested on a large 
white satin bow; in another the usual 
streamer of crape on the outer door was 
replaced by an immense ribbon bow, won- 
derful in make-up and design. A tiny baby 
was almost hidden underneath a flock of 
swallow-like bows. The mourning robe of 
its mother bore nearly as many, only her? 
were of black crape instead of snowy satin 
ribbon. 

Graduation gowns are all bows this sea- 

son; the summer girl is hardly more than a 
resting place for bows galore. Everything 
we eat, from capdies to bread sticks, is lia- 
ble to be served to us tied and bound with 
ribbons, and all the ribbons end in bows. 
Everything which comes home from the 
stores, everything from wheels to bonnets, 
is covered, or at least plentifully adorned, 
with bows, and the “bows are all of ribbon. 
The day of paper, calico, cloth, velvet, and 
satin bows is over; ribbon, and ribbon alone, 
is the proper thing just now. The season of 
1896 is the ribbonmaker’s harvest. It is 
also the happy time of the poor but dainty 
woman. With a proper and judicious ar- 
rangement of ribbon bows an old gown is as 
good as new again, and twice as pretty in 
many cases. 
.“ Talk about a ribbon sash and a smile as 
a gowning for Cupid,” observed a bright 
eociety girl recently, “‘ give me the ribbon 
sash and other things and never mind the 
smile. I can distance Cupid any day with 
a new ribbon collar and belt.” 

And there is more than a grain of truth 
in this assertion. Mankind as a whole, and 
particularly womankind, loves bows and is 


in dress; hence the ribbons. Whether with 
the new-old costuming will come the old- 
time languid airs is an open question. The 
struggle of the present is something hike 
this: Bicycle versus ribbons.

The evolution of the bow itself is an inter- 
esting study.

The 
long streamers of tiny velvet ribbon depend- 
ing from a tiny bow at the throat, which 
our grandmothers reveled in, the soft lute- 
strings of their mothers, the elaborate bows 
of the Marie Antoinette period, the stiff, pre- 
cise bows of the Puritans and the Quakers— 
all of these are distinctive and character- 
istic. Bows have been long or short, wide 
or narrow, thick or thin, stiff or soft; only 
the modern girl, of all humanity, has been 
fortunate enough to realize all these quali- 
ties at one time. The new woman accom- 
plishes all she wishes in the way of bows 
just as she does in everything else, with 
much talking, but very little of struggle or 
endeavor. To buy the ribbon takes time, 
but once bought—voila! a few deft turns 
of the saleswoman’s wrist and fingers, a 
stitch or two, a satisfied smile, and lo! a 
finished bow. If the bow’s owner be one of 
the self-reliant kind the process is even sim- 
plier. A few yards of ribbon, a moment or 
two of study, a quick turn or so, a new kind 
of bow. And she whose collar or girdle bow 
is really unique has enough to be proud of 
for a week. , 

And yet, with all this, the bows are all sim- 
ple. They are_all of the ‘* butterfly ” order. 
The butterfly bow is as modern as electricity 
or the X rays; our ancestors had the “ swal- 
low” bow, the “‘ weeper,’’. the true-love- 
knot. All of these are beyond the taste and 
talent of the woman of today; all have van- 
ished with the age when woman had time to 
spend in making elaborate bows of two or 
three strands, joined and twisted in a won- 
derful and unknowable way. Plenty of mid- 
dle-aged women can remember the time when 
these marvelous bows were all the rage; 
history has muchtosayofthem. Atcertain 
periods of English history the making of 
bows was far more of an art than it is today. 
And here we are again with all the flowered 
and brocaded ribbons, all the soft, pale col- 
ors, all the flimsy textures, all the airs and 
graces of that time, but all with a difference. 
The last summer girl, who wore wide flow- 
ered sashes and great neck bows, wore them 
in a drooping and languid way and the colors 
were invariably light blue, pink, buff, or 
lavender. The bows themselves partook of 
this character—they drooped also, and were 
always long and listless.

They base their hopes for 
an improvement? on the: increased, inquiry 
Sor property on the part of 
the generally better feeiing which developed 
last week. At present there is absolutely no 
activity in the market, either in the way of 
speculation or of permanent investment. The 
same stagnation exists which has prevailed 
for weeks. Sales are few, difficult to-eon- 
summate,anc for the most part are trades, in 
which the cash cdnsideration is the smallest 
part of the entire amount. A number of 
large transactions are under way, both in 
down-town and outlying property, but they 
are far from consummation, with the seller 
and purchaser widely at variance as to the 
consideration. 

While the amount} of money, for loans on 
good real estate securities is exceptionally 
laige, and at low rates, the demand is small, 
indicating a general disinclination toward 
the immediate improvement of property. In 
common with the general real estate busi- 
ness, loans are few and far between. 

One interesting sale was made last week. 
Frank A. Hecht sold to the National Life 
Assurance company of Hartford the prop- 
erty at the southeast corner of Wabash 
avenue and Forty-fourth street, 83x161 feet, 
for $85,000. The improvement consists ofa 
three-story flat building divided into twenty- 
seven apartments of six and seven rooms 
each, and equipped with all modern con- 
veniences. A. W. Tobias of McKey & Poague 
represented the seller and D. J. Splane the 
purchaser in the transaction. The building 
.” was completed four years ago,and six months 
later the property was sold for $100,000. 

McKey & Poague have negotiated a loan of 
$65,000 for five years at 6 per cent, secured 
by a four-story store and flat building lo- 
cated in a business street in Woodlawn. 


_ Excessive Valuations. 

The report of the Tax Commission ap- 
pointed by Mayor Swift and the effect of 
its adoption as the baSis for tax levies, is 
still extensively discussed by property- 
Owners. Opinions are widely at variance 
on many points, but it is generally believed 
that any increase in taxation will seriously 
affect values and sales; James Morgan, 
President of the Chamber of Commerce 
Safety Vault company, thinks that any 
large increase in taxation means little less 
than confiscation. 

Citing the Chamber of Commerce Build- 
ing as an instance of excessive valuation 
in the report, he says: | 
“As the Mayor of the city“appointed a 
commission to estimate the market value 
of the land and the improvements upon the 
same, in the South Division of the city, 
north of Twelfth street, for the purpose of 
equalizing and increasing the taxation, it 
becomes a very important question wheth- 
er that property is not already taxed at too 
high a figure. The taxes on the Chamber 
of Commerce property for the year 1895 
were $24,260, which was 33 per cent, or 
about one-third of the net income from the 
same, for that fiscal year, without allow- 
ing anything for the depreciation of the 
building, or other contingencies. The in- 
crease of taxation has beén so great that in 
1850 the taxes of the whole City of'Chicago 
Were only $25,270. And yet in 1895 one 
piece of property is required to pay almost 
as great a tax as the whole city did in 1850. 
At such a rate of increasé confiscation is 
not far off, and it is high time that the 
property-owners should take some con- 
neni action to stop this excessive taxa-

Louis account, and this, with the reports 
of rust in the Northwest and the Corn Trade 
News’ reference to the outlook for the 
French crop were the occasion of the ad- 
vance of September to 59%c. The trade was 
not broad, and was principally professional, 
so pit considerations governed. 

Foreign Markets Generally Nigher. 

Cables were generally higher. Liverpool 
closed with spot wheat unchanged, but with 
futures %d higher. Paris was 5 centimes 
higher for nearby deliveries and unchanged 
for deferred. Antwerp was unchanged, and 
Berlin was up 4@% mark. Linn and Cud- 
ahy are credited with sticking to their bull- 
ish convictions, and their crop experts con- 
tinue to send them bullish reports fro 
those sections where thrashing is in prog- 
ress. Bids made for wheat to arrive do not 
bring out offerings, and it appears that the 
movement of new wheat to Chicago for 
some time to come will be anything but 
heavy. This may not, however, be very 


significant. As mill supplies of winter wheat’ 


are admittedly short, it is but natural that 
the home demand should absorb the first 
offerings, especially as on account of the 
wet weather which has prevailed in many 
sections, a comparatively small quantity of 
wheat will gra No. 2. Local receipts of 
wheat were 26 cars, against 19,000 bu taken 
put of store. A few small lots of No. 2 red, 
aggregating 23,000 bu, were picked up for 
Shipment East; but elevator people claim 
that the market is 3c out of line on spring 
wheat business. Clearances were equiva- 
lent to 246,000 bu, as against 452,000 bu re- 
ceived at the principal primary points. The 
American clearances for last week were 
not so much in excess of those of the previ- 
ous week as expected. Pacific coast clear- 
ances for the week were 307,000 bu. Ar- 
gentine shipments for the week were 360,- 
000 bu, as compared with 480,000 bu for the 
week a year ago. 
Jaly Oats at 17 Cents. 

July oats touched lic yesterday, the low- 
est price for that future known within the 
memory of the oldest in the trade. The 
weakness of July was caused by liquidation 
of fag ends of long lines, and as speculative 
buying has shifted to the deferred futures 
that option was without support except 
what came from a few belated shorts. 
However, most of the trades in July were 
at 174%@l17'\«c, the closing price being 17\c, 
a net loss of kc. Selling of September by 
Lloyd Smith was large enough to attract 
attention. This future kept within \c range, 
closing easier at 17%c. There was a good 
cash business doing, but it did not appear 
to have much influence on the speculative 
crowd. In the aggregate 200,000 bu white 
clipped oats were sold for shipment East 
and 60,000 bu No. 2 mixed. Most of the 
white clipped was to go out of the country. 
Seaboard clearances yesterday were 141,000 
bu, and for the week the good showing of 
1,265,576 bu was made. Local receipts keep 
up to fairly liberal proportions, there being 
317 cars on the inspection sheet yesterday.

Little Animation in Corn. 

The corn market was listless, with little 
incentive for operations on either side. The 
price is so low that no one is very venture- 
some on the bear side just now, but corn 
crop prospects are so roseate that few have 
the temerity to indulge in much bullish en- 
thusiasm. New Orleans wired that the crop 
in Texas and Arkansas was badly damaged, 
but this failed to excite even a comment.

LAKE STREET SECURITIES SELL OFF 


Selling Order in Bonds Is Followed by 
Rumors of a Serious Accident. 


The feature of the local stock market yesterday 
was the decline in Lake Street stock and the com- 
paratively heavy sales of that security. Early in 
the morning there was an order to sell Lake Street 
bonds and on this order sales of $8,800 were made, 
opening at 76 and selling off to74%. The opening 
sale of stock was made at 24%, which is about the 
price at which the stock has been selling recently. 
It went off to 23%, in sympathy with the sale of 
bonds, and recovered to 24%. On top of the gen- 
eral weakness in Lake Street came the news of the 
accident in which a motor car went off the track 
and fell to the street below. The first report re- 
ceived on the Stock Exchange was that twelve 
people had been killed. This had a depressing 
tendency and the stock declined again to 23%, at 
which figure sales of 600 shares were made. Wil- 
son and Sturges were among the buyers of stock 
on the break. They got one lot of 250 shareg, 
which is the biggest single sale of Lake Street 
made in some weeks.

He has written several 
operas, some on Biblical subjects, such as ‘‘ Sam-

E “‘ school year” of the Art Institute 
closed last Friday afternoon with sim- 
ple graduating exercises. Twenty- 
nine young men and women who had 

completed the course provided by the Art 
Institute in the academic department, or the 
architectural school, or the department of

decorative designing, were sent forth with 
the echool’s certificates to pursue their 
studies elsewhere or to enter their chosen 


fields of work. 

The commencement address was delivered 
by the Rev. Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, who gavea 
discourse on “ Art and America.” He found 
the true solution of the problem of realism 
versus impressionism and idealism would be 
“a happy reconciliation "’ of these at pres- 
ent warring ideas and theories, a uniting in 
practice of them all, And this, he thought, 
would be brought about by American artists. 

In art, he held, * mature is to be repre- 
sented in its true outlines by the man who 
leoks beneath nature’s surfacé and lays his 
ear to nature’s heart?’ Briefer addresses 
were made by President Hutchinson and Di- 


rector French. 

On the same afternoon the annual exhibi- 
tion of the best work produced in all depart- 
ments of the school was opened. This con- 
sists in drawings of all kinds, paintings in 
various mediums, “ studies ’’ of many varie- 
ties, designs for all kinds of objects to which 
art can be applied, from a hearth rug toa 
completed house or public building. It com- 
prises some 600 specimens of the school 
work, and taken in its entirety isa remarka- 
bly good showing and one thoroughly illus- 
trative of the high standard of merit main- 
tained and insisted upon by the art school of 
the Chicago Art Institute. 

The work of the school of architecture is 
especially meritorious. There are not a few 
designs which no architect of long estab- 
lished standing and success in his profession 
would be ashamed of, and besides their mer- 
its as designs for constructions many of 
these drawings show a surprisingly good 
idea and treatment of color, both in general 
scheme and effect and in the details. 

In the department of decorative designing 
there are treatments by,members of the 
graduating class of such€2hemes as a side 
wall, Byzantine wall paper, Acanthus leaves, 
a ceiling, Persian tile, Moorish wall panel, 
Egyptian dado, Indian screen, rugs, book 
covers, spandrels, and cast iron work. 

These are contributed by Helen Putnam, 
Mary Reid, Jessica Wakem, Blanche White, 
Alberta Hull, Jessie Preston, Margaret Hess, 
pave Stillwell, Albert Hall, and Jessie Brad- 

ey. 

By second year students there are designs 
for a baptistry, an ingle nook, friezes, 
frames, studies of drapery, wall paper, glass 
mosaic, posters; and by first year students 
designs for doors for art gallery, mosaic 
border for floor, illumined vases, frieze, 
carved wood panel, lace handkerchief, post- 
ers, initial letters, and others, 

The largest contribution to the exhibition 
comes, of course, from the regular * acad- 
emic department’’ of the school. This in-

which really deserve to rank as finished 
pictures, and a few promising examples of 
sculpture, mostly heads and figurines. 

The exhibition proves the observation. of 
Julian Ralph that the Art Institute school 
is not alone the largest in America, but also 
in the scope and comprehensiveness of its 
teachings and in the work it secures from its 
students the best art school on this side of 
the Atlantic Ocean.

Up at the office of the Secretary of State 


at the Capitol Building an extra force of 
_  ¢lerks was made necessary by reason of the 
_  _ sudden desire of many people to incorporate 
_ ew companies. The fees which flowed into 
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the State Treasury amounted to such a sum 
that the incoming Legislature will be sur- 
prised by a showing of a surplus when they 
are generally confrontéd with a deficit. 
Nearly half a million dollars has come thus 
unexpectedly into the State Treasury from 
the fees of incorporation papers. The print- 
ers and lithographers worked nights and 
Sundays with extra help getting out mining 
reports, weekly reviews of the mining stock 
market, and certificate books. The many 
vacant office rooms in the Mining Stock Ex- 
change Building filled up, and the dealers in 
office fixtures and supplies reported a sud- 
den brisk trade. Everybody began at once 
to discuss the all-absorbing topic at home, 
in business circles, and even within the sa- 
cred purlieus of church portals. Business- 
men and cooks, chambermaids, school teach- 
ers, clerks, and ministers, all kinds and 
conditions of mankind, hastened to withdraw 
their savings from the banks to put the 
money into stocks. 


Present Condition of Things. 

Now, with a general stagnation of the min- 
ing stock market in every town where ex- 
changes formerly operated, the holders of 
these speculative stocks find that there is 
absolutely no market for the shares they 
want to unload, and when they begin to in- 
quire into the merits of the property sup- 
posed to be owned by the companies they 
find in too many instances that the stock has 
absolutely no intrinsic merit. The com- 
panies in many cases have already dissolved, 
and inquiries made of the officers of these 
baom companies result.in professions of 
ignorance of the whole scheme. 

Although the miming stock boom has 
waned, it must not be understood that all 
investments in mining stocks have ceased. 
There are a few substantial mining com- 
panies paying regular dividends, and such 
stock has a marketable value.

CHICAGO VS. ST. LOUIS. 


FAMOUS “EFFIE ._ AFTON” CASE 
WHICH STARTED THE RIVALRY. 


One of the Decisive Battles of the 
American Bar in Which Abraham 
Lincoln Defended Chicago Inter- 
ests—Upon the Decision Hung the 
Fate of the Two Cities—Suit Over a 
Damaged Hridge Across the Missis- 
sippi at Rock Island.

There was not in the United States fifty 
years ago a mote serene and hopeful young 
city than St. Logis. Lying at the geograph- 
ical center of thé country, and at almost the 
middle point of the Mississippi, she ruled 
the river’s vast yalley. Already a large part 
of all the exchange between the North and 
South, the East and West, went through 
her gates, and ‘the day seemed near when 
she practically would handle itall. Every 
day she grew ri¢her, and there seemed noth- 
ing to prevent her remaining Empress of the 
‘West. f 

Rivals in 1850. 

Great rivers like the Missouri, the Ohio, 
the Illinois met the Mississippi almost at 
her walls. Post roads, railroads, steamers, 
everything which ran westward, took her in 
en route or mdde her an objective point. 
That this could ever be otherwise St. Louis 
had never surmised. Was she not the fa- 
vorite of the Father of Waters and did he 
not hold the commerce of:the -West in his 
hands? So confident was she that she even 
applauded the brilliant début of young Chi- 
cago—a city twenty-four years her junior 
(St. Louis was incorporated as a town in 
1809: Chicago im 1833), and she felt no fcar 
when she saw that the population of the 
new-comer was growing at a phenomenal 
rate (St. Louis ‘in 1850 had a population of 
77,860; Chicago’ 29,963). 

It seemed to Bt. Louis that a large city at 
the south of Lake Michigan was bound to 
grow up as a’kind of half-way house on the 
route between her and the East. Already 
there were linea of steamers between Buffalo 
and Chicago. When the Illinois and Michi- 
gan Canal was finished so that the Illinois 
River could be ptilized this lake town would 
be a species of Jake port for St. Louis, as the 
Pirzeus once was for Athens and Ostia for 
Rome; as Havre is noW for Paris. 

Right to Bridge'a Waterway. 

That the new city was to be more than her 
brilliant waiting-maid she did not discover 
until suddenly in 1854 Chicago, in disregard 
of all precedents, struck westward with a 

ne of railroad which did not center in St. 

Pees This r@ad, the Rock Island, ran 

directly to the: Mississippi, and when it got 

there instead of stopping and taking a 

boat over, as had been the custom, it act- 

ually built a railroad bridge over. Chicago 
not only built’this bridge over the Missis- 
sippi, she made it pay. Over 12,000 freight 
cars and nearly 75,000 passengers passed 
over the bridge the first year. The excite- 
ment caused on the river by this bridge was 
intense. It was°an insult to the Father of 
Waters himself, the rivermen declared, to 
go vauiting over his dignified old back as if 
commerce was nothing but a game of leap 
frog and the one over first was the best 
fellow. The river was made to float on, 
not to jump over. St. Louis, conscious that 
her own commercial supremacy would be 
shaken if the’ bridge succeeded, began to 
question the right of bridging the river. It 
could not be done without interfering with 

navigation. , 

Fortunately for her argument there hap- 
pened just thén an accident which seemed 
to prove her theory. In May, 1856, a steam- 
boat, the Effie Afton, struck one of the piers 
of the bridge, was wrecked and burned. 
The flames spread to the bridge, one pier 
of which was destroyed. Immediately the 
owners of the’ steamer brought suit against 
the railroad company. The trial did not 
come off for over a year, but in the interval 
the affair was discussed constantly in the 
newspapers and by the people. The anti- 
Nebraska bill itself hardly equaled in in- 
terest the burning of the Effie Afton. It 
was not a mere matter of damages and re- 
pairs. Upon the decision of the case hung 
the future of two cities. If the bridge re- 
mained St. Louis must resign her throne to 
Chicago. If it went down Chicago certain- 
ly would not mount the throne without hard 
struggling. The contest grew more and 
more bitter a’ the months went on, until‘in 
St. Louis the idea of putting a bridge over 
the Mississippi came to be regarded as a 
monstrous viplation of self-evident rights, 


a crime against nature, a thing to be for- 


bidden by thé Constitution. In Chicago, in 
the meantime, public sentiment was being 
educated to believe that the Chamber of 
Commerce of St. Louis and river people in 
general were unprincipied bandits, who 
burned bridgés if they interfered with their 
plans, and who might be guilty of any 
kind of destruction or violence if they could 
make mortiey by it. 
Was It an Accident? 


The sentiment of the friends of the bridge 
is well shown by the following extract from 
the letter of 4 correspondent at Rock Island, 
written to a’ Chicago paper two days after 
the bridge disaster: ‘‘ Some do not conccal 
their suspicipns,”’ sald he, “‘ that this was 
but the denovement of a Well laid plan; they 
would not wonder if parties in St. Louis 
stood ready to foot the bill for all damages 
to the boat: Various things are referred 
to as encouraging the suspicion. The Pres- 
ident cr some officer of the Rock Island 
railroad is said to have lately received an 
anonymous 4nd threatening letter from St. 
Louis, saying that neither he nor Almighty 
God could erect a bridge at Rock Island 
that should Btand. Of this I know nothing 


myself. But a gentleman of this city in 
whom I can repose the greatest confidence 
tells me that an officer of another steamer 
was in his store on Monday evening greatly 
excited. Said he: ‘You wait, you wait. 
You'll see that bridge come down and you 
won’t have to wait very long either.’ Sure 
enough the next morning a part of it was 


down. 

“after the ridge fell seven or eight 
steamers immediately sounded thetr whistles 
with such unearthly screams as has seldom 
been heard out of pandemonium. The bells 
also were rung as though they would ring 
to pieces; the fleet standing off in the mean- 
time and steaming up one after another to 
the new opening in the bridge with the great- 
est demonstrations of delight. That one on 
which was the officer who used the exciting 
language above referred to in our friend’s 
store led the way. One steamer also carried 
the following sign hung out in plain char- 
acters: ‘The great Mississippi bridge 
burned. Let all rejoice.’ These were the 
giad tidings she thought to bear to the towns 
above.”’ | 

Public opinion was still in this perfervid 
condition when in September, 1857, the trial 
came off in Chicago. People came from al] 
over the State to hear the arguments, and 
verbatim reports were published in one of the 
Chicago papers. These reports were made 
by Congressman Hitt of Illinois, then one 
of the very few shorthand reporters in the 
State. ' 

Lineoln Counsel for Bridge Owners. 


The feature of the trial most interesting 
to us latter day readers is that the leading 
> (= ga for the railroad was Abraham Lin- 
coln. 

“Two points were relied upon by the op- 
ponents of the bridge,’’ says Judge Blodgett 
of Chicago, who heard thetrial. ‘‘ They 
were: 

‘‘First—That the riverywas the great 
waterway for the commerce of the valley 
sa could not legally be obstructed by a 

ridge. 

‘* Second—That this particular bridge was 
£0 located with reference to the channel of 
the river at that point as to make it a peril 
to all water craft navigating the river, and 
an unnecessary obstruction to navigation. 

‘The pith of Lincoln’s argument was in 
his statement that one man had as good 
a right to cross a river as another had to 
sail up or down it.”’ 

Lincoln spoke with great warmth of the 
rights of the country beyond the Mississippi, 
a region whose importance at that time was 
only just beginning to be understood. 

‘The last thing that would be pleasing to 
me,”’ he said, ‘‘ would be to have one of these 
great channels, extending almost from 
where.it never ae to where it never 
thaws, blocked up; but there Is a travel from 
east to west.whose demands are not less 
important than that of those of the river. 
It is growing larger and larger, building up 
new countries with a rapidity never before 
seen in the history of the world.” Heallud- 
ed to the astonishing growth of Illinois, 
having grown within his memory to a popu- 
lation of a million and a half: to Iowa and 
the other young rising communities of the 
Northwest. 

“This current of travel,” said he, “has 
its rights as well as that north and south. 
If the river had not the advantage in prior- 
ity and legislation we could enter into free 
competition with it and we could surpass 
it. This particular railroad line has a great 
importance, and the statement of its busi- 
ness during a little less than a year shows 
this importance.” 

Lincoln’s argument in answer to the sec- 
ond point that this particular bridge was an 
obstruction was full of nice mathematical 
calculations, He was fond of the clean dem- 
onstrations which are possible where fiz- 
ures are concerned, and he showed the jury 
how the experiments and measurements he 
and his ciates had made and to which 
the witnesses swore, proved that there were 
no cross currents to wheel the Efte Afton 
against the pier, that the river was never too 
shallow nor too deep nor too swi(t to pre- 
vent a boat of her build to proceed safely 
under the bridge if the pilot took reasonable 
care. He showed, too, that the pilot by his 
own story was really unacquainted with the 
place; that the boat started under the bridge 
at the wrong point, and that she was 
handled so badly that she never got right. 
Certainly it was not the fault of the railroad 
that the pilot of the Effie Afton didn’t man- 
age her properly. 

One curious paragraph in Lincoln’s argu- 
ment was the way he dispvsed of the steam- 


‘ boat’s demand that if the railroad. was go- 


ing to cross the river at all it should be by 
a tunnel or a suspension bridge. 

There was no practicability, he declared, 
in the project of building a tunnel under the 
river, for there ‘‘is not a tunnel that is a 
successful project in this world. A suspen-™ 
sion bridge cannot be built so high but that 
the chimneys of the boats will grow up till 
they cannot pass. The steamboatmen will 
take pains to make them grow. The cars of 
a railroad cannot without immense expense 
rise high enough to get even with a suspen- 
sion bridge or go low enough to get through 
a tunnel; such expense is unreasonable.” 


Result of the Trial. 


The trial ran on for weeks, but public 
interest in it rather increased than abated. 
The ending was rather unsatisfactory, for 
the jury after remaining out for many hours 
disagreed, standing 9 to 3 for defendants. 
The case never came to trial again, but was 
settled out of court. 

The bridge stood, however, a demonstra- 
tion of the uselessness of struggling against 
progress. St. Louis, as quick to adapt her- 
self to a new situation as she had been to 
resent an encroachment upon her rights, 
did the wise thing. She set herself at once 
to work planning one of the most magnifi- 
cent bridges of the world. Ten years after 
the trial, in 1867, she saw the foundation of 
the first pier laid, and in 1874, at a cost of 
$10,000,000, the Eads tubular steel bridge 
over the Mississippi was completed. And 
Chicago pursued the road of destiny and 
now has three times the population of St. 
Louis. The old city has nearly 600,000, and 
the new city has 1,800,000 souls. The bank 
clearings of the former have reached $24.- 


000,000 a week and the latter §100,000,000. 


The bridges across the Western rivers have . 


largely contributed to the result.
